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In the opinion of the editor, all grading systems are subjective. It 
is our task to offer the collector and dealer a measurement that most 
closely reflects a general consensus on condition. The system we 
present seems to come closest to describing a firearm in universal 
terms. We strongly recommend that the reader acquaint himself 
with this grading system before attempting to determine the correct 
price for a particular firearm’s condition. Remember, in most cases 
condition determines price. 


NIB—New in Box 

This category can sometimes be misleading. It means that the 
firearm is in its original factory carton with all of the appropriate 
papers. It also means the firearm is new; that it has not been fired 
and has no wear. This classification brings a substantial premium for 
both the collector and shooter. 


Excellent 

Collector quality firearms in this condition are highly desirable. 
The firearm must be in at least 98 percent condition with respect to 
blue wear, stock or grip finish, and bore. The firearm must also be 
in 100 percent original factory condition without refinishing, repair, 
alterations or additions of any kind. Sights must be factory original 
as well. This grading classification includes both modern and antique 
(manufactured prior to 1898) firearms. 


Very Good 

Firearms in this category are also sought after both by the 
collector and shooter. Modern firearms must be in working order 
and retain approximately 92 percent original metal and wood finish. 
It must be 100 percent factory original, but may have some small 
repairs, alterations, or non-factory additions. No refinishing is 
permitted in this category. Antique firearms must have 80 percent 
original finish with no repairs. 


Good 

Modern firearms in this category may not be considered to be 
as collectable as the previous grades, but antique firearms are 
considered desirable. Modern firearms must retain at least 80 
percent metal and wood finish, but may display evidence of old 
refinishing. Small repairs, alterations, or non-factory additions are 
sometimes encountered in this class. Factory replacement parts 
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are permitted. The overall working condition of the firearm must be 
good as well as safe. The bore may exhibit wear or some corrosion, 
especially in antique arms. Antique firearms may be included in this 
category if their metal and wood finish is at least 50 percent original 
factory finish. 


Fair 

Firearms in this category should be in satisfactory working order 
and safe to shoot. The overall metal and wood finish on the modern 
firearm must be at least 30 percent and antique firearms must have 
at least some original finish or old re-finish remaining. Repairs, 
alterations, non factory additions, and recent refinishing would all 
place a firearm in this classification. However, the modern firearm 
must be in working condition, while the antique firearm may not 
function. In either case the firearm must be considered safe to fire if 
in a working state. 


Poor 


Neither collectors nor shooters are likely to exhibit much interest 
in firearms in this condition. Modern firearms are likely to retain little 
metal or wood finish. Pitting and rust will be seen in firearms in this 
category. Modern firearms may not be in working order and may 
not be safe to shoot. Repairs and refinishing would be necessary 
to restore the firearm to safe working order. Antique firearms will 
have no finish and will not function. In the case of modern firearms 
their principal value lies in spare parts. On the other hand, antique 
firearms in this condition may be used as “wall hangers” or as 
an example of an extremely rare variation or have some kind of 
historical significance.

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The prices given in this book reflect RETAIL values. This is 
important. You will generally not realize full retail value if you trade a 
gun in on another or sell it to a dealer. In this situation, your trade- 
in gun will be valued at wholesale, which is generally substantially 
below retail value. 

Unfortunately for shooters and collectors, there is no central 
clearinghouse for firearms prices. The prices given in this book 
are designed as a guide, not as a quote. This is an important 
distinction because prices for firearms vary with the time of the 
year, with geographical location, and sometimes for no apparent 
reason. For example, interest in firearms is at its lowest point in the 
summer. People are not as interested in shooting and collecting at 
this time of the year as they are in playing golf or taking a vacation. 
Therefore, prices are depressed slightly and guns that may sell 
quickly during the hunting season or the winter months may not sell 
well at all during this time of year. Geographical location also plays 
an important part in pricing. Political pundits are often heard to say 
that all politics is local. Well, the same can be said, in many ways, for 
the price of firearms. For instance, a Winchester Model 70 in a .264 
caliber will bring a higher price in the Western states than along the 
Eastern seaboard. Smaller gauges and calibers seem to be more 
popular along both coasts and mid-sections of the United States 
than in the more open western sections of the country. 

It is not practical to list prices in this book with regard to time of 
year or location. What is given is a reasonable price based on sales 
at gun shows, auction houses, Gun Digest the Magazine prices, and 
information obtained from knowledgeable collectors and dealers. 

In certain cases there will be no price indicated under a particular 
condition but rather the notation “N/A” or the symbol “—.” This 
indicates that there is no known price available for that gun in that 
condition or the sales for that particular model are so few that a 
reliable price cannot be given. This will usually be encountered 

only with very rare guns, with newly introduced firearms, or more 
likely with antique firearms in those conditions most likely to be 
encountered. Most antique firearms will be seen in the good, fair and 
poor categories. 

Note that the prices in this book are a GENERAL GUIDE as to 
what a willing buyer and willing seller might agree on. So how is 
the reader to use this book? Guns & Prices can be used as an 
identification guide and as a source of starting prices for a planned 
firearms transaction. If you start by valuing a given firearm according 
to the values listed in this book, you will not be too far off the mark. 
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In the final analysis, a firearm is worth only what someone is 
willing to pay for it. New trends arise quickly, and there are many 
excellent bargains to be found in today’s market. With patience and 
good judgment - and with this book under your arm — you, too, can 
find them. 


ADDITIONAL 
CONSIDERATIONS 


As stated in the pricing section, this publication offers a general 
guide to prices. There are many factors that may affect the value of a 
firearm. We have attempted to be as comprehensive as possible, but 
we cannot cover all possible factors that may influence the worth of 
any given firearm. Some of these circumstances will be discussed so 
that the shooter and collector will have a better idea of how certain 
factors may affect prices. 

Firearms have been admired and coveted, not only for their 
usefulness, but also for their grace and beauty. Since the beginning 
of the 19th century, firearms makers have adorned their guns 
with engraving, fine woods, or special order features that set their 
products apart from the rest. There is no feasible way to give the 
collector every possible variation of the firearms presented in 
this book. However, in a general way, certain special factors will 
significantly influence the price of a firearm. 

Perhaps the most recognizable special feature collectors agree 
affects the price of a firearm is engraving. The artistry, beauty, 
and intricate nature of engraving draw all collectors toward it. But, 
firearms engraving is a field unto itself requiring years of experience 
to determine proper chronological methods and the ability to identify 
the engraver in question. Factory engraving generally brings more 
of a premium than after-market engraving. To be able to determine 
factory work is a difficult task, full of pitfalls. In some cases, factories 
like Colt and Winchester may have records to verify original factory 
engraving work. Whereas other manufacturers such as Parker, 
Remington, or Savage may not have these records. Whenever a 
firearm purchase is to be made with respect to an engraved gun, it 
is in the collector’s best interest to secure an expert opinion and/or a 
factory letter prior to the purchase. Engraved firearms are expensive. 
A mistake could cost the collector thousands of dollars; proceed 
with caution. 
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The 18th century was also a time when pistols and rifles were 
purchased by or given to historically important individuals. Firearms 
have also been an important part of significant historical events such 
as the Battle of the Little Bighorn or the Battle of Bull Run or some 
other meaningful event in our nation’s history. Many of these firearms 
are in museums where the public can enjoy, see and appreciate 
them. Others are in private collections that seldom, if ever, are 
offered for sale. If the collector should ever encounter one of these 
historically important firearms, it cannot be stressed strongly enough 
to secure an expert determination as to authenticity. Museum 
curators are perhaps the best source of information for these types 
of firearms. As with engraved guns, historical firearms are usually 
expensive, and without documentation their value is questionable. 

Special features and variations are also a desirable part of 
firearms collecting. As with engraving, special order guns can bring 
a considerable premium. The Colt factory has excellent records 
regarding its firearms and will provide the collector with a letter of 
authenticity. Winchester records are not as comprehensive, but 
rifles made prior to 1908 may have documentation. Other firearm 
manufacturers either do not have records or do not provide the 
collector with documentation. This leaves the collector in a difficult 
position. Special order sights, stocks, barrel lengths, calibers, and so 
forth must be judged on their own merits. As with other factors, an 
expert should be consulted prior to purchase. Sometimes this can 
be difficult. Experienced collectors, researchers, and museums will 
generally provide the kind of information a collector needs before 
purchasing a special order or unique firearm. 

Perhaps the best advice is for the collector to take his time. Do 
not be in a hurry, and do not allow yourself to be rushed into making 
a decision. Learn as much as possible about the firearms you are 
interested in collecting or shooting. Try to keep current with prices 
through Gun Digest The Magazine and this publication. Go to gun 
shows, not just to buy or sell, but to observe and learn. It is also 
helpful to join a firearms club or association. These groups have 
older, experienced collectors who are glad to help the beginner 
or veteran. Firearms collecting is a rewarding hobby. Firearms are 
part of our nation’s history and represent an opportunity to learn 
more about their role in that American experience. If done skillfully, 
firearms collecting can be a profitable hobby as well.

During the period from early 1830s to 1860s, company manufactured over 50 different 
variations of revolving pepperbox-type pistol. They were commercially quite successful and 
actually competed successfully with Colt revolving handguns for more than a decade.

History of American Arms is rather sketchy. It appears the company was formed in 1853 
as G. H. Fox Co., then became American Tool & Machine Co. in 1865. In 1870, they formed 
a new corporation called American Arms Company, with George Fox as principle stockholder. 
This corporation was dissolved in 1873; a second American Arms Co. was incorporated in 1877 
and a third in 1890. It is unclear if these corporations had essentially the same owners, but 
George H. Fox appears as a principle owner in two of the three. One could assume that financial 
problems forced them to bankrupt one corporation and reorganize under another. American Arms 
manufactured firearms in Boston, Massachusetts, from 1866 until 1893. In 1893 they moved to 
Bluffton, Alabama and manufactured guns until 1901.

Folsom Company had, for almost 20 years, been Baker Company’s sole New York City agent and had 
marketed at least one Baker model that was only made for them. From 1919 to approximately 1923, 
Folsom continued to assemble and make Baker shotguns.

5. Use a long swinging sear, that once adjusted, gave consistent trigger pull throughout 
the working life of an arm.

On Nov. 5, 1861 C.H. Ballard, of Worcester, Massachusetts, received a patent for a breechloading 
mechanism that would remain in production for nearly thirty years. Ballard patented a breechblock 
that tilted down at its front to expose breech by activating lever/triggerguard. During the twelve years 
that followed, Ballard rifles, carbines and shotguns were produced by five interrelated companies. 
Four of these were successive: Ball & Williams, R. Ball & Co. (both of Worcester, Massachusetts), 
Merrimack Arms & Manufacturing Co. and Brown Manufacturing Company (both of Newburyport, 
Massachusetts). These four companies produced Ballard arms in a successive serial range (1 through 
approximately 22,000), all marked on top of frame and barrel where it joins the frame. In 1863 another

company, Dwight, Chapin & Company of Bridgeport, Connecticut, also produced Ballard rifles and 
carbines in a larger frame size, but in a different serial range (1 through about 1,900), usually marked 
on left side of frame below agents’ mark. Large frame carbines and rifles were produced to fulfill a U.S. 
War Department contract initially for 10,000 of each, subsequently reduced to 1,000 of each, issued to 
Merwin & Bray sole agents for Ballard Patent Arms between 1862 and 1866. Most production during 
this period concentrated on military contracts, either for U.S. War Department or state of Kentucky, 
although state of New York also purchased 500 for its state militia.

Ball & Williams sporting rifles second type. Additional marks on U.S. War Department purchases 
include inspector’s initials “MM” or “GH” on left side of frame and “MM” on barrel, breechblock, 
buttplate and on left side of buttstock in script within an oval cartouche. Three thousand of earlier 
production (serial numbers 1700 through about 5000) of these carbines were sold to state of 
Kentucky under an August 1862 contract, extended in April 1863. In November 1863, Kentucky 
contracted for an additional 1,000 carbines. In the interim, state of New York purchased 500 for 
distribution to its militia. U.S. War Department ordered 5,000 under a contract signed in January 
of 1864, but Ball & Williams delivered only 1,500 (serial numbers noted in range of 9800 through 
10600) while concentrating production on their more lucrative Kentucky contract. Another 600 
of the federal contract were partially inspected (serial numbers about 6500 to 7100-MM in 
cartouche in stock only), but were rejected because barrels had been rifled prior to proofing; 
these were sold to Kentucky in September 1864 on an open market purchase. Carbines marked 
with federal inspection marks usually bring a premium.

Dustin, of U.S. Ordnance Department. Often mistaken as early Ballard production from a fictitious 
Fall River, Massachusetts, factory, these carbines and their complementing rifles were in fact not 
placed into production until 1863, as evident by split, two-piece breechblocks. Both carbines and 
rifles originated from a contract entered into between U.S. War Department and Merwin & Bray

caliber problems) by U.S. government, effectively bankrupting Dwight, Chapin & Co. Completed 
carbines and unfinished parts were sent to Worcester and assembled by Ball & Williams. Merwin 
& Bray sold all 1,000 carbines in Kentucky in April 1864 on an open market purchase.

BERGMANN, THEODOR 
Gaggenau, Germany 


Theodor Bergmann was a successful industrialist, designer and sometimes inventor, with a deep 
interest in firearms based in Gaggenau, Germany. His first automatic pistol patent dates from 1892. By 1894 
he had prototype pistols, refined with the help of Louis Schmeisser, being evaluated by various governments. 
When his designs went into commercial production in 1896, however, they were actually manufactured by 
the firm of V. Charles Schilling in Suhl, the heart of German arms manufacture. Later he licensed manufacture 
of his “Mars” pistol to Anciens Establishment Pieper (“Bayard”) and after WWI affiliated with Lignose firm, 
producing a line of .25 caliber pocket pistols, first under Bergmann name but later marketed as Lignose. 
Still later several pistol designs from August Menz firm were marketed under “Bergmann Erben” trademark, 
though it’s doubtful if Bergmann’s firm actually had much part in their production or sale. 


Model 1894 Bergmann Schmeisser 
Model 1894 was made in prototype form only. Few examples surviving. Known serial numbers 
no higher than mid teens. Most are large framed. Chambered for 8mm Bergmann-Schmeisser 
cartridge. At least one was made in 7.5mm Swiss revolver for Swiss army testing. A few very 
compact versions, with a unique folding trigger for 5mm Bergmann. Early Bergmann pistols had 
no extractor, counting on gas pressure to blow the fired (rimless-groove-less) cartridge from 
chamber.

Bergmann Mars 


Mars was Bergmann’s first really successful pistol aimed at military market. Early examples, about 
100 of total 1000 or so Mars pistols made, were chambered for 7.63mm Mauser cartridge. Later 
Mars pistols identified by a large “9mm” on chamber, were chambered for special 9mm cartridge 
that later became known as 9mm Bergmann-Bayard. Mars was adopted by Spanish government 
in 1905 as their first military automatic pistol, but none were ever delivered by Bergmann. At least 
two Mars pistols were also made in .45 caliber for U.S. Army trials in 1906, but did not perform 
well and were dropped from the trials; these are too rare to price. NOTE: Add 25 percent for low 
serial number guns chambered for 7.63mm Mauser; add 50 percent for original Bergmann Mars 
holster stock.

However, he negotiated an arrangement with Anciens 
Establishment Pieper (Bayard) to produce Mars and after some minor modifications, AEP filled 
the Spanish contract. They also marketed the gun commercially and later secured a production 
contract from Danish army as Model 1910. Spanish contract (proofed with a small circle divided 
into three segments) and very early commercial pistols have hard rubber grips that proved 

very fragile in service; these bring a premium as do original unmodified Danish contract guns 
(with a contract number and Danish letter D proof). A few Model 1908 Bergmann Bayards were 
equipped with leather and wood holster stocks; a complete rig is worth at least twice the price of 
an unslotted pistol.

Bergmann Post War Pistols 


Shortly after WWI ended, Bergmann came on the market with a line of .25-caliber pocket pistols; 
the 2 and 3 were conventional vest pocket designs with a short and long grip frame respectively; 
the 2a and 3a were identical except for an “Einhand” (one-hand) feature that enabled user to 
cycle slide by pulling front of trigger guard with his trigger finger. Soon into production (at about 
serial 8000) Bergmann affiliated with Lignose firm and later Model 2 and 3 pistols were marketed 
under Lignose name.

Bergmann Erben pistols appear to be an attempt by Bergmann family to keep Bergmann name 
associated with firearms, without actually investing any design or production effort.

10 percent; shorter than standard stock length deduct 25 percent; barrel lengths of 32” add 
10 percent; 20-gauge add 50 percent; 28-gauge add 100 percent; .410 bore add 60 percent.

Although lower grades are not considered by some to be true exhibitions (pre-C series) 
highest “C” series grades are a match to the best of older exhibitions. In 2000, an all option 
Superlight 2 barrel set with sideplates engraved by Vranken sold for $22,000. Generally de- 
pending on gun, prices will range between $6,000 and $25,000. These “C” grade guns should 
also be appraised individually.

Number of FN Browning Superposed B-25 shotguns were imported into this country by Browning 
in various grades.

Values 
depend on grade. There appears to be at least two levels of quality and condition ranging from $300 to

An 1836 Colt Paterson Revolver sold in September, 2011, for $977,500 at a Heritage Auction in 
Dallas, Texas. (Price includes a 15% buyer’s premium.) This is believed to be a world record for 
the sale of a single American firearm. The very rare No. 5 Holster Model with a 9” barrel, ivory 
grips, attached loading lever and accessories in a box, is the finest known surviving example of 
Samuel Colt’s first revolver. Two other Colt percussion revolvers were sold at the same auction 
for more than $800,000. (See Third Model Dragoon and Model 1861 Navy listings.) Such prices 
are extreme exceptions to the values of typical models.

Third Model Dragoon 


Most common of all large Colt percussion revolvers. Approximately 10,500 were manufactured 
from 1851 through 1861. Quite similar in appearance to Second Model. Obvious external 
difference is the round trigger guard. Third Model Dragoon was first Colt revolver available with 
a detachable shoulder stock. There are three basic types of stocks and all are quite rare as only 
1,250 were produced. There are two other major variations we will note—”C.L.” Dragoon, which 
was a militia-issued model and is rare; late-issue model with an 8” barrel. These are found over 
serial number 18000 and only 50 were produced. 


A historic cased Gustave Young-engraved ivory-gripped Colt Third Model Dragoon was sold for 
$805,000 at a Texas auction in 2011. Revolver was inscribed “Colonel P.M. Milliken”. Milliken was 
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an officer of the 1st Ohio volunteer calvary and killed leading a charge against the Confederate 
Army at Stone River, Tennessee in 1862. Two other Colt percussion revolvers were sold at the 
same auction for more than $800,000. (See Texas Paterson No. 5 and Model 1861 Navy listings.)

There are over 200 variations of this model and one should consult an expert for individual 
appraisals. There are many fine publications specializing in the field of Colt percussion revolvers 
that would be helpful in identification of the variations.

COLT METALLIC CARTRIDGE CONVERSIONS 


Thuer Conversion Revolver 


Although quite simplistic and not commercially successful, Thuer Conversion was the first attempt 
by Colt to convert percussion revolvers to the new metallic cartridge system. This conversion 

was designed around the tapered Thuer cartridge. Consists of a ring that replaced the back part 

of cylinder, which had been milled off. This ring stamped “Pat. Sep./15, 1868”. Ejection position 

is marked with letter “E”. These conversions have rebounding firing pins and are milled to allow 
loading from the front of revolver. This conversion was undertaken on six different models listed; 

all other specifications, finishes, markings, etc., not directly affected by the conversion would be 
the same as previously described. From a collectible and investment standpoint, Thuer Conversion 
is very desirable. Competent appraisal should be secured if acquisition is contemplated. NOTE: 
Blued models will bring higher prices than nickel models in the same condition.

Conversion of these two revolver models is the most difficult to catalog of all Colt variations. 
Approximately 24,000 of these produced between 1873 and 1880. There are five basic variations, 
with a number of sub-variations. Confusion is usually caused by different ways in which these 
were marked. Depending upon what parts were utilized, caliber markings could be particularly 
confusing. One must also consider the fact that many of these conversion revolvers found 

their way into secondary markets, such as Mexico, Central and South America. They were 

either destroyed or received sufficient abuse to obliterate most identifying markings. Five basic 
variations are all chambered for either .38 rimfire or .38 centerfire cartridge. All held 5-shots. Most 
were found with round roll-engraved stagecoach holdup scene. Half-fluted cylinder from 1862 
Police is quite rare on the conversion revolver and not found at all on some of the variations. 
Finishes on these guns were pretty much the same as they were before conversion, but not 
unusual to find nickel-plated specimens. Basic variations are listed. NOTE: Blued models will 
bring higher prices than nickel models in same condition.

Slightly fewer than 10,000 of both 
variations manufactured from 1871-1876. NOTE: Blued models will bring a premium over nickel 
in same condition.

COLT SINGLE ACTION ARMY REVOLVER 


Colt Single Action Army or Peacemaker, as it is sometimes referred to, is one of the most widely 
collected and recognized firearms in the world. Few interruptions or changes in design, it has 
been manufactured from 1873 until the present. Variations in this model are myriad. Produced 

in 30 different calibers; barrel lengths from 2.5” to 16”, with 4.75”, 5.5” and 7.5” standard. The 
standard finish is blued, with case colored frame. Many are nickel-plated. Examples have been 
found silver-/gold-plated, with combinations thereof. Finest engravers in the world have used 
SAA as a canvas to display their artistry. Standard grips from 1873-1883 were walnut, either 
oil-stained or varnished. From 1883 to approximately 1897 standard grips were hard rubber, 

with eagle and shield. After this date, at serial number 165000, hard rubber grips featured 
Rampant Colt. Many special-order grips were available, notably pearl and ivory, which were often 
checkered or carved in ornate fashion. Variables involved in establishing values on this model 
are extreme. Added to this, one must also consider historical significance, since SAA played a 
big part in formative years of the American West. Fortunately for those among us interested in 
SAA, there are a number of fine publications available dealing exclusively with this model. It is my 
strongest recommendation that they be acquired and studied thoroughly to prevent extremely 
expensive mistakes. Colt factory records are nearly complete for this model and research 

should be done before acquisition of rare or valuable specimens. Colt factory will provide a 

letter documenting the history of a particular model for a fee of $100, as of 2014. For historically 
significant, factory engraved or celebrity owned guns, fees may be higher. Archive department’s 
address is: Colt Archive Properties, P. O. Box 1868, Hartford, CT 06144.

For our purposes we will break down Single-Action Army production as follows: 
Antique or Black Powder, 1873-1898, serial number 1-175000 
Cylinder axis pin is retained by a screw in front of frame. 


Pre-war, 1899-1940, serial number 175001-357859 


Cylinder axis pin is retained by a spring-loaded button through side of frame. This method is 
utilized on the following models, as well. 


Post-war 2nd Generation, 1956-1978, serial number 0001SA-99999SA 


3rd Generation, 1978-Present, serial #SA1001. 


Breakdown of production by caliber will follow the chapter. It is important to note that the rarer 
calibers and larger calibers bring higher values in this variation. 


NOTE: As a rule of thumb, nickel guns will bring a deduction of 20- to 30 percent. Revolvers with 
4.75” barrels add 10- to 15 percent. Checkered grips add 20 percent. 


COLT ANTIQUE SINGLE-ACTION ARMY REVOLVER 


1st Year Production “Pinched Frame” 1873 Only 


It is necessary to categorize this variation on its own. This is one of the rarest and most interesting 
of all SAAs—not to mention that it is the first. On this model, top strap is pinched or constricted 
approximately .5” up from hammer to form the rear sight. Highest surviving serial number having 
this feature is #156, lowest #1. From these numbers it is safe to assume that the first run of SAAs 
were all pinched-frame models; but there is no way to tell how many there were, since Colt did 
not serial number the frames in the order that they were manufactured. An educated guess would 
be there were between 50 and 150 pinched frame guns in all and that they were all made before 
mid-July 1873. Reason for change came about on the recommendation of Capt. J.R. Edie, a 
government inspector who thought that the full fluted top strap would be a big improvement in 
sighting capabilities of the weapon. Barrel length of first model is 7.5”; standard caliber .45 Colt; 
proper grips were of walnut. Front sight blade is German silver. Needless to say, this model will 
rarely be encountered, and if it is, it should never be purchased without competent appraisal.

Early Military Model 1873-1877 


Serial number range on this first run of military contract revolvers extends to #24000. Barrel 
address is in early script style, with # symbol preceding and following. Frame bears martial marking 
“US” and walnut grips have inspector’s cartouche stamped on them. Front sight is steel as on all 
military models; barrel length 7.5”; caliber .45 Colt; ejector rod head is bull’s-eye or donut style, 
with a hole in the center of it. Finish features military polish and case colored frame, with remainder 
blued. Authenticate any potential purchase; many spurious examples have been noted.

Identical to Early Military Model, but has no military acceptance markings or cartouches. Some 
could have German silver front sight blade. Early bull’s-eye ejector rod head is used on this 
model.

on these early models could be plated or blued, with case colored frame. Has a script barrel 
address. Grips are standard one-piece walnut. Ivory-grip models are worth a premium.

.44 Rimfire Model 1875-1880 


Model made to fire .44 Henry Rimfire cartridge. It was to be used as a compatible companion 
sidearm to Henry and Winchester 1866 rifles, that were used extensively during this era. 
However, this was not the case; and .44 Rimfire was doomed to economic failure as soon as it 
appeared on the market. By that time, it had already been established that large-caliber centerfire 
cartridges were a good deal more efficient than their rimfire counterparts. Large-caliber rimfires 
were deemed obsolete before this Colt ever hit the market. The result of this was that Colt’s sales 
representatives sold most of the production to obscure banana republics in South and Central 
America, where this model received much abuse. Most had original 7.5” barrels cut down; nearly 
all were denied even the most basic maintenance, making the survival rate of this model quite 
low. All this adds to its desirability as a collector’s item and makes the risk of acquiring a fake 
that much greater. This model is unique in that it was the only SAA variation to have its own serial 
number range, starting with #1 and continuing to #1892, the latest known surviving specimen. 
Block style barrel markings were introduced during this production run. At least 90 of these 
revolvers were converted by the factory to .22 rimfire and one was shipped chambered for .32 
rimfire.

Later Military Models are serial numbered to approximately #136000. They bear block-style 
barrel address without the # prefix and suffix. Frames are marked “US”; grips have inspector’s 
cartouche.

are oil-stained walnut. On military marked Colts, it is imperative that potential purchases be 
authenticated as many fakes have been noted. NOTE: Revolvers produced from 1878 to 1885 
will command a premium. Seek an expert appraisal prior to sale.

Artillery Model 1895-1903 


A number of “US” marked SAAs were returned either to the Colt factory or to the Springfield 
Armory, where they were altered and refinished. These revolvers have 5.5” barrels and any 
combination of mixed serial numbers. They were remarked by inspectors of the era. They have 
case colored frame, blued cylinder and barrel. Some have been noted all blued within this 
variation. This model, as with other military marked Colts, should definitely be authenticated 
before purchase. Some of these revolvers fall outside the 1898 antique cutoff date that has been 
established by the government. In our experience are not quite as desirable to investors. They 
are generally worth approximately 20 percent less. Add a 50 percent premium for specimens 
marked “New York State Militia”. These have 7.5” barrels and only 800 are documented in Colt 
records. Be sure to obtain documentation from the factory for these models.

These SAAs were manufactured to be sold through Colt’s London Agency. Barrel stamped “Colt’s 
Pt. F.A. Mfg. Co. Hartford, Ct. U.S.A. Depot 14 Pall Mall London”. This model is available in 
various barrel lengths. They are generally chambered for .45 Colt, .450 Boxer, .450 Eley, .455 Eley 
and rarely .476 Eley, largest of the SAA chamberings. A good many of these London Models were 
cased and embellished and should be individually appraised. This model should be authenticated 
as many spurious examples have been noted.

Several thousand SAAs were made with the legend “Colt’s Frontier Six Shooter” acid-etched into 
left side of barrel instead of being stamped.

Features no ejector rod or housing and frame is made without the hole in right forward section 
to accommodate ejector assembly.

#73000. Manufactured with various finishes and chambered for numerous calibers. This model 
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continued after 1898 into smokeless or modern era. Examples with smokeless-powder frame 
made after 1898 are worth approximately 20 percent less. Although faking this model is quite 
difficult, it has been successfully attempted. NOTE: Nickel models will command a premium.

Flattop Target Model 1888-1896 


Model highly regarded and sought after by collectors. It is not only rare (only 925 manufactured), 
but an extremely attractive and well-finished variation. Chambered for 22 different calibers from 
.22 rimfire to .476 Eley. The .22 rimfire, .38 Colt, .41 and .45 Colt are the most predominant 
chamberings. The 7.5” barrel length is most commonly encountered. Serial number range 
between #127000-#162000. Some have been noted in higher ranges. Finish is all blued, with 
case colored hammer. Checkered grips are either hard rubber or walnut. Most identifying feature 
of flattop is lack of a groove in the top strap and sight blade dovetailed into the flattop. Front 
sight has a removable blade insert. Values given are for a standard production model chambered 
for calibers previously mentioned as being the most common. It is important to have other 
calibers individually appraised, as variance in values can be quite extreme.

Bisley Model 1894-1915 


Named for target range in Great Britain where their National Target Matches were held, since 

the nineteenth century. Designed as a target revolver, with an odd humped-back grip that 

was supposed to better fill the hand while target shooting. Easily identified by wide low profile 
hammer spur, wide trigger and name “Bisley” stamped on barrel. Bisley production fell within 
serial number range #165000-#331916. There were 44,350 made. Offered in 16 different 
chamberings from .32 Colt to .455 Eley. Most common calibers were .32-20, .38-40, .41, .44-40 
and .45 Colt. Barrel lengths 4.75”, 5.5” and 7.5”. Frame and hammer are case-colored; remainder 
blued. Smokeless-powder models produced after 1899 utilized push-button cylinder pin retainer. 
Grips are checkered hard rubber. This model was actually designed with English sales in mind; 
though it did sell well over there, American sales accounted for most of Bisley production. Values 
we provide here cover the standard calibers and barrel lengths. Rare calibers and/or other 
notable variations can bring greatly fluctuating values.

Final designated category for black powder or antique SAAs includes all revolvers not previously 
categorized.

Finishes could be blued, blued and case colored or plated in nickel, silver, gold or 
combinations thereof. Grips could be walnut, hard rubber, ivory, pearl, stag or bone. Possibilities 
are endless. Values given here are for basic model and we again strongly advise securing 
qualified appraisal when not completely sure of any model variation. 

NOTE: Add 20 percent premium for serial numbers between 54000 and 130000; 40 percent 

for serial numbers between 22000 and 54000; 20 to 30 percent for original box, depending on 
condition; 10 percent for 4.75” barrel.

Standard Production Pre-war Models (1899-1940) 

The 1899 cutoff has been thoroughly discussed, but it is interesting to note that the actual 
beginning production date for smokeless models was 1900. Pre-war Colts, all in all, are quite 
similar to the antiques—finishes, barrel lengths, grips, etc. Calibers are also similar, with the 
exception of obsolete ones being dropped and new discoveries added. Most apparent physical 
difference between smokeless-powder and black-powder models is previously discussed 
method of retaining the cylinder axis pin. Pre-war Colts utilized the spring-loaded button through 
side of the frame. Black-powder models utilized a screw in front of the frame. Values we furnish 
for this model designation are for these standard models only. Serial number range on pre-war 
SAAs is 175001-357859. Any variation can have marked effects on value fluctuations. Qualified 
appraisal should be secured. NOTE: Scarce chamberings command 30 percent to 100 percent 
premium. Early production guns can also bring a premium. Add 10- to 25 percent for original 
box, depending on condition; 25 percent for original ivory, pearl or checkered wood grips; 35 
percent for stag grips.

Long Fluted Cylinder Model (1913-1915) 


Strange as it may seem, Colt Company has an apparent credo they followed to never throw 
anything away. That credo was never more evident than with this model. These Long Flute 
Cylinders were actually left over from model 1878 Double-Action Army Revolvers. Someone in 
the hierarchy at Colt had an inspiration that drove gunsmiths on the payroll slightly mad: to make 
these cylinders fit SAA frames. There were 1,478 of these Long Flutes manufactured. Chambered 
for .45 Colt, .38-40, .32-20, .41 Colt and .44 Smith & Wesson Special. Offered in three standard 
barrel lengths and were especially well-polished, having what has been described as Colt’s “Fire 
Blue” on the barrel and cylinder. Frame and hammer are case colored. Fitted with checkered hard 
rubber grips. Particularly fine examples of Colt’s craft. Rare.

Standard Post-war Model (1956-1975) 


In 1956, shooting and gun-collecting fraternity succeeded in convincing Colt there was a market 
for a re-introduced SAA. Revolver was brought back in the same external configuration. Only 
changes were internal. Basic specifications as to barrel length and finish availability were the 
same. Calibers available were .38 Special, .357 Magnum, .44 Special and .45 Colt. Serial number 
range of re-introduced 2nd Generation Colt is #000ISA-73000SA. Values are established by 

four basic factors: caliber (popularity and scarcity), barrel length, finish and condition. The .38 
Special is rarest caliber; .45 Colt and .44 Special are more sought after than .357 Magnum. 
Special feature revolvers such as 350 factory-engraved guns produced during this period, must 
be individually appraised. Ivory situation in the world today has become quite a factor, as ivory 
grips are found on many SAAs. Remember as always, when in doubt secure a qualified appraisal. 
NOTE: Values shown are for 5.5” barrel models. Add 15 percent for 4.75”; 10 percent for 7.5”; 20 
percent for nickel finish; $250 for ivory grips.

Sheriff’s Model (1960-1975) 


Between 1960 and 1975, approximately 500 Sheriff's Models manufactured. First of these were 
marketed by Centennial Arms. They have 3” barrels and no ejector rod assemblies. Frames 
were made without the hole for ejector rod to pass through.

First year production frames were 
duotone, with frame left in white and balance of revolver blued. All blue models and wood grips 
became available in 1958. In 1961 duotone model was dropped from production. All Q series 
guns were offered in duotone finish; F series guns were made in duotone and full blue. A .22 
Magnum model was first offered in 1959. In 1964 dual cylinders were introduced. These revolvers 
have “Q” or “F” serial number suffixes. In 1960 the “K” series Scout was introduced and featured 
a heavier frame, nickel plating and wood grips. Majority of commemorative revolvers are of this 
type. This series was discontinued in 1970. Prices are about 15 percent higher than for “Q” and 
“F” series guns. NOTE: 9.5” Add 50 percent for Buntline; 10 percent for extra cylinder.

Same is true of New Frontier 22 revolvers except that (as noted in the book), 
New Frontier 22 GS series was available with color-casehardened or blue receivers. Both 
Peacemaker 22 and New Frontier 22 revolvers were available in single caliber (.22 LR only) and 
dual caliber (.22 LR and .22 Magnum) models. The factory had separate model numbers for 
these variations. Also, the factory offered “P” series or “62” model Frontier Scouts and Buntline 
Scouts. This was a significant model variation. Most of these revolvers had a “G” suffix although 
some built in 1974 had a “L” suffix. In 1982 through 1986 a New Frontier model with cross-bolt 
safety was offered. This model is often referred to as “GS” series. This revolver was offered with 
adjustable sights only. No Peacemakers were offered in this series.

Standard model has 32.5” barrel; carbine 18.25”. Finish blued, with walnut stock. Rifle was 
designed and patent held by Hiram Berdan, Commander of Civil War “Sharpshooters” Regiment. 
This was actually Colt’s first cartridge arm. The 30,000 rifles and 25 half-stocked carbines that 
were sent to Russia were in Russian Cyrillic letters. Few examples made for American sales have 
Colt’s name and Hartford address on the barrel.

Colt-Franklin Military Rifle

COLT DOUBLE-ACTION REVOLVERS 
Model 1877 “Lightning” and “Thunderer” 


Model 1877 was Colt’s first attempt at manufacturing a double-action revolver. Shows a 
striking resemblance to Single Action Army. Sales on this model were brisk, with over 166,000 
produced between 1877 and 1909. Chambered for two different cartridges; .38 Colt known 
as “Lightning” and .41 Colt as “Thunderer”. Standard finishes are blued, with case-colored 
frame and nickel plate. Bird’s-head grips are of checkered rosewood on early guns and hard 
rubber on majority of the production run. Barrel lengths most often encountered are 2.5” and 
3.5” without an ejector rod and 4.5” and 6” with rod. Other barrel lengths from 1.5” through

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COLT SEMI-AUTOMATIC PISTOLS 


Colt Firearms Co. was the first of American gun manufacturers to take advent of the semi- 
automatic pistol seriously. This pistol design was becoming popular among European gun 
makers in late 1880s and early 1900s. In the United States, however, the revolver was firmly 
ensconced as the accepted design. Colt realized that if the semi-automatic could be made to 
function reliably, it would soon catch on. Powers that be at Colt were able to negotiate with 
some of the noted inventors of the day, including Browning, to secure or lease the rights to 
manufacture their designs. Colt also encouraged creativity of their employees, with bonuses 

and incentives. Through this innovative thinking, Colt soon became the leader in semi-automatic 
pistol sales—a position that they have never really relinquished to any other American gun maker. 
Colt semi-automatic pistols represent an interesting field for the collector of Colt handguns. 
There were many variations with high enough production to make it worthwhile to seek them 
out. There are a number of fine books on Colt semi-automatics and anyone wishing to do so 

will be able to learn a great deal about them. Collector interest is high in this field and values are 
definitely on the rise. 


Model 1900 


First of Colt automatic pistols. Actually a developmental model, with only 3,500 being produced. 
Model 1900 was not really a successful design. Quite clumsy and out of balance in the hand, 
however, it was reliable in function during Army trials. Chambered for .38 Rimless smokeless 
cartridge. A detachable magazine that holds seven cartridges. Barrel length 6”. Finish blued, with 
case-colored hammer and safety/sight combination. Grips are either plain walnut, checkered 
walnut or hard rubber. Pistol is a Browning design and left side of slide stamped “Browning’s 
Patent” with 1897 patent date. Colt sold 200 pistols to the Navy and 200 to the Army for field 
trials and evaluation. Remaining 3,300 were sold on the civilian market. Manufactured from 1900- 
1903. NOTE: Many of the original 1900 pistols had the original sight/safety converted to Model 
1902 configuration. These are worth about 50 percent less than unconverted pistols.

Initially barrel 
length was 4”, then shortened to 3.75”. Detachable magazine holds 8 rounds. Standard finish 
blue, with quite a few nickel plated. Early model grips are checkered hard rubber, with “Rampant 
Colt” molded into them. Many of the nickel plated pistols had pearl grips. In 1924 grips were 
changed to checkered walnut, with Colt medallions. Name of this model can be misleading as it 
is not a true hammerless, but a concealed hammer design. Features a slide stop and grip safety. 
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Manufactured 572,215 civilian versions of this pistol and approximately 200,000 more for military 
contracts. Manufactured between 1903 and 1945. NOTE: Add 40 percent for Early Model 1897 
patent date; $100 for nickel-plated with pearl grips; 20 percent for 4” barrel to #72,000.

A commercial success by Colt’s standards, with approximately 409,000 manufactured between 
1908 and 1941. NOTE: Add 30 percent for nickel finish; 50 percent for factory pearl grips.

Model 1905 .45 Automatic Pistol 


Spanish American War and experiences with the Moros in Philippine campaign, taught a lesson 
about stopping power or lack of it. United States Army was convinced they needed a more 
powerful handgun cartridge. This led Colt to the development of a .45 caliber cartridge suitable 
for the semi-automatic pistol. Model 1905 and .45 rimless round were the result. In actuality, this 
cartridge was not nearly powerful enough to satisfy the need, but it led to the development of .45 
ACP. Colt believed this pistol/cartridge combination would be a success and was geared up for 
mass production. Army actually bought only 200 of them and total production was approximately 
6,300 from 1905 to 1911. Has a 5” barrel and detachable 7-shot magazine. Blued, with case- 
colored hammer. Grips are checkered walnut. Hammer was rounded on first 3,600 pistols and 
changed to a spur hammer on later models. Right side of slide stamped “Automatic Colt / 
Caliber 45 Rimless Smokeless”. Not a commercial success for Colt— possibly because it has 

no safety, whatsoever, except for the floating inertia firing pin. The 200 military models have grip 
safeties only. A small number (believed to be less than 500) were grooved to accept a shoulder 
stock. Stocks were made of leather and steel, and double as a holster. These pistols have been 
classified “Curios and Relics” under the provisions of the Gun Control Act of 1968.

Soon after the first Military 1911 pistol was shipped, in Jan. 1912, first Commercial equivalent 
pistol called “GOVERNMENT MODEL” was also shipped. Strictly speaking, “GOVERNMENT 
MODEL” is not a “MODEL OF 1911” and “MODEL OF 1911” is not a “GOVERNMENT MODEL”. 
Yet between these two models, most parts will interchange. Main differences are finish and 
markings. 


Colt Government (Commercial) models all had VP (Verified Proof) mark on trigger guard bow. 
Colt-made 1911 Military pistols did not have verified proof mark, unless pistol was returned to 
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Colt for repair where they replaced barrel and re-proofed (fired) the pistol. Colt-made 1911A1 
pistols (with exception of 1924 Transition contract) all had the verified proof mark. 


Collectors of Commercial Government Model pistols, usually have a different perspective 
regarding pistols that they wish to collect than do collectors of Military “MODEL OF 1911”. Since 
military pistols have been presumed to have gone through a war, most examples that one sees 
are usually in considerably worse condition than contemporary commercial pistols. Indeed, the 
commercial collector usually expects to see typical examples that are in far better condition than 
typical military examples. Many commercial collectors purchase only “Near New” or “New in 
Box” examples. 


Prices listed for commercial Government Models have the same condition categories as do 
military pistols, but NIB, Exc. and V.G. are the only ones that have much collector interest, as 
Good, Fair and Poor categories are often relegated as “Shooters without any significant collector 
interest”. Reality is, pistols in these three later categories are often very difficult to sell, except at 
a shooter price, despite the numbers quoted in this guide. Commercial collectors are often as 
fixated about originality as with condition, to the point that a whole cottage industry has grown 
up that specializes in creating reproduction boxes that are represented as ORIGINAL boxes. 


Yet, the beginning collector has few tools to determine if pistol is original or has original finish. 
Black and white photos in books are of little use in showing what original finish looks like. Only by 
looking at original pistols can one’s eyes become calibrated as to what original finish looks like. 
Until then, the beginner collector will be at the mercy of fakers and counterfeiters. Buy the best 
books and read them. Look at as many pistols as you can manage. — Karl Karash

This practice 
continued for commercial production through WWII. All 1911 commercial pistols after about serial 
C127300 to about C136000 (when 1911A1 production changes were phased in). First numbered 
slide pistols (in the C127xxx range) had the slide numbered on the bottom of slide rail. This only 
lasted a short time and numbering was moved to behind firing pin stop plate by serial C128000. 
Deduct 20 percent for a mismatched slide number. Changes between 1911 Commercial 
Government Model and 1911A1 Commercial Government were phased in during this period. 

A number of variations within these serial number ranges are of specific interest and are listed 
separately below. NOTE: Add 20- to 50 percent for finish 99-100 percent.

Colt 1911 Commercial “Government Model” Argentine Contracts 


Multiple contracts were awarded by Argentina between 1914 and 1948 to supply .45-caliber 
pistols to their armed forces, police and government agencies. These contracts totaled 21,616 
pistols, of which 2,151 were 1911 model. Pistols differ from Standard Government Model in that 
they are usually marked with an Argentine crest as well as normal Colt commercial markings 
including C prefix serial number. Colt also supplied Argentina 1911A1 model “modelo 1927” 
that had its own serial number range of #1 to #10000 with no C prefix. Most of these pistols are 
well used, reblued, had mixed parts and have import markings. Prices listed are for completely 
original pistols. Reblue=Fair/Poor. NOTE: Add 20- to 100 percent for finish 99-100 percent.

This variation chambered for .45 ACP and has Russian version of “Anglo Zakazivat” stamped on 
frame.

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and advertised. One should be extremely cautious and verify authenticity if contemplating a 
purchase, as fakes have been noted. Despite market uncertainties, demand for original pistols is 
high.

This group of 5099 pistols, serial numbered between about C3077 and C13500, were purchased 
by the Canadian Government in 1914. Most observed pistols appear to be unmarked and can 
be identified only by a Colt factory letter. Others have been observed with Canadian Broad 
Arrow property mark, as well as unit markings. Often these unit markings are applied in a very 
rudimentary manner that detracts considerably from the appearance. (Any applied markings 
done crudely, deduct 10-50 percent.) Due to the nature of these markings, a Colt factory letter is 
probably a requirement to authenticate these pistols. Refinish=Fair/Poor. NOTE: Add 20- to 50 
percent for finish. 99-100 percent.

They are commercial series pistols. Magazine well of these .455 pistols is slightly larger than a 
standard Cal. .45 Auto pistol and will accept a Cal.45 magazine, but a standard Cal. 45 will not 
accept a Cal. .455 magazine. All pistols in W19001 to W19200 range, as well as some in W29000 
range, are believed to be JJ marked above left trigger guard bow. Add 25 percent for JJ marked. 
Some pistols in C101000 to about C109000 range have RAF marks as well as a welded ring 

in the lanyard loop. Most RAF pistols have been refinished and many have been converted to 
.45 cal. by changing barrels. Refinish=Fair/Poor. NOTE: Add 20- to 50 percent for finish 99-100 
percent; 25 percent for RAF. Deduct 35 percent for wrong barrel.

PRE AND POST WWII COLT “1911A1” 
COMMERCIAL GOVERNMENT MODEL 


Commercial “Government Models” made by Colt between the wars may be the best pistols 
Colt ever produced. Civilian configurations of 1911 and 1911A1 were known as “Government 
Models”. Identical to military models, with exception of fit, finish and markings. However, 
commercial production of 1911A1 pistols stopped when WWII started. Therefore, production 
changes of 1911A1 pistols were not carried over to contemporary commercial pistols, because 
there was no contemporary commercial production. “C” serial number prefix designated 
commercial series until 1950, when it was changed to a “C” suffix. “Government Model” pistols 
were polished and blued until about serial number C230,000, when top, bottom and rear were 
matte finished. Words “Government Model” as well as “Verified Proof” mark were stamped on 
all but about the first 500 pistols, when post-war production commenced at C220,000. Some of 
these first 500 also lacked verified proof mark. First post-war pistols used some leftover military 
parts such as triggers and stocks. Pre-war pistols all had checkered walnut grips. Post-war 
pistols generally had plastic grips until “midrange” serial when wood grips returned. There were a 
number of different commercial models manufactured. They are individually listed. 


Manufactured by Colt from 1925-1942 from about serial number C136000 to about serial number 
C215000. Only a few pistols from serial #0202000 to C215000 were shipped domestically, as 
most were shipped to Brazil or renumbered into military models. See Model 1911A1 commercial 
to military conversions.

National Match modifications to standard pistol, as 
described in Colt literature included: Tighter barrel, better sights and a hand polished action. 
Tighter barrel probably amounted to a tighter fit between barrel bushing and barrel. Hand 
polishing of action probably produced a greatly improved trigger pull, but overall, barrel slide 
lockup was probably only superficially improved. Colt also advertised a “Selected Match Grade” 
barrel. Colt advertising indicated that scores using National Match pistols improved greatly 

and probably did to a degree, but most of the improvement was probably due to the improved 
(wider) sights and improved trigger pull. The very first pistols had fixed sights, but by about SN 
C177,000 the “Stevens Adjustable Rear Target Sight” was available. Both fixed and adjustable 
sights were available thereafter throughout production. Total number of National Match pistols, 
with each type of sight is not known, but one author (Kevin Williams, Collecting Colt’s National 
Match Pistols) estimates that the percentage of adjustable sight equipped National Match pistols 
may have been only 20 percent. Note that the Colt National Match pistol is not referred to here 
as a “1911A1”, because this pistol lacks the military lanyard loop that is present in all Standard 
Government Models. Also note that “Colt National Match” Pre-war pistols are also “Government 
Models” as the receiver was marked as such throughout production. NOTE: Add 30- to 60 
cercent for finish 99-100 percent.

Swartz Safeties, Pre-WWII, Firing Pin and Hammer/Sear 


The “Swartz Safeties” are a pair of devices that Colt installed in 1911A1 commercial 
“Government Models” and 1911A1 Commercial National Match pistols in the late 1930s and 
early 1940s. First device, a firing pin block that was actuated by the grip safety, prevented the 
firing pin from moving forward unless the grip safety was squeezed. Second, Swartz Safety 
Device the Hammer/Sear safety prevented a possible unsafe half cock position. Swartz firing pin 
block safety can be observed by pulling the slide back all the way and looking at the top of the 
frame. A Swartz-safety-equipped 1911A1 pistol will have a second pin protruding up next to the 
conventional disconnect pin. A second Swartz safety (the Swartz Sear Safety), is usually built 
into pistols equipped with the Swartz firing pin block safety. The sear safety can sometimes be 
detected by the drag marks of the notched sear on the round portion of the hammer that the sear 
rides on. Pulling the hammer all the way back will expose these drag marks if they are visible. 
Presence of the drag marks, however, does not ensure that the Swartz-modified sear safety parts 
are all present. Disassembly may be required to verify the correct parts are all present. 


The Swartz Safeties are referred to in Colt Factory letters as the “NSD” (New Safety Device). 
(From SN C162,000 to C215,000 about 3,000 total National Match pistols were made with and 
without Swartz safeties.) The number of National Match pistols having the Swartz safeties is 
unknown. However, only a few pistols below serial C190000 had the safeties installed and of 
the pistols made after C190000, most were Standard Models shipped to Brazil and Argentina. 
Brazilian pistols were without the safeties or the cutouts. Argentine pistols were shipped in two 
batches of 250 pistols each. Both of these Argentine batches appear to have had the safeties 
installed as a number of them have recently been imported into the U.S.A. Probably much less 
than half of the total Colt made National Match pistols had the Swartz safeties. Total number 
of pistols (both Standard Government Model and National Match) shipped with Swartz safeties 
may be less than 3,000. And, probably much less than half of the total Colt made National Match 
pistols had the Swartz safeties. Swartz safeties were also installed in late Super .38 and Super 
Match .38 pistols.

The few Argentine Swartz equipped pistols that remain in original and excellent or better 
condition, usually sell for less than their “plain Jane” domestic counterparts and for much less 
than the much rarer Brazilian and Mexican pistols. Perhaps these depressed prices represent a 
bargin for collectors, with an eye to the future when the supply of these extremely rare pistols 
dries up. Reblue = Fair/Poor. NOTE: Add 20- to 30 percent for finish 99-100 percent.

Military to Commercial Conversions 


Some 1911 Military pistols that were brought home by Gls, were subsequently returned to the 
Colt factory by their owners for repair or refinishing. If the repair included a new barrel, the pistol 
would have been proof fired and a normal Verified proof mark affixed to the trigger guard bow in 
the normal commercial practice. If the pistol was refinished between about 1920 and 1942, the 
slide would probably be numbered to the frame again in the normal commercial practice. These 
pistols are really remanufactured Colt pistols of limited production and should be valued at least 
that of a contemporary 1911A1 commercial pistol, but usually sell for less. Only pistols marked 
with identifiable Colt markings should be included in this category. Very seldom seen. Since 
Colt rework records are lost, reworked and refinished pistols without identifiable Colt applied 
markings are probably not verifiable as Colt reworks and should be considered refinished pistols 
of unknown pedigree. NOTE: Finish 99-100 percent add 30 percent.

These 400 pistols bear the G.H.D. acceptance mark as well as Ordnance crossed cannons.

Some collectors feel that post-war assembly and post-war chemical tank bluing adds a premium, 
others feel that it requires a deduction. NOTE: Add 33 percent for finish 99-100 percent; 20 
percent for Swartz Safeties; 50 percent for nickel finish.

ACE AND SERVICE MODEL ACE 


Ace Model .22 Pistol 


Starting on June 21, 1913, U.S. Military along with “Springfield Armory” and “Colt Patented 
Firearms Manufacturing Co.” attempted to develop a .22 cal. rimfire pistol that could be 

used for training purposes. By 1927, the military became convinced that a pistol identical to 
standard “Service Pistol”, but in .22 cal. rimfire was impractical and dropped the idea. In 1930 
Colt purchased advertising that, in effect, requested the shooting public to let the company 
know if they would be interested in a .22 rimfire pistol built similar to “Government Model”. 

The response must have been positive, because in 1931 Colt Ace appeared on the market. 

Ace uses a frame similar to the frame of “Government Model”, with a highly modified slide and 
heavy barrel. Chambered for .22 LR cartridge only. Size is the same as larger-caliber version 
and weight is 36 oz. Operation is straight blowback. Ace has a 10-round detachable magazine 
and features “Improved Ace Adjustable Target Sight”. Markings on left side of slide are the same 
as on “Government Model”; right side reads “Colt Ace 22 Long Rifle”. The Army purchased a 
few pistols (totaling 206) through 1936. The Army concluded that the function of Ace was less 
than perfect, as they concluded the .22 rimfire lacked the power to consistently and reliably 
operate the slide. Approximately 11,000 Ace pistols were manufactured and in 1941 they were 
discontinued. Many owners today find that although ACE is somewhat selective to ammunition, 
with full power loads it is a highly reliable pistol that does not require the constant cleaning 
needed by the “Service Model Ace”. NOTE: Add 33 percent for finish 99-100 percent.

In 1937, Colt introduced this improved version of the Ace Pistol. It utilizes a floating chamber, 
invented by David “Carbine” Williams the firearm’s designer who invented the “Short Stroke 

Gas Piston”, that is the basis of the MI carbine, while serving time on a Southern chain gang. 
Colt advertised that this pistol, with its floating chamber would give the Service Model Ace 

the reliability and “feel” of a .45 Auto. Today, owners of Service Model ACE pistols find they 
require regular maintenance and cleaning in order to keep the close-fitting floating chamber 

from binding. Furthermore, fouling appears to be much worse with some brands and types 

of ammunition. Most owners feel that although the perceived recoil of Service Model ACE is 
noticeably greater than that of ACE, it falls far short of a .45 Auto’s recoil. Serial number is 
prefixed by letters “SM”. External configuration is the same as Ace. Slide is marked “Colt Service 
Model Ace .22 Long Rifle”. Most were sold to the Army and some on a commercial basis. There 
were a total of 13,803 manufactured before production ceased in 1945. NOTE: Add 20- to 30

In 1983, Colt introduced Series 80 models, which had an additional passive firing pin safety lock. Half- 
cock notch was also redesigned. Beginning of 1992 another change was made to Model 1911A1 in the 
form of an enhanced pistol. Included were Government models, Commander, Officer’s, Gold Cup and 
Combat Elite. These modifications are the result of Colt’s desire to meet the shooters demand for a more 
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“customized” pistol. Colt chose some of the most popular modifications to perform on their new enhanced 
models. They include beavertail safety grip, slotted Commander-style hammer, relief cut under the trigger 
guard, beveled magazine well, slightly longer trigger, flat top rib and angled slide serrations. Model 1911A1 
may be the most modified handgun in the world.

FIRST SERIES 
In 1915, intended market was the target shooter and there was only one model: Colt .22 LR 
Automatic Target Pistol. That model, however, proved to be very popular not only with target 
shooters, but also with hunters, trappers, campers and other outdoorsmen. Management at Colt 
noticed this, of course, and decided to give the pistol a new name that more closely reflected 
its widespread use. THE WOODSMAN, was name chosen and that roll mark was added to 
side of receiver in 1927, at approximately serial number 54000. To further satisfy the broader 
market, Colt introduced the Sport Model in 1933 and Match Target Model in 1938. Compact 
and beautifully balanced Sport Model was a near perfect “kit gun” for the outdoorsman. Match 
Target was designed for special needs of the serious target shooters. Approximately 54,000 pre- 
Woodsmans (all with 6.625” barrels) and a combined total of approximately 110,000 Woodsman 
marked Sport and Target Models were produced in the first series. Sport Model and Target 
Model were serial numbered together after Sport Model was added to the line in 1933. It was not 
possible to easily determine how many of each were manufactured. Safe to say Target Model 
far outnumbered Sport Model. During the war years of 1942-45, Match Target was the only 
Woodsman model built. Virtually the entire production was for the US military. 


Pre-Woodsman 


Model made from 1915-1927. Has a 10-round magazine, blue finish, checkered walnut grips 
and 6.625” barrel. Designed for .22 LR standard velocity ammunition. Rear sight adjustable for 
windage, front sight for elevation. Up until approximately serial number 31000 the barrel was a 
very thin, so-called “pencil barrel”. Barrel weight and diameter were increased slightly in 1922, 
to what collectors now call the “medium weight barrel”. Also numerous small changes in grips, 
magazines and markings over the years. Approximately 54,000 were made in all variations.

Woodsman Target 
Initially, this was exactly the same as late pre-Woodsman, with the exception of THE 
WOODSMAN marking on side of receiver. Later there were small changes in sights, trigger and 
markings. In 1934, barrel profile was again modified to a larger diameter, heavier barrel. This third 
and final pre-WWII barrel profile lacked the fillet or step-down, as was present on earlier pencil 
barrel and medium barrel, therefore commonly called the “straight taper” barrel. A significant 
modification occurred in 1932, when a new heat-treated mainspring housing and stiffer recoil 
spring were phased in to allow use of increasingly popular high velocity .22 LR ammunition. While 
this change had widely reported to have taken place at serial number 83790, it was actually 
phased in over a period of time and a range of serial numbers, spanning at least 81000-86000, 
within which range both standard and high speed versions can be found. Fortunately, Colt 
changed the marking on back of mainspring housing (see photo) to allow visual differentiation. 
Colt also sold a conversion kit to modify older guns for use with high velocity ammunition. Kit 
consisted of a new style mainspring housing, stiffer recoil spring and coil type magazine spring 
for use in the very early guns that had a Z type magazine spring.

Woodsman Sport 
THE WOODSMAN, proving to be increasingly popular with outdoorsmen of all types, Colt 
decided to market a Woodsman better suited for “take along” gun for hiking, camping, etc. 
This was accomplished in 1933, by merely shortening the barrel from 6.625” to 4.5” and 
announcing the new Sport Model. Other than barrel length, the only difference between Target 
Model and Sport Model was an adjustable front sight on Target Model and fixed front sight on 
Sport Model. Later, a front sight adjustable for elevation would be an available option for Sport 
Model. Colt called this arrangement “Target Sights”. Indeed, it was the same front sight used on 
Target Model. First Series Sport Model, with adjustable front sight will command a premium of 
approximately 25 percent over values listed.

Woodsman Match Target 
Colt introduced Match Target Woodsman in 1938, with its own serial number series beginning 
at MT1 and continuing until 1944 with serial number MT16611. New features included larger 
grips, heavier barrel (6.625”) and rear sight fully adjustable for both windage and elevation. To 
signify its intended market, a Bullseye Target pattern was placed on side of barrel. That led to its 
nickname “Bullseye Match Target”. Elongated one-piece wraparound walnut grips also picked 
up a nickname due to their unusual shape. Unfortunately, the so-called “Elephant Ear” grips are 
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somewhat fragile and often broken. In addition, many serious target shooters of the day replaced 
them with custom grips with thumb rest and palm swell. Original grips were set aside and 
eventually lost or discarded. For those reasons, original grips are often missing and that severely 
affects value. Values listed assume original one-piece walnut wraparound Elephant Ear grips, no 
cracks, repairs or modifications and a correct Match Target marked magazine. Values listed for 
Fair and Poor condition are primarily salvage value and reflect the high value of original “Elephant 
Ear” grips and Match Target marked magazines for spare parts. Approximately 11,000 produced 
for civilian market from 1938-1942.

Military Woodsman Match Target 


After U.S. entered WWII at the end of 1941, civilian production at Colt stopped and total effort 
was devoted to U.S. military. Slightly more than 4000 First Series Match Target Woodsman’s 
were delivered on U.S. Government contract from 1942-1944. Most of them, but not all, had 
serial numbers above MT12000. With possible rare exceptions, they all had U.S. Property or U.S. 
military markings, standard blue finish, 6.625” barrel and extended length plastic stocks. Plastic 
stocks are sometimes erroneously called elephant ear stocks. Military plastic stocks are still 
relatively easy to find and inexpensive. Since they will fit any First Series Colt Woodsman, they 
are often used as replacement grips on non-military guns. Since military guns had plastic grips, 
rather than costly and desirable “Elephant Ear” grips, salvage value in Fair and Poor condition 
range is less than that for civilian model.

SECOND SERIES 


After WWII, Colt entered a lengthy period of clearing up government contracts and retooling for 
the civilian market. Woodsman line was extensively revised and modernized. Second Series guns 
began appearing near the end of 1947, although no appreciable numbers were shipped until 
1948. Second Series Woodsman had essentially same action and many of the same internals as 
First Series guns, but larger, heavier and a longer grip frame. New features included a magazine 
safety, automatic slide stop when magazine was emptied, fully adjustable rear sight, heavier 
barrels and 6” barrel length on Target and Match Target Models, rather than 6.625” as on First 
Series. Other new features included a push button magazine release just aft of trigger guard 

like that on large frame Government Model semi-automatics, lanyard ring concealed in butt and 
provision for attaching a plastic grip adapter to the backstrap, thereby accommodating different 
sized hands. Elevation adjustment was incorporated into rear sight of all Woodsman models 
and adjustable front sight replaced with a fixed blade. Serial numbers restarted at 1-S and are 
intermixed for all three models. Approximately 146,000 of the three models were produced. 


In 1950, Colt added Challenger to Second Series pistols, first of the economy models. Internally, 
Challenger is nearly identical to Woodsman pistols of same era, but externally lacks most of 

the refinements introduced with Second Series Woodsman. Has no magazine safety, automatic 
slide stop, adjustable sights, push button magazine release, lanyard ring or grip adapters. 
Available with either 4.5” or 6” barrel and had its own serial number series beginning with 1-C. 
Approximately 77,000 were produced.

THIRD SERIES 


In 1955, Colt again redesigned the Woodsman line. Most obvious change was location of 
magazine release, which was again placed at heel of butt, just like First Series guns. Other 
changes made over time in markings, grips, sights and trigger. Sport, Target and Match Target 
models continued. Challenger was replaced by very similar Huntsman, with either 4.5” or 

6” barrel. In 1959, Targetsman was added to line. Targetsman differs from Huntsman only in 
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having an adjustable rear sight and thumbrest on left grip panel. Available with 6” barrel only. 

All Third Series models had black plastic grips until 1960 and checkered walnut grips thereafter. 
Huntsman has no thumbrest on grips. All other Third Series models have a thumbrest on left grip 
panel. 


It is difficult to impossible to determine how many of each model was produced in Third Series, 
due to a very complex serial numbering scheme. Approximately 1000 Third Series Sport, Target 
and Match Target Models were numbered at the end of Second Series serial number range, from 
146138-S to 147138-S. Numbers were then restarted at 160001-S, so there are no post-WWII 
Woodsmans with numbers in 148xxx-S to 159xxx-S range. Challenger serial numbers, meantime, 
had reached approximately 77143-C prior to Challenger being replaced by Huntsman (note C 
suffix, for Challenger). Huntsman initially continued in Challenger serial number series, although 
numbers skipped forward to 90000-C before restarting. Targetsman, when added to the line early 
in 1959, joined Huntsman in using -C suffix serial numbers, which were by then up to 129300- 

C. Then in 1969, when Woodsman serial numbers had reached 241811-S and -C numbers had 
reached 194040-C, Colt decided to integrate the serial numbers for all versions of Woodsman, 
Huntsman and Targetsman and restart numbering again. This time they started with 001001S. 
That worked fine until numbers reached 099999S and rolled over to 100000S. Numbers used in 
1951-52 were then being inadvertently duplicated, with one small exception: earlier guns had -S 
suffix while later ones had only an S (no hyphen before the S). Apparently that was not enough of 
a distinction to satisfy federal regulations, so when Colt discovered the error after approximately 
1,330 had already been numbered, the existing “double headers” were hand stamped with an 

S prefix, in addition to S suffix, in order to salvage them. Serial numbers were then restarted yet 
again, this time at 300000S, and continued to 317736S, when production ended.

COOK & BROTHER RIFLES AND CARBINES 
New Orleans, Louisiana 


In early 1861, Ferdinand W.C. Cook and his brother Francis L. Cook, both English emigres, joined 
to form Cook & Brother in New Orleans to manufacture rifles and carbines following the English P1853 
series for the newly seceded state of Louisiana and its neighbors. Between June 1861 and the federal 
occupation of New Orleans in April 1862, this firm produced about 200 cavalry and artillery carbines 
and about 1000 rifles. Having successfully moved the armory’s machinery before federal occupation, 
the firm continued manufacture of rifles in Selma, Alabama during 1862, probably completing another 
1,000 rifles with the New Orleans lock markings from the parts brought with them. Re-established in 
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Athens, Georgia in early 1863, the firm continued to build both carbines and rifles, manufacturing more 
than 5,500 above the New Orleans production through 1864. The firm’s products were clearly among the 
best small arms made within the Confederacy.

CRAUSE, CARL PHILLIP 
MUSKETS AND RIFLES 
Herzberg, Germany 


Carl Phillip Crause (who signed his products only with his last name) operated a gun 
manufactory in Herzberg on the Harz in northwestern German kingdom of Hannover from the 
close of Napoleonic Wars until 1857. Main production of his factory was devoted to military arms 
for Hannover and surrounding principalities. Weapons of his manufacture included Brunswick 
M1835 and M1848 rifles, Hannovarian M1850 and M1854 rifle-muskets and yager rifles, and 
M1840 and M1849 rifle-muskets of Hanseatic League (a coalition of north German states of 
Oldenberg, Hamburg, Bremen, and Lubeck). Latter two arms were subsequently altered to 
accept the elongated projectiles popular during 1850s. A few thousand evidently were imported 
into the United States and saw service during American Civil War.

“Crause in Herzberg” in script, the “s” in the archaic form, appearing as an “f”. Of the 6,000 
muskets of this type made, approximately half were sent to the United States in 1861 during 

the arms crisis that accompanied the outbreak of the American Civil War. A total of 2,680 of 
these were issued to Ohio and at least one regiment (the 56th Ohio) was armed with these rifled 
muskets. These arms were mistakenly identified during the period as being Saxon due to the 
similarity of the large squared off foresection of the lockplate.

CRESCENT F. A. CO. 
Norwich, Connecticut 


Company made good quality inexpensive single- and double-barrel shotguns at its Norwich 
works, beginning about 1892. It was bought by H&D Folsom of New York City, large importers and 
distributors of firearms and sporting goods, so they could add an American-made sidelock hammer 
side-by-side to their extensive range of imported guns. Crescent guns were offered in 12-, 16-, 20- 
and 28-gauges and later, 44XL shot caliber with Damascus twist laminated or Armory steel barrels 
depending on the shooter’s wants. In 1898 VL&D said these were the best American hammer guns in 
the market for the money. 


Huge quantities of these “Hardware Guns” were produced in a profusion of private brands 
as well as in Folsom’s house brand “American Gun Co. of NY”. In 1922 Crescent brand replaced 
“American Gun Co. of NY” and can be found on many thousands of doubles. In 1905 Crescent’s 
first hammerless sidelock was introduced as the American Gun Co. “Knickerbocker” Model No. 
6. This very popular model became the Crescent “Peerless” No. 6 in 1922. In 1928 it became the 
Crescent “Empire” No. 60 and in 1931 the Crescent-Davis “New Empire” No. 88, “New Empire” No. 
9 and “Empire” No. 9. 


Crescent was bought by J. Stevens Arms Co., Division of Savage Arms Corp. about 1930. It was 
merged with Davis-Warner Arms Corp. successors to N.R. Davis & Sons Co. and became Crescent- 
Davis Arms Corp. In 1932 the operation was moved to the Stevens plant at Springfield, Mass. where 
some sidelock doubles were assembled. Crescent-Davis brand guns remained in Steven’s full line 
catalog until 1941, but from 1937 to 1941 the doubles sold in the C-D brand were on either Stevens 
or Davis boxlock frames.

Crescent Certified Shotgun is a .410 smooth bore pistol with 12.25” barrel. Manufactured 

from approximately 1930 to 1932 by Crescent-Davis Arms Corp., Norwich, Connecticut, and 
possibly thereafter until 1934 by J. Stevens Arms Co., which purchased the company. In various 
distributor catalogs, it is termed “Ever-Ready” Model 200 and advertised with a blued frame. 
Specimens have been observed with “tiger-stripe” (like an H&R Handy-Gun) or Colt SAA or 
Winchester-type case hardening. Total production is unknown but serial numbers ranging from 
1305 to 3262 have been observed, suggesting it may have been fewer than 4,000. Treasury 
Department ruled .410 Crescent to be a “firearm” in the “any other weapon” category under NFA 
in 1934, when its retail price was about $11. 


Barrel is marked proof tested .410 gauge on top and 2-1/2 IN SHELLS on the middle left side. 
Receiver’s left side is stamped crescent certified shotgun/crescent-davis arms corporation/ 
norwich, conn., u.s.a. Earliest guns also have .410 stamped at the top of the left side of the 
receiver near the breech, but this marking does not appear on later guns. It is a rather heavy (57 
oz. unloaded) handgun. NOTE: Add $100 to $300 for original cardboard box.

DERINGER RIFLES AND PISTOLS, HENRY 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


Henry Deringer Sr. and his son, Henry Jr., were well established in Philadelphia by the close of the 
War of 1812, having made both sporting and military rifles at that place since the turn of the century. 
Henry Jr. continued in the gun trade until the outbreak of the American Civil War, primarily producing 
flintlock and percussion military rifles. At least 2,500 “Northwest guns” and 1,200 rifles for the Indian 
trade, a few percussion martial pistols, but most importantly the percussion pocket pistols that became 
so popular they took on his misspelled name as a generic term, the “derringers”.

resources instead to a more lucrative Pennsylvania state contract for rifles.

handgrip. On the 6,000 rifles manufactured under his 1840 contract, Deringer eliminated the 
“pistol-grip” in favor of a plain strap, distinguishing Type 11 production from Type 1. As one of four 
major contractors for the U.S. M1817 rifle, Deringer produced a total of 111,000 rifles for the U.S. 
War Department. Many of the rifles from the first two contracts (2,000 in 1821, 3,000 in 1823) were 
distributed to Southern states under the 1808 Militia Act. Accordingly, Deringer M1817 rifles altered 
to percussion by traditional Southern methods may generate a premium.

Popularity of the pistol is attested in large 
number of imitations and nickname “Derringer” applied to them, even when clearly not Deringer’s 
products. Prices can fluctuate widely based on agent marks occasionally found on barrel. Care is 
advised in purchasing purported “true” derringers. Beware of fakes!

FABRIQUE NATIONALE 
Herstal, Belgium 


In 1889, Fabrique Nationale (or FN) was founded by a group of Belgian investors for the purpose 
of manufacturing Mauser rifles for the Belgian army. This was to be accomplished under the license 
from Mauser, with the technical assistance of Ludwig Loewe of Berlin. A few years later, in the late 
1890s, John Browning arrived in Europe seeking a manufacturer for his semi-automatic shotgun. He had 
severed his ties with Winchester, after a disagreement. This led to a long association that worked out 
extremely well for both parties. Later Browning became associated with Colt and the world market was 
divided—with the Eastern Hemisphere going to FN and the Western Hemisphere to Colt.

HP is essentially an improved version of Colt 1911 
design. Swinging link replaced with fixed cam, which was less prone to wear. Chambered for 
9mm Parabellum and has a 13-round detachable magazine. Only drawback to the design, that 
the trigger pull is not as fine as that of the 1911, as there is a transfer bar instead of stirrup 
arrangement. This is necessary, due to increased magazine capacity resulting in thicker grip.

Model 1935 used by many 
countries as their service pistol, as there are many variations. We list these versions and their 
approximate values.

One must be cautious with some of these guns as there have been fakes 
noted, with their backstraps cut for shoulder stocks, producing what would appear to be a more 
expensive variation.

Fayetteville, North Carolina 


In 1861, the U.S. Arsenal at Fayetteville, North Carolina, was seized by officials of that state and 
later turned over to the government of Confederate States of America. While still controlled by the state 
of North Carolina, a number of inferior flintlock arms were altered at the arsenal from flint to percussion, 
including a number of U.S. M1836 pistols and U.S. M1819 Hall rifles (the latter also shortened and 
remodeled into cavalry carbines). In accordance with an agreement between the governors of Virginia 
and North Carolina, rifle machinery seized at the former U.S. Armory at Harpers Ferry, Virginia, was also 
sent to Fayetteville, where in 1862 the Confederacy began construction of rifles modeled after U.S. 
M1855 rifle. Production continued until 1865, when the advance of Sherman’s armies necessitated 
evacuation of the armory.

(U.S. M1836 Pistols, Altered)

Fayetteville Armory altered approximately 900 U.S. M1836 pistols from flintlock to percussion. 
These arms were altered by enlarging the flint touchhole and screwing in a cylindrical drum in 
place of the pan and frizzen. Distinguishing feature of Fayetteville alteration is the clean-out 
screw at face of cylinder and “S” shaped hammer, not unlike that used on post-1862 dated rifles.

Overall length 49.125”; barrel length 33”; caliber .58. Markings: on barrel, an eagle over

buttplates; date on top of barrel; proofmarks (eagle head, “V” and “P” ) on left quarter of barrel 
near breech. 
From 1862 to early 1865, Fayetteville Armory produced four variants of old U.S. M1855 rifle on 
machinery that had been lent to North Carolina by Virginia, after its capture in April 1861. Earliest 
1862 production (Type |) utilized unmilled lockplates captured at Harpers Ferry and distinguished 
by having a “hump” (where the Maynard primer would have been milled) that extends to arc of 
hammer. Type II production utilized newly made locks received from Richmond during balance of 
1862; they had a relatively low “hump” whose upper surface matched contour of stock. By end 
of 1862, Fayetteville was producing its own lock, the plate of which resembled U.S. M1861 rifle 
musket, but with a distinctive “S” shaped hammer. This lock distinguishes both type III and type 
IV production. All rifles made through 1863 continued to bear a saber bayonet lug on right side of 
barrel. In 1864, however, this was eliminated in favor of a triangular socket bayonet. Absence of 
the saber bayonet lug and remodeled front sight distinguishes type IV production. Because the 
barrel machinery went to Richmond, production at Fayetteville was continually hindered, seldom 
reaching more than 300 per month in three years that Fayetteville rifle was manufactured. (NOTE: 
Rarity of Type | production will usually generate a premium for that variant.)

GREAT WESTERN ARMS COMPANY

The popularity of western television programs in the early 1950s, spawned a renewed interest in 
guns that were seen in almost every episode, primarily the Single Action Army revolver. At about the 
same time that Bill Ruger was designing his company’s first single-action, the Single Six, a group of 
investors in the Los Angeles area, were preparing to launch Great Western Arms Company. Among this 
group was Dan Reeves, owner of the Los Angeles Rams professional football team, and several other 
prominent area businessmen. 


Ruger’s .22 LR Single Six hit the market in 1953 and by spring of 1954, Great Western unveiled 
a faithful copy of the Colt Single Action Army, chambered in several centerfire calibers, including .38 
Special, .357 Magnum, .357 Atomic, .44 special, .44-40, .44 Magnum, .45 Colt and .22 Long Rifle. 
This was the first of many Colt SAA clones. (The .357 Atomic was a propriety cartridge that never 
got off the ground, a .357 with a slightly lengthened case. It apparently was never commercially 
loaded.) The standard single-action was known as the Frontier Model and was made in the same 
barrel lengths as the original: 4.750”, 5.500” and 7.500”, plus a 12” Buntline Model. Grips were faux 
stag, with optional real stag, walnut, ivory and other materials on the handful of presentation grade 
engraved models. Some of the high-grade models were made for prominent political leaders and 
celebrities, including President Dwight D. Eisenhower, John Wayne and Elvis Presley. In addition 
to the Frontier Model, Great Western offered several other single-action variations that are listed 
below, as well as a copy of the Remington Double Derringer in either .38 S&W or .38 Special. 


The company went through several ownership changes and had a tough time competing with 
Ruger and later Colt, which resurrected the original SAA in 1956. In 1959, the name and assets of 
the company were purchased by EMF (Early and Modern Firearms Co.) and in 1964 Great Western 
products were discontinued. The name was resurrected in 2003, when EMF imported a series of 
single-action revolvers, known as Great Western II 1873 SA, until about 2009. See separate listing 
below for these firearms.

Also called Model 195, this pistol underwent nearly constant modifications from its inception 

in 1928 until production ceased in 1941. Its development was greatly influenced by the United 
States Revolver Association (USRA), which established certain rules for target pistol shooting. 
Lack of any H&R-published model chronology for estimated 3,500 guns manufactured, makes 
model determination by examination complicated; further difficulty is that H&R supplied newly 
designed parts to owners of older variations, who would then retrofit their pistols with newer 
triggers, hammers, sights and trigger guards. Extracted from available literature, the parts 
represent approximately: 14 different stocks and virtually endless custom variations by Walter F. 
Roper; 5 different trigger guards; 3 different triggers; 2 different hammers; 2 different extractors; 
3 barrel lengths (7”, 8”, 10”); and 3 barrel rib styles. From this array of potential characteristics, at 
least four distinct variations can be identified.

VARIATION 3, MODIFIED KEYHOLE BARREL, 1931: Modification of Variation 2 to improve rear 
sight, barrel catch changed, reduced spent cartridge force by replacing cylindrical extractor with 
less powerful hinged type and hammer cocking spur and finger rest were made wider. The 8” 
barrel was offered as an option to standard 10” length and number of different grip shapes was 
increased. This is a transition model between “early” Variation 2 and “final” Variation 4 designs. 


VARIATION 4, TAPERED SLABSIDE BARREL, 1931-41: New “truncated teardrop” barrel cross 
section shape; new standard barrel length of 7”, with 10” optional; adjustable trigger; new sear; 
grip screw location was changed to front of grip; and front sight was adjustable for elevation. 
Trigger design was changed from curved to straight beveled type with relocated cocking surfaces 
and number of grip shapes increased further to 13 types. A front sight protector was supplied 
as standard equipment and luggage style case offered as an option. It appears that Variation 4 
was introduced around 1931; 1932 advertisements describe the fully redesigned gun, but picture 
Variation 2, indicating H&R probably did not re-photograph the new design. Final variation has a 
special, tight bore .217” in diameter, with bullet seating .03125” (1/32”) into rifling and is among 
the most accurate of single-shot .22-caliber pistols. Model 195/U.S.R.A. was relatively expensive, 
costing approximately $30 in 1932 and increased to slightly more than $36 by the time production 
ended in 1941, yet was the least expensive of all single-shot .22 target pistols of quality.

H&R Handy-Gun (smooth bore) NFA, Curio or Relic 


The .410 bore or 28-gauge H&R Handy-Gun is a single-shot pistol, with 8” or 12.25” smooth 
bore barrel, made from 1921 to 1934 by Harrington & Richardson Arms Co., Worcester, 
Massachusetts. Shares internal parts with H&R Model 1915 (No. 5) shotgun, but Handy-Gun’s 
shorter receiver is designed for a pistol-grip, its barrels won’t fit No. 5 and these firearms are 
serial numbered separately. About 54,000 H&R Handy-Guns were manufactured, nearly all for 
2.5” shells. Production halted after government ruled H&R Handy-Gun to be a “firearm” in the 
“any other weapon” category under NFA, when its retail price was about $16. An H&R Handy-

Ithaca Gun Company was founded by William Henry Baker, John VanNatta and Dwight Mcintyre. 
Gun production started during latter half of 1883, at an industrial site located on Fall Creek, Ithaca, 
New York. Leroy Smith joined the company by 1885 and George Livermore joined the firm in 1887. 
By 1894 the company was under the exclusive control of Leroy Smith and George Livermore. Many 
of the company’s assets were purchased by Ithaca Acquisition Corporation in 1987 and moved to 
King Ferry, New York, where it operated until May, 1996. Now, dba, Ithaca Gun Company of Upper 
Sandusky, Ohio.

The “New Double Bolted Hammer Gun” 
During 1915, Ithaca Gun Company replaced New Ithaca Gun, with model it referred to as 
“our new model two bolt hammer gun”. New hammer gun had coil springs powering external 
hammers. The “two bolt” lock up was accomplished by a bottom bolt and top lever engagement, 
with rear nub of rib extension. Lower grade models were marked on both sides of frame, with 
a setter dog and logo “Ithaca Gun Co.”. The 1915 catalog is last year hammer guns were 
advertised, but old records indicate a few were sold as late as 1919. 


Grades offered were X, A, AA, B, C, D and E. The 1915 catalog advertised a price of $29 for a 
Quality A model and $150 for elaborately engraved Quality E. All grades were available in 10-, 
12- and 16-gauge. Like the New Ithaca Gun grades above Quality B are seldom encountered 
and an expert appraisal is recommended. 16-gauge guns command a 30 percent price premium.

The New Ithaca Double 


New Ithaca Double commonly referred to as NID, manufactured from 1926 to 1948. Has the 
distinction of being last double gun manufactured by factory. NID was bolted by a single rotary 
top bolt. External cocking indicators were standard on all NID models until about 1934, when 
they were eliminated from the design. Selective and non-selective single triggers and automatic 
ejectors, were optional at additional costs. Special variation of NID was introduced in 1932 to 
accommodate 10-gauge 3.5” magnum ammunition and named appropriately, Magnum 10. All 
NID guns were available in grades Field, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 7 and Sousa (renamed the $1,000 grade 
after 1936). Magnum 10-gauge and standard 10-, 12-, 16-, 20-, 28-gauge and .410 bore were 
offered. NOTE: Like most collectible double guns, smaller gauges command a price premium 
over 12-gauge model. 16-gauge Field Grade may command a 25 percent price premium; 
20-gauge Field Grade may command up to a 50 percent price premium; 28-gauge and .410 
caliber Field Grade models, perhaps as much as 250-300 percent. It is recommended that an 
expert opinion be sought for valuation of high-grade small-gauge models. Of late, Magnum 
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10-gauge model also commands a price premium. Few of these guns trade and advice of an 
expert appraiser is suggested. Add $150 for non-selective single trigger; $250 for single-selective 
trigger; $300 for ventilated rib; $300 for automatic ejectors for grades below Grade 4; $200 for 
beavertail forearm; $300 for Monte Carlo buttstock.

ITHACA SINGLE-BARREL TRAP GUNS 


Ithaca Gun Company introduced a single-barrel trap gun in 1914. Gun was based upon Emil Flues 
three piece lock design used for double gun, which become known as Flues Model Single-Barrel 
Trap. Flues Model was discontinued during 1922 and replaced that year by model designed by 
Ithaca’s, Frank Knickerbocker, commonly referred to as “Knick”. Knick Model discontinued in 1988, 
shortly after Ithaca Acquisition Corp. purchased assets of Ithaca Gun Company. For many years, 
Ithaca Single-Barrel Trap Gun was the gun of choice for many champion shooters.

ITHACA AUTO & BURGLAR GUN/NFA, 
CURIO OR RELIC 


Ithaca Auto & Burglar Gun, is a double-barreled 20-gauge smooth bore pistol. Manufactured 

by Ithaca Gun Company, Ithaca, New York, from 1922 to 1934. Total production approximately 
4,500. Made by modifying Ithaca’s standard field grade double-barrel shotgun, by shortening 
barrels and fitting receiver with a pistol-grip. Standard factory guns had blued 10” barrels, case 
hardened receivers, with legend “Auto & Burglar Gun/ Ithaca Gun Co./Ithaca, New York” and 
figure of a pointing dog stamped on each side. Barrel length on 21 guns inspected varied to 
10.25” (typically in increments divisible by .125”), apparently from inexact factory quality control. 
Ithaca set a $37.50 retail price when gun was in production, but some dealers sold it for $40 or 
more. Production halted when government ruled Ithaca Auto & Burglar Gun to be a “firearm” in 
“any other weapon” category under National Firearms Act (NFA) of 1934. 


There are two variations, termed Model A and Model B. Model A utilizes so-called Flues frame 
(named after Emil Flues who designed it in 1908). Its distinctive grip has a curving butt and 

large spur. Model A designed for 2.5” shells and is not considered safe to fire using modern 
ammunition. Approximately 2,500 Model A Auto & Burglar Guns were manufactured from 1922 to 
1925, when Flues model was discontinued. 


Model B utilizes so-called NID frame (short for New Ithaca Double). Introduced in 1926 and 
discontinued in 1948. NID is designed for modern ammunition and 2.75” shells. Has cocking 
indicators and different pistol-grip that is perpendicular to barrel, which lacks distinctive spur. 
Some Model Bs have been observed with rosettes or “stars” engraved in each side of receiver. 
Their significance is unknown at this time, but they probably are decorations. Approximately 
2,000 Model B Auto & Burglar Guns were manufactured from 1926 to 1934.

ITHACA MODEL 37 REPEATER 


Ithaca Model 37 Repeater was introduced in 1937 in 12-gauge, 1938 in 16-gauge and 1939 in 
20-gauge. It underwent very few design changes throughout its long life, which ended in 1987. 
Ithaca Acquisition Corp. acquired assets of Ithaca Gun Company during 1987, renaming the 

gun Model 87. Name has recently been changed again to M37, after assets of Ithaca Acquisition 
Corp. were purchased in May of 1996 by Ithaca Gun Company, LLC. All Model 37 guns were 
chambered only for 2.75 ammunition until 1983, when Magnum with 3” chamber was introduced 
to some configurations. Most Model 37 guns had blued metal and walnut stocks, with exception 
of Model 37 Field Grade series, which had matte finished metal and Birch stocks. 16-gauge guns 
were discontinued in 1973. Ithaca Gun closed in April, 2005, but reopened in 2006 as Ithaca 
Guns USA of Upper Sandusky, Ohio.

Knickerbocker is a 14” double-barreled 20-gauge smooth bore pistol, manufactured by Crescent Fire 
Arms Co. of Norwich, Connecticut. On the basis of its hammerless design and dates of production 
of similarly designed firearms by Crescent, the Knickerbocker was probably manufactured sometime 
during early 1900s. Receiver is case hardened and barrels are nickel-plated. Right side of receiver 
stamped “AMERICAN GUN CO./ NEW YORK U S A”; left side stamped “KNICKERBOCKER”. 
Probably was intended for law enforcement and/or defensive purposes and manufactured using the 
same techniques used to produce Ithaca Auto & Burglar Gun. Receiver fitted with checkered pistol- 
grip, resembling that of Model 1 and Model 2 smooth bore H&R Handy-Gun. Only known specimen 
of Knickerbocker bears serial number 200114. Knickerbocker was classified as “any other weapon” 
under NFA in 1934, because it was originally designed as “a so-called shotgun with a pistol grip”; 
because it is concealable (see Treasury Department ruling S.T. 772, dated August 6, 1934). Its rarity 
precludes being able to reliably estimate its value at this time.

Karel Krnka was a talented firearms inventor, born in 1858. He began his career in firearms design as 
a member of the Austro-Hungarian army. He made many improvements to their service rifle design. After 
he left the military, he took the job of head engineer, with ill-fated and short-lived “Gatling Gun Company”. 
This company ceased operations in 1890. Krnka then went to work for the patent office and remained there 
for a few years. In 1898 he became foreman of Roth Cartridge Company and worked with Roth on firearms 
designs until the death of Roth in 1909. After this, he became associated with Hertenberger Cartridge 
Company; and finally in 1922 he moved to Czechoslovakia, where he became a firearms designer for the 
firm of C.Z. He remained at this post until his death in 1926. He recorded his first firearm patent in 1888 for 
a mechanical repeater with a ring trigger. His best known innovations are the internal butt magazine, that is 
loaded by means of a stripper clip and rotating locked bolt, with internal firing pin. These designs were never 
actually turned into a mass-marketed pistol, but were major contributions in the development of a practical 
semi-automatic pistol design.

Founded by Dan Lefever who was a pioneer in the field of breech-loading firearms. Company 
was founded in 1884, with Lefever as president. He was referred to as “Uncle Dan” within the firearms 
industry. He was responsible for many improvements in double-barrel shotgun design. He developed 
the automatic hammerless system in late 1880s. He also developed a compensating action that allowed 
simple adjustments to compensate for action wear.

Marble’s Game Getter Gun —NFA, curio or relic 


Marble’s suspended sales of Game Getter in United States after Treasury Department 

ruled it was a “firearm” under NFA, but continued sales abroad. Retail price in 1934 was 
about $24 (12” or 15” barrels) to $26 (18” barrels). Bureau of Internal Revenue removed 18” 
barrel variation from NFA in a Letter Ruling dated March 1, 1939. Today, 12” and 15” barrel 
variations are controlled under NFA in “any other weapon” category. If shoulder stock is 
removed from a 12”, 15” or 18” barreled Game Getter, however, ATF has ruled it to be a NFA 
“firearm” subject to a $200 transfer tax. 


Model 1908 
Serial numbered from A to M; then 001 to 10000.

Model 1908 was available in two variations. Model 1908A has a flexible rear tang sight and 
Model 1908B has a filler block. Some confusion about serial numbering exists, because 
some Marble’s factory representatives gave out incorrect information during 1960s and 
1970s. According to some letters from this period, on Marble’s factory letterhead, serial 
numbers began with number 700 and ended with 9999. Original factory records, however, 
disclose that Model 1908 was first shipped from factory in 1909, serial numbered with letters 
A through M, before beginning numerically with serial number 001 through 10000, when 
production ended in May, 1914. Serial number 001 was shipped from factory on March 3, 
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1909 and last Model 1908 was shipped on May 22, 1918. 


The markings on the Model 1908 are:

Each of the markings on the right side is enclosed within an elongated circle. 


OTHER CHARACTERISTICS: Separate flat buttplate attached with two screws up to 
approximately serial number 1200; afterwards, a flattened buttplate was integrally formed from 
same round steel used to form skeleton stock. Early stocks have drop adjustment with a knurled 
collar .375” diameter by .1875” long; at approximately serial number 2500, collar was changed to 
.500” by .625” long. Hammer spur is curved down up to approximately serial number 2,000, then 
curve at hammer is up. 


Model 1908 was originally designed for .22 short, long or LR and .44 shot and ball ammunition, 
but the most satisfactory load was long-cased .44-40 that held shot in place with a disk and 
mouth crimp. The 1915 Marble’s catalog stated Model 1908 was available for use with 2” .410 
shotgun shell; chambering is slightly different from that of .44-40, but is seldom encountered. 
Production of Model 1908 was not resumed because of WWI.

To meet continuing demand for the extremely popular 1908, Marble’s produced an entirely 

new gun in 1921. Grip, folding stock (made from cold-rolled sheet metal and nickel-plated) 

and other features were redesigned. Serial number range for Model 1921 is 10001 (shipped in 
October 1921) to 20076. Most production of Model 1921 apparently ended around the time of 
WWII; however, factory records disclose Marble’s was exporting 15” barrel Model 1921s into 
Canada in 1955, where their registration was not required at that time. Marble’s also assembled 
approximately 200 Model 1921s from parts circa 1960-61 and sold them (without holster) for 
$200 each. 


Model 1921 was originally designed for 2” .410 shotgun shell, but Marble’s changed the 
extractor marking on some guns to 2” or 2-1/2” to indicate factory rechambering for 2.5” shell, 
which has been reported to have started in 1924. However, change to a 2-1/2” chamber may 
not have been uniform, because both 2” and 2-1/2” marked guns have been observed in low 
(14000) and high (19000) serial number ranges. Lowest serial number with 2-1/2” marking 
observed so far is 14601. Range from approximately 14500 to 17000 have plastic rather 

than walnut grips, single-bladed rear sight rather than multiple-blade and blued rather than 
case-hardened hammer. Outside this range, only 19288 has 2” marking; and number 19692 is 
marked 2-1/2”. No Model 1921 Game Getters are known to have been factory chambered for 
3” .410 shell.

2-1/2”; latter appears in serial number range from approximately 15000 to 16600 and in the low 
19000 range. 

NOTE: Boxed guns (wooden box, Model 1908; cardboard box, Model 1921) with 
accessories, or 18” barrel variations, nonstandard calibers (.25-20, .32-20, .38-40, etc.) 
command premiums of 50 to 200 percent or more; an original holster is $75 to $150. Two (2) 
new-in-box Model 1908 with 15” and 18” barrels sold for $2,700 and $3,600, respectively, 

in 1994. An original wooden Model 1908 box alone may sell for $500 to $900. All 18” barrel 
variations are rare. 
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Marble’s Game Getter Pistol and other special-order or experimental Game Getters — 

NFA, curio or relic 
Contemporary articles and advertisements in Hunter-Trader-Trapper and some early Marble’s 
catalogs, state that a small number of Model 1908 Game Getters were originally manufactured 
(with rifled barrels) for .25-20, .32-20 and .38-40 cartridges. An illustrated advertisement in a 
1910 issue of Hunter-Trapper-Trader states that 12”, 15” and 18” barrel Game Getters were 
available for delivery in .25-20, .32-20 and .38-40 and that these firearms were designed as 
over/under rifles with rifled barrels. An article in October 1913 issue of Outdoor Life states that 
Marble’s was manufacturing a Game Getter pistol, with 10” barrels and that any barrel length 
could be ordered. 


Original factory records have confirmed the manufacture of foregoing Game Getters and clarified 
their designs. All original guns are thus correctly classified as experimental or special-order guns 
and all are extremely rare. Factory records disclose that about 20 each of Model 1908 were 
manufactured with .22/25-20 and .22/.32-20 over/under rifled barrels, but barrel lengths are not 
specified. No .22/.38-40 Model 1908 Game Getters are listed in factory records, but that may 
not have precluded a later factory alteration to that configuration. It is important to note that any 
Model 1908 Game Getter with over/under rifled barrels less than 18” in length is currently subject 
to registration under NFA as a short barreled rifle, with a $200 transfer tax. Under current law, if 
these firearms are not registered they are contraband and cannot be legally owned unless ATF 
administratively removes them from NFA as collector’s items. 


Factory records disclose that eight Model 1908 Game Getter pistols were manufactured and 
all were shipped to a Minneapolis hardware store. Two specimens have been located: serial 
number 3810, with a 8” .22/.44 smooth bore barrel, and serial number 3837, with a 10” .22/.44 
smooth bore barrel. Inspection of serial numbers 3810 and 3837 (including removal of grips) 
reveal they were never fitted with shoulder stocks, because the portion of frame which would 
have accommodated the stock was never machined out to receive one. Under current law, 
an original Marble’s Game Getter pistol is subject to registration under NFA as an “Any Other 
Weapon” with a $5 transfer tax. According to very incomplete factory records, a relatively 
small number—about a dozen— Model 1921 Game Getters were manufactured with .22/.38- 
40 rifled barrels, but barrel lengths are not specified. It is possible that other factory-original 
configurations exist, such as .22/.25-20 and others.

Marlin manufactured pistols until 1875 when he began 
production of Ballard rifles. In 1881 he made his first lever-action repeating rifle for which his 
company became famous. 


BALL & WILLIAMS BALLARDS 
First Model 


This model was the first Ballard produced. Introduced in 1861. Offered with 24” or 28” octagonal 
barrel. Frame is case colored and barrel is blued. Walnut stock is varnished. Major identifying 
feature of this model is inside extractor. This was the only Ballard that had this feature before 
Marlin began to manufacture the rifle in 1875. Barrel stamped “Ball & Williams/Worchester, 
Mass.” and “Ballards Patent/Nov. 5, 1861”. Approximately 100 manufactured. Serial numbered 
from 1-100.

Military Rifle 
There is not enough known about these rifles and probably never will be. They were chambered 
most frequently for .44 and .54 rimfire cartridges and feature outside tangs and extractors.

indicate militia ownership. Number manufactured is not known. Barrel markings are as on First

Values for Ballard rifles manufactured by these two firms are the same and specifications are 
similar. Identifying difference is markings “Merrimack Arms & Mfg. Co./Newburyport Mass.” or 
“Brown Mfg. Co. Newburyport, Mass.”. Merrimack produced approximately 3,000 of these rifles 
between 1867 and 1869 serial numbered in 18000-20000 range. Brown produced approximately 
1,800 between 1869 and 1873 in 20000-22000 serial number range. 


Sporting Rifle 


Produced in .22- (rare), .32-, .38-, .44-, .46- and .52-caliber rimfire or percussion. Most 
encountered feature the dual ignition system and had nipple in breechblock. Round or octagonal 
barrel in 24”, 26” or 28” lengths. Appearance and finish similar to Ball & Williams rifles; major 
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difference is inside tang. Extractor was still outside mounted and manually activated. Exact 
production breakdown is unknown. There is no premium for dual ignition system on these later 
guns.

MARLIN-BALLARD RIFLES

difference in rifles manufactured during these periods was in markings. Earlier rifles stamped

by Marlin. Chambered for .32, .38 and .44 rimfire and centerfire. Features John Marlin’s unique 
reversible firing pin that allows same gun to use both rimfire and centerfire ammunition simply 
by rotating firing pin in breechblock. Model still had external ejector and bears J.M. Marlin 
markings. Approximately 500 manufactured in 1 to 500 serial range. Produced in 1875 and 
1876.

In 1872, Marlin began production of its Smith & Wesson look-alike. Manhattan Firearms 
Company had developed a copy of Model 1 S&W .22 cartridge revolver. In 1868, company 
ceased business and revolvers were produced by American Standard Tool Company until 

their dissolution in 1873. In 1872, Marlin had entered into an agreement with this company to 
manufacture these revolvers, which were no longer protected by Rollin White patent after 1869. 
Marlin revolvers are similar to those made by American Standard. Only real difference being 
that Marlin grips are of bird’s-head round configuration. A contoured grip frame and a patented 
pawl spring mechanism is utilized on Marlin revolvers.

This is the first in a series of four Standard model revolvers. Chambered for .30-caliber rimfire.

Double-Barrel Shotguns 


From 1905-1918 Meriden Fire Arms Co., successor to A.J. Aubrey, made 12-, 16- and 20-gauge 
sidelock double-barrel shotguns. These were better quality hammer and hammerless side- 
by-sides fitted with twist, laminated, Damascus and steel barrels in grades A to G. Some of 
these guns were beautifully engraved by same artisans who worked for Parker Bros. and other 
Connecticut gunmakers. Prices in 1910 ranged from $40 to $250, but they represented great 
value for the money, as they were superior to the popular Crescent guns which they closely 
resembled. Current values depend on model, grade, gauge and condition. Difficult to find 
examples in excellent condition as these were sold by Sears to customers who put them to hard 
use. In good condition their current values range from $250 for plain Janes to $3,500 or more for 
top grades, of which few specimens are known.

Meriden Fire Arms Co. also made many single-barrel shotguns and rifles. Current values are 
determined by growing collector interest and condition.

Merkel brothers began manufacturing rifles and shotguns in Suhl, Germany in 1898. Company 
is best known for its over/under and side-by-side shotguns, but has also produced double-barreled 
express rifles, drillings with various rifle/shotgun combinations, falling block single-shot rifles and bolt- 
action rifles. Many experts consider Merkels to be equal in quality to some of the better Italian and 
English guns. Because of the company’s long and complex history, including years during which it 
operated behind the Iron Curtain, there are many un-catalogued models that may be encountered. 
Merkel firearms are imported by Merkel USA, a subsidiary of Steyr Arms in Trussville, Alabama.

Merwin Hulbert & Co., New York City. Founder Joseph Merwin had previously been involved 
in Merwin & Bray. Merwin Hulbert & Co. or its principals were also involved in Phoenix Rifle, Evans 
Rifle Company, American Cartridge Company and Hopkins & Allen of Norwich, CT. Most Merwin 
Hulbert revolvers will be marked with Hopkins & Allen name, in addition to Merwin Hulbert. They 
were made for a fairly brief period, with most production apparently taking place during 1870s & 
early 1880s. 


There has been some confusion over a classification system for MH revolvers. System adopted 
here is based on distinctions listed in Art Phelps’ book, The Story of Merwin Hulbert & Co. Firearms. We 
believe this is the first time Phelps system has been adapted to a list format. 


LARGE-FRAME MERWIN HULBERT SIXGUNS 


There has been a marked increase in interest in Merwin Hulbert & Co. over the past decade, 
with many coming to recognize them as one of the pre-eminent makers of large-frame revolvers 
used in the American West. Total production of large-frame revolvers has been estimated at a 
few thousand by some sources. However, frequency with which they are encountered suggests 
possibly greater production. 


MH used a unique system of opening, loading & unloading their revolvers which was supposed to 
allow selective ejection of spent shells, leaving remaining cartridges in place. A latch on bottom 
of frame is pushed toward rear of gun and barrel and cylinder are rotated to right (clockwise, as 
viewed from rear of revolver) 90 degrees. Barrel and cylinder are then pulled forward, far enough 
to allow empty brass to fall free. This system required exceptional quality machining and some 
modern authorities are on record as considering Merwin Hulbert to have the finest workmanship 
of all revolvers of that era. 


All are .44-caliber 6-shot large-frame revolvers. Beyond that, to fully identify a large-frame Merwin 
Hulbert, you must specify the following: 


1. MODEL DESIGNATION — First Model has an open top and scoop flutes, round barrel and 
two small screws above trigger guard. Second Model similar to first, except with only one screw 
above trigger guard. Third Model has a top-strap with standard flutes and a round barrel. Fourth 
Model is similar to third, except it has a ribbed barrel. Open-top 1st and 2nd Models seem to be 
more sought after. 4th Model is rare and will bring a premium from a serious Merwin collector. 


2. FRONTIER ARMY or POCKET ARMY — Frontier Army models have a square butt and were 
made in 1st through 4th models. Pocket Army models have a bird’s-head butt, with a pointed 
extension with lanyard hole and are found in 2nd or 3rd Model configuration. Generally, Frontier 
Army will bring more than Pocket Army. 


3. SINGLE-ACTION or DOUBLE-ACTION — Topstrap models 3rd and 4th were manufactured in 
both single- and double-action. Single-action models tend to bring more. 


4. BARREL LENGTH — Standard barrel length on Frontier Army 1st, 2nd & 3rd Models is 7”, with 5.5” 
barrel common on 4th Model. Standard barrel length on Pocket Army was a more “pocket-sized” 3.5”. 
However somewhat ironically, bird’s-head butt models marked “Pocket Army” were also produced 
with full length 7” barrels. Generally, these longer barrels will bring a bit more than shorter ones. 
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5. CALIBER — Most common is .44-40 (designated “Winchester Calibre 1873”). Merwins were 
also chambered for .44 Merwin Hulbert (somewhat similar to S&W .44 American cartridge) and 
.44 Russian. Less common calibers may bring a small premium from serious Merwin collectors. 


6. FOREIGN COPIES — Merwin Hulbert design was relatively widely copied during the period 
of use, particularly in Spain. It seems that much of this production may have gone to Mexico 
and some found their way to U.S. Although these Spanish copies may bear markings such as 
“System Merwin Hulbert” or other usage of words “Merwin Hulbert”, they generally will not 

be found with Hopkins & Allen marking. Spanish firms making Merwin copies included Orbea 
Hermanos and Anitua y Charola. These Spanish copies may bring half or less of what an original 
Merwin will bring and it can sometimes take a fairly experienced eye to tell the difference. 


7. ENGRAVING — Special order engraving was available and it was usually executed in a 
distinctive and colorful “punch dot” style, which has come to be associated with Merwins 
(although it is occasionally encountered on other makes of firearms). For a long time, 

this style was somewhat dismissed as a bit crude and lacking in artistry. However, a new 
appreciation of Merwin engraving has emerged and factory engraved pieces will bring a 
significant premium. Often, a panel scene depicts an animal, object or landmark. These panel 
scenes have an almost “folk art” quality to them and will enhance value further. Engraved 
Merwins are sometimes encountered with engraving filled with colored enamel, quite rare, 
and if original, this will bring a further premium. 


8. FINISH — Vast majority were nickel plated. Original blued guns will bring a premium.

POCKET REVOLVERS 


.32 & .38 centerfire revolvers were manufactured with unique Merwin Hulbert twist-open 
system, like large frame revolvers. They were often advertised as chambered for .32 MH 

& Co. or .38 MH & Co. cartridges, but it appears as if these cartridges may have been 
essentially the same as .32 S&W and .38 S&W rounds. Of course, Merwin Hulbert revolvers 
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were manufactured for original lower pressure black-powder loadings of these cartridges. 
Saw-handled grip frames were standard, although some were manufactured with distinctive 
Pocket Army type pointed “skullcrusher” bird’s-head grip frames. These will generally 

bring a premium. Most common barrel length for most models is 3.5”, with 5.5” barrels 
somewhat scarcer in most models and 2.75” barrels quite scarce and worth a premium. A 
number of police departments purchased small frame Merwin Hulbert revolvers in late 19th 
century. Department marked guns will bring a premium. 


Terminology alert—note that .44-caliber “Pocket Army” model is a large-frame and listed in 
section above. 


.22 Merwin Hulbert revolver is the only one not to use MH twist-open system. It is, instead, a tip-up 


revolver closely resembling S&W Model One.

In early 1930s, company was purchased by Remington Arms 
Company. 
Parker shotguns are among the most collectible of American-made shotguns. Both 
beginner and veteran collectors should be aware that originality and condition are 
absolutely critical in establishing such high values for these shotguns. There are numerous 
upgraded and refinished guns that are represented as original. Beware that such 
misrepresentations exist, because refinished and upgraded Parker guns should sell for as 
much as 50 to 75 percent below the price of an original gun. Extreme caution should be 
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exercised and we would recommend that an expert be consulted. Even the most advanced 
collectors may benefit from such consultations. Also, prices indicated for guns in excellent 
condition may fluctuate drastically, especially in high grade or small bore guns, due to their 
extreme rarity. 

In addition, uncommon extras such as single triggers, ventilated ribs, beavertail forearms, 
straight-grip stocks and skeleton steel buttplates may add substantial value to an 
individual gun. Extra sets of factory barrels that were installed at the time of delivery will 
add an average of 30 percent premium. This premium will increase with grade and gauge; 
higher the grade and smaller the gauge, higher the premium. 

Letters of authenticity are available. These letters are a must in order for any Parker gun to 
attain maximum value.

According to 
Perazzi USA, these Standard Grade guns account for approximately 98 percent of North American 
sales. Therefore, it is unlikely that shooter or collector will encounter high-grade Perazzi guns. It should 
be pointed out that in some models no Extra Grade or Extra Gold Grade shotguns have ever been sold 
in United States. For benefit of reader, an approximate description of each grade follows. It is a general 
description because Perazzi customer may order practically any combination of finishes or engraving 
patterns he or she desires.

Very few Model 1913 pistols would have been marked by paramilitary groups or organizations 

of this period. Usually this marking is no more than a series of numbers above another series 

of numbers, such as 23 over 12. These are found usually on the left side of frame next to left 
grip. Most of these numbers are indicative of property numbers assigned to a particular pistol 
belonging to a particular SA Group, Stahlhelm or right-wing organization such as Red Front 
(early communist). Any pistol of this type should be examined by an expert to determine if it is an 
original example.

Norwegian police usage, post World War II 


After the war was over, many surplus German weapons were put back into use by the 
government of Norway. Germans had occupied this country and large numbers of weapons 
remained when the fighting ended. This included a large number of surplus Sauer pistols 
being utilized by the police (POLITI) forces. Most of the Sauers that were used by the Politi, 
which have been imported into the U.S. have been Model 1913; however, there were a 
number of Model 1930 pistols which reached our country as well. All examples, regardless 
of model, have the word POLITI stamped on the slide as well as a rampant lion on a shield 
under a crown marking. Following this is the property number. This number is also stamped 
into the left side of the frame. Most saw much usage during the post-war period. All are in 
7.65mm caliber.

This particular pistol must be divided into three (3) sub-variations. This variation appears to 
be in a serial number range of its own. First sub-variation appears to run from 1 to 40000. 

It is highly doubtful if this quantity was manufactured. Second sub-variation incorporates a 
Zusatzsicherung or Additional Safety which can be seen between the normal safety lever and 
top of the left grip. It locked the trigger bar when in use. This second range appears to run from 
approximately serial number 40000 to 51000 which probably was continuous in the number 
produced. Lastly, third sub-variation examples were manufactured during or after 1926. 
Trigger guard has a different shape; slide has a greater area of vertical milled finger grooves; 
added Additional safety (Zusatzsicherung) now acts as the hold open device as well. These 
are found up to approximately 57000. Then a few examples of the first sub-variation are found 
from 57000 up to about 62500. This was, no doubt, usage of remaining parts. NOTE: Any 
commercial pistol could be special ordered with a factory nickel finish, special grip material 
(pearl, wood, etc.) as well as different types of engraving. It would be in your best interest to 
have these pistols examined by an expert.

1926 Export Model 


This variation’s name comes from actual Sauer factory records found in the Suhl Archive. An 
interim pistol produced during 1926 to early 1929 period. Found only in 7.65mm caliber. This 
was an advancement of the normal 1913 design, which included changes in: (1) safety lever’s 
design that became a slide hold open device as well; (2) shape of the frame was altered in that 
the trigger guard became more streamlined and the rear of frame was shortened and serrations 
were added to the slide as well as cocking knob. These are found in 162000 to 169000 range 
in relatively small clusters. Two to four thousand are presumed to have been manufactured. A 
scarce Sauer pistol! To date, none have been seen in nickel.

Several variations of vest pocket pistols were manufactured. First was called Model 1920 by the 
Sauer firm. We usually refer to it as Model 1924. Pistol, as well as all other W.T.M. examples, 
were designed to carry in your pocket. Quite small in size and found only in 6.35mm or .25 

ACP caliber. Later in 1928, an updated version became available and was referred to as Model 
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1928. These differed in internal parts design and slide configuration. Bottom of grip marked 
“Cal.6.35.28.”. Last version appeared in 1933 and still utilized same grips, but trigger and other 
small parts differed. All three were available in blue or nickel finish, engraving and fancy grip 
material. Very few Model 1933 had stainless steel (NIROSTA marked) barrels.

Between 1892 and 1988, the world’s largest mail order house carried a huge inventory of sporting 
doubleguns, including any foreign and domestic brands whose makers did not object to Sears’ 
famous price discounts. To increase sales volume, however, Sears also created its own brands 
which they supported with innovative design, extravagant advertising claims, unbeatable pricing 
and excellent quality control. These doubles, like many other firearm products handled by Sears, 
were listed in its very detailed semi-annual catalog from about 1892, when the company first 
offered doubleguns, until about 1988 when social and political pressures made the company 
stop handling firearms. 


Sears marketing people gave birth to and successfully exploited many house and private 
brands which we no longer associate with Sears at all. In fact, many of these brands clearly 
rollmarked on guns are now unfamiliar to many collectors. Frequently seen and important in 
the market segment which many might describe as affordable doubles are some of the most 
often seen Sears trade names or brands. Listed in chronological order: T. Barker, S.R. & Co., 
Triumph, Thomas Barker, Sam Holt, Chicago Long Range Wonder, American Bar Lock, Meriden 
Fire Arms Co., Norwich, A. J. Arbrey Gun Co., New England, Gladiator, Berkshire, Ranger, 
Eastern Arms Co., J.C. Higgins, Sears, and Ted Williams. These guns were of good quality 
but sold at bargain prices which gave them tremendous appeal. They were made for Sears 

to Sears’ specifications by a number of American firms and a few foreign ones as well, all of 
which produced excellent shotguns under their own names. Among the best-known American 
companies were J. Stevens, Savage Arms, A.H. Fox, High Standard, N.R. Davis, Crescent 
Firearms, Ithaca, A. Fyrberg, Colton Mfg. Co., Marlin, Hunter Gun Co., Baker Gun Co., and 
probably a few others. Among the foreign makers were AYA, H. Pieper, Janssen, SKB, Rossi, 
CBC, and A. Zoli. 


Sears customers were not aware of this, but they did trust Sears name and bought many millions 
of these shotguns over nearly 100 years that Sears was in the business. Today these guns are 
becoming recognized as interesting and valuable collectibles in their own special niche. Their 
values range from $100 to $3,500 or more depending on make, model, decoration, if any, and 
relative rarity.

SAFETY HAMMERLESS 


This model was a departure from what was commonly being produced at this time. Some attribute 
the Safety Hammerless design to D.B. Wesson’s hearing that a child had been injured by cocking 
and firing one of the company’s pistols. This story has never been proven. Nevertheless, concealed 
hammer and grip safety make this an ideal pocket pistol for those needing concealability in a 
handgun. This is a small revolver chambered for .32 S&W and .38 S&W cartridges. It has a 5-shot 
fluted cylinder.

New Model No. 3 Single-Action 


Always interested in perfecting Model 3 revolver D.B. Wesson redesigned and improved old 
Model 3 in hopes of attracting more sales. Russian contracts were almost filled, so the company 
decided to devote the effort necessary to improve on this design. In 1877, this project was 
undertaken. Extractor housing was shortened; cylinder retention system was improved; shape 
of grip was changed to a more streamlined and attractive configuration. This New Model has 

a 3.5”, 4”, 5”, 6”, 6.5”, 7”, 7.5” or 8” barrel length, with 6-shot fluted cylinder. The 6.5” barrel 
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and .44 S&W Russian chambering is the most often encountered variation of this model, but 
the factory considered the 3.5” and 8” barrels as standard and these were kept in stock as 
well. New Model No. 3 was also chambered for .32 S&W, .32-44 S&W, .320 S&W Rev. Rifle, 

.38 S&W, .38-40, .38-44 S&W, .41 S&W, .44 Henry rimfire, .44 S&W American, .44-40, .45 S&W 
Schofield, .450 Rev., .45 Webley, .455 MkI and .455 MkII. They are either blued or nickel-plated 
and have checkered hard rubber grips, with S&W logo molded into them, or walnut grips. There 
are many sub-variations within this model designation and the potential collector should secure 
detailed reference material that deals with this model. Approximately 35,796 of these revolvers 
manufactured between 1878 and 1912.

After the war broke out, the government was not satisfied with 
S&W’s production and actually took control of the company for the duration of the war. This was 
the first time that the company was not controlled by a Wesson.

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SMITH & WESSON MODERN HANDGUNS 


With development of Hand Ejector Models and swing-out cylinders, Smith & Wesson 
opened the door to a number of new advancements in the revolver field. New system 
allowed for a solid frame, making weapon much stronger than old top break design. 
Company also developed different basic frame sizes and gave them letter designations. 

| frame, which later developed into slightly larger J frame, was used for .22-32 and small 
concealable .38 revolvers. Medium K frame used for .38 duty-/target-type weapons. N 
frame was heavy-duty frame used for larger .357-, .44- and .45-caliber revolvers. Hand 
ejector went through many evolutionary changes over the years. Beginning in 1959, all 
S&W models were given numerical designations — Model 10, Model 14, etc. Models are 
cataloged here by their numerical designations, brief description given and current values 
offered. Important to note that S&W revolvers we see marketed by the company today 
have undergone many changes in reaching its present configuration. Early models featured 
five screws in their construction, not counting grip screw. Four screws fastening sideplate 
and another through front of trigger guard that retained cylinder stop plunger. First change 
involved elimination of top sideplate screw and five-screw Smith & Wesson became 
four-screw. Later the frame was changed to eliminate cylinder stop plunger screw and 
three-screw was created. Some models offered with flat cylinder latch that was serrated 
instead of familiar checkering. In 1978, method of attaching barrel to frame was changed 
and familiar pin was eliminated. At the same time, recessed cylinder commonly found on 
Magnum models was also eliminated. All these factors have a definite affect on value and 
collect ability of a particular S&W handgun. 


NOTE: Pre-model number designations are listed in parentheses after model number. Premium 
up to 100 percent can apply to some of these handguns if accompanied by original box, and if 
both gun and box are in excellent or better condition. See Performance Center pages at end of 
Smith & Wesson section for many special and limited editions of these handguns. 


Model 10 (.38 Military & Police) 


This model has been in production in one configuration or another since 1899. It was always 
the mainstay of S&W line. Originally known as .38 Military and Police Model. Model 10 is built 
on the K, or medium frame, and was always meant as a duty gun. Offered with 2”, 3”, 4”, 

5” or 6” barrel. Currently only 4” and 6” are available. Round or square butt, chambered for 
.38 Special. Offered in blue or nickel-plate, with checkered walnut grips. Model designation 
stamped on yoke on all S&W revolvers. This model, with many other modern S&W pistols, 
underwent several engineering changes. These changes may affect value of the pistol, and 
an expert should be consulted.

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Model 12 (.38 Military & Police Airweight) 


Model 12 was introduced in 1952. Starting serial number C223999. Merely a Model 10, with 
lightweight alloy frame and cylinder. In 1954, alloy cylinder was replaced with one of steel that 
added an additional 4 oz. in weight. Discontinued in 1986. NOTE: Add 40 percent for aluminum 
cylinder. 
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USAF M-13 (Aircrewman) 
Manufactured in early 1950s, for U.S. Air Force on Model 12 K-frame. Chambered in .38 
Special and have an alloy frame and cylinder. They were to be carried by pilots and other 
flight-crew members for emergency use. Air Force ultimately rejected the model, because 
of problems encountered with the alloy cylinder, and most were destroyed. Because of this, 
Aircrewman is one of the rarest modern-day Smith & Wesson revolvers. Serial numbers in 
C247000 to C406000 range. It is not known how many still exist. Genuine model is seldom 
seen for sale. Numerous fakes have been documented, so it is strongly suggested that a 
knowledgeable S&W expert be consulted for an appraisal. A few “Baby” Aircrewman 5-shot 
revolvers were made on S&W J-frame, and it is believed that fewer than 15 of these guns 
still exist. Because of the rarity of these two models and few actual transactions that have 
occurred in recent years, it is not possible to list meaningful values. 

Model 13 (.357 Military & Police) 
Simply Model 10 M&P. Chambered for .357 Magnum. Fitted with a heavy barrel. Introduced in 
1974. 
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Model 14 (K-38 Masterpiece) 


Also known as “K-38”. In 1957, “Model 14” stamped on yoke. Offered in 6” barrel, with 
adjustable sights. In 1961, single-action version with faster lock time offered. Discontinued in 
1981. NOTE: Add 25 percent for single-action. 
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Model 15 (K-38 Combat Masterpiece) 


Also known as “Combat Masterpiece”. Produced at request of law enforcement officers who 
wanted “K-38” fitted with a 4” barrel. Production in 1950, discontinued 1987. 
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Model 16 (K-32 Masterpiece) 


Also known as “K-32” until 1957. Identical in appearance to Model 14, except chambered 
for .32 S&W. Model 16 did not enjoy the commercial popularity like Model 14, and was 
dropped from the line in 1973. Only 3,630 K-32s/Model 16s were sold between 1947 and 
1973. Reintroduced in 1990 in .32 Magnum, discontinued 1993. NOTE: Add 25 percent for 
1946 - 1957 production (no Model 16 marking).

Model 20 (.38/.44 Heavy Duty) 


Known as “.38/.44 Heavy Duty” before the change to numerical designations. This model

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powerful sidearm. This model, along with .38-44 S&W Special cartridge, was an attempt to 
solve this problem. Manufactured with a standard 5” long barrel, but has been noted rarely 

as short as 3.5” and as long as 8.375”. Built on large N-frame. Blued or nickel-plated, with 
checkered walnut grips. Eventually the popularity of .357 Magnum made Model 20 superfluous, 
and was discontinued in 1966. Post-war production was about 20,000 revolvers. NOTE: Add

Introduction of .44 Magnum in 1956, began the death knell of Model 24. Finally discontinued in 
1966. S&W produced a total of 5,050 Model 24s. Reintroduced in 1983 and 1984—and then was 
dropped again.

This brought about Model 25 and the 
demise of Model 26, in 1961. Manufactured only 2,768. Model 26 also has two additional 
variations and are marked 26-1 and 26-2. 
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Factory Registered .357 Magnum 


In early 1930s, a gun writer named Phillip B. Sharpe, became interested in the development of 
high performance loads to be used in then-popular .38-44 S&W revolvers. He repeatedly urged 
S&W to produce a revolver especially made to handle these high pressure loads. In 1934, S&W 
asked Winchester to produce a new cartridge that would create the ballistics that Sharpe was 
seeking. This new cartridge was made longer than standard .38 Special case, so that it could not 
inadvertently be fired in an older gun. S&W never felt that this would be a commercially popular 
venture and from the onset visualized “.357 Magnum” as a strictly deluxe hand-built item. They 
were to be individually numbered, in addition to serial number, and registered to the new owner. 
New Magnum was to be the most expensive revolver in the line. This gun went on the market in 
1935, and the first one was presented to FBI Director, J. Edgar Hoover. The gun was to become 
a tremendous success. S&W could only produce 120 per month, and this did not come close to 
filling orders. The “.357 Magnum”, as it was designated, continued as one of the company’s most 
popular items. 

Factory Registered Model was built on the N-frame. It could be custom ordered with any barrel 
length from 3.5” up to 8.375”. Finish is blue and grips are checkered walnut. This model was 
virtually hand-built and test targeted. A certificate of registration was furnished with each revolver. 
Registration number was stamped on the yoke of revolver, with the prefix “Reg.”. This practice of 
numbering and registering each revolver ceased in 1938, after 5,500 were produced.

Same as Factory Registered Model, without certificate and individual numbering. Approximately 
1,150 manufactured between 1938 and 1941. Production ceased for WWII weapons production.

In 1948, after the end of WWII, production of this revolver commenced. New rebound slide 
operated hammer block and short throw hammer were utilized. Barrel lengths offered were 3.5”, 
5”, 6”, 6.5” and 8.375”. In 1957, model designation was changed to Model 27. In 1975, target 
trigger, hammer and Goncalo Alves target grips were made standard. Some additional variations 
may be of interest to the collector. Around serial number SI71584, the three-screw side plate 
model was first produced. In 1960, designation -1 was added to model indicating change to a 
left-hand thread to extractor rod. In 1962, cylinder stop was changed which disposed the need 
for a plunger spring hole in front of trigger guard. Change was indicated by a -2 behind model 
number.

Special edition stainless steel version of Model 27. Offered with a 5.5” barrel. Manufactured in 
1989 only. Approximately 4,500 produced.

Introduced in 2008. An eight-shot .357 revolver, with stainless steel frame, adjustable sights, 4” 
barrel and various accurizing refinements. 
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Model 28 (Highway Patrolman) 


Model 27 revolver was extremely popular among law enforcement officers. Many police agencies 
were interested in purchasing such a weapon—except for cost. In 1954, S&W produced a new 
model called at the time, “Highway Patrolman”. Had all desirable performance features of deluxe 
Model 27, but lacked cosmetic features that drove up price. Finish matte blue; rib sandblasted 
instead of checkered or serrated; grips standard checkered walnut. Barrel lengths 4” and 6.5”. 
On late models, 6.5” barrel reduced to 6”, as on all S&Ws. Designation changed to Model 28 in 
1957. S&W discontinued Model 28 in 1986. NOTE: Add 25 percent premium for pre-Model 28. 
For top dollar, all accessories and registration letter must be present. 
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Model 29 (.44 Magnum) 


Early 1950s, handgun writers under leadership of Elmer Keith, were in the habit of loading .44 
Special cartridge to high performance levels and firing them in existing .44 Hand Ejectors. They 
urged S&W to produce a revolver strong enough to consistently fire these heavy loads. In 1954, 
Remington at the request of S&W, produced .44 Magnum cartridge. Cases with .357 Magnum 
were longer so that they would not fit in chambers of older guns. First .44 Magnum became 
available for sale in early 1956. First 500 were made with 6.5” barrel; 4” became available later that 
year. In 1957, model designation was changed to 29 and 8.375” barrel was introduced. Available 
in blue or nickel-plate. Came standard with all target options. Offered in a fitted wood case. Model 
29 is considered by many knowledgeable people to be the finest revolver S&W has ever produced. 
Older Model 29 revolvers are in a different collector category than most modern S&W revolvers. 
Early four-screw models can be worth 100 percent premium in excellent condition. These early 
models were produced from 1956 to 1958. Approximately 6,500 were sold. One must regard these 
revolvers on a separate basis and have them individually appraised for proper valuation. In 1993, 
4” barrel dropped from production.

Rarest of Model 29s. Total of 500 manufactured in 1958. Collectors are cautioned to exercise 
care before purchasing one of these rare Model 29 variations.

Built on I-frame until 1960, when changeover to improved J-frame occurred. The -1 behind model 
number indicates this variation.

STEYR & MANNLICHER PISTOLS 


By: Joseph Schroeder: Not all Mannlicher pistols made by Steyr. Many pistols made by Steyr 
were not designed by Mannlicher. However, since by far greatest number of Mannlicher’s 
pistols were made by Steyr we believe it will be appropriate to include all of Ferdinand Ritter 
von Mannlicher’s pistols along with other Steyr designs under this heading. 


Schoenberger 
Considered by many to be first “commercial” semi-automatic pistol. Only about two dozen were 
made in 1892. Steyr-made 8mm Schoenberger was based on patents granted to Laumann in 
1890-91. Had a magazine in front of trigger guard. Too rare to price. 


Mannlicher Model 1894 


Mannlicher’s first “successful” self-loading pistol. Model 1894 had a blow-forward action 
and double-action lockwork. Earliest examples were made in Austria, probably by Steyr, in 
7.6mm. Greatest number made by SIG in 1896-97 for Swiss army tests. These 100 pistols 
had shorter barrel, smaller frame and in 6.5mm. Prices are for Swiss examples. NOTE: Add

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TOBIN ARMS MANUFACTURING CO.

Tobin Arms Manufacturing Co. operated from about 1905 to 1925 making an exposed 
hammer double and two hammerless models in four grades. The “Simplex” was cleverly designed 
(based on a patent by C.M. Wollam) side plated double-barrel internal hammer shotgun which 
resembled the Hopkins and Allen guns of that time. Some may have been private branded. Most 
of the Tobin doubles were made in Norwich, Conn. and are so marked. After 1909, operations 
were transferred to Windsor, Ont., Canada. Some guns will be found with that address. Tobin guns 
are not often seen by collectors and are highly prized because of their relative rarity and they were 
considered good guns by top dealers such as C.J. Godfrey Co. of New York City and Iver Johnson 
Sporting Goods of Boston. Values depend on condition and range from $200 in poor condition to 
$1000 and up for engraved versions in good to very good condition. 


NOTE: Tobin also manufactured a .22 rimfire single-shot rifle apparently during the period 1910- 
1925. These are rather scarce and their value is estimated to be in the $500 - $700 range, depending 
on condition. 


A rough timeline of Tobin Arms Manufacturing Company follows: 
1903: founded by Frank M. Tobin in Norwich, CT. 


1904-1909: manufactured hammer and hammerless sidelock shotguns (12ga. and 16ga.) 
in Norwich, Connecticut, USA 


1909: purchased by a group of Canadian Investors and moved to Woodstock, ON, CAN 
1910-1923/25: manufactured shotguns and rifles (entire product list unknown) 

1923/25: purchased by sporting goods distributor G.B.Crandall 

1923/25-1951: G.B.Crandall continued production until 1951 (possibly under the name GB Crandall)

NOTE: Union Fire Arms Company (or Union Firearms Company, as it is sometimes known) slide action 
shotguns are not commonly seen. Though not widely collected, they seem to attract considerable interest 
as oddities, much as Spencer/Bannerman slide action shotguns do. Values given below are approximate; 
as always, true value lies in eyes of buyer, not seller. 


Double Barrel Shotguns 


Union’s predecessor, Colton Manufacturing Co. (1894-1902), made a double for Sears. Cleverly 
designed with coil mainspring striker locks set into sideplates. Union double in 12- and 
16-gauge, with steel or Damascus barrels derived from it, but was a traditional hammerless 
sidelock side-by-side well-made gun (1902-1913) and also sold by Sears. Values depend on 
grade and condition. Union also offered, about 1905, an unusual boxlock hammer gun Model 
25 in 12-gauge only. Employs external hammers, but they are mounted within frame and spurs 
protrude in front of topsnap opener. These guns are hard to find and values range from $300 

to $1,200 depending on condition. Produced with steel twist or Damascus barrels only in plain 
grade.

Slide action Model 25 Peerless, was a fancy version of Model 24 and Model 25A, which was a 
trap model.

WHITNEY ARMS COMPANY 
ELI WHITNEY, SR./P. & E.W. BLAKE/ELI WHITNEY, JR. 


As the United States’ first major commercial arms maker, Eli Whitney’s New Haven plant, which 
began production in 1798 and continued under family control for the next 90 years, was one of the more 
important American arms manufactories of the 19th century. Its products, accordingly, are eminently 
collectible. Moreover, during its 90 years of operation, the Whitney clan produced a number of unusual 
arms, some exact copies of regulation U.S. martial longarms, others variations and derivatives of U.S. 
and foreign longarms, a variety of percussion revolvers, and finally a variety of single-shot and repeating 
breechloading rifles in an attempt to capture a portion of the burgeoning market in these cartridge arms 
during the post-Civil War period. Contrary to the prevailing myth, Eli Whitney, Sr., who also invented the 
cotton gin, did NOT perfect a system of interchangeability of parts in the arms industry. His contributions 
in this line were more as a propagandist for the concept that was brought to fruition by others, notably 
Simeon North and John Hall. 


Eli Whitney, Sr. Armory Muskets, 1798-1824. 1798 U.S. Contract Muskets, Types I-IV 


On 14 January 1798, Eli Whitney, Sr., having convinced the U.S. War Department that he 
could mass-produce interchangeable parts muskets, was awarded a contract for 10,000 
muskets following the “Charlesville” (French M1766) pattern, then also being copied at 

the newly opened Springfield Armory and most of the U.S. musket contractors. Whitney’s 
1798 contract muskets measure between 58-7/8” and 57-3/4” in overall length, with the 
longer arms delivered earlier. The .69-caliber smoothbore barrels measure approximately 
44”, though most are shy of that length by anywhere from 1/16” to a maximum of 1-1/4”. 
Lockplates are flat with a beveled edge and are marked “U.STATES” in a curve on the 
pointed tail and with a perched eagle with down folded wings over “NEW HAVEN” forward of 
the cock. Four differences in the material and manner of attachment of the pan distinguish 
the subtypes. The first deliver of 500 muskets in September of 1801 had an integral, faceted 
iron pan (Type l); the second delivery of 500 muskets in June of 1802 also had faceted iron 
pans, but were detachable (Type Il). The 1,000 muskets delivered in September of 1802 and 
March of 1803 had faceted, detachable pans, but these were made of brass instead of iron 
(Type Ill). The final 8,000 muskets, delivered between 1803 and 1809, had detachable brass 
pans with a rounded bottom that Whitney copied from the French M1777 musket (Type IV) 
and a rounded cock, also copied from the French M1777 musket. Generally speaking, due to 
the limited production of Types | - Ill, they should command a higher price; prices are given 
for the more common Type IV 1798 contract musket. It should be noted however, that about 
1804 Whitney delivered 112 Type IV muskets to Connecticut’s “1st Company of Governor’s 
Foot Guards.” Although similar to the Type IV musket, these 112 arms are distinguished 

by the absence of the “U.STATES” on the tail of the lock and the addition of the name 
“CONNECTICUT” to the left side plate. Such an arm should demand a considerable premium 
over the usual Type IV musket.

Whitney Connecticut, New York, and U.S. 1812 Contract Muskets 


In 1808, Whitney received a contract from the state of New York for 2,000 muskets. In 1810, 

he received a second contract from the same source for an additional 2,000 muskets, all of 
which were eventually delivered by mid-1813. In the interim, in 1809, the state of Connecticut 
contracted with Whitney to deliver 700 muskets per year over the next three years. With the 
outbreak of the War of 1812, in July of 1812, a contract was let to Eli Whitney for 15,000 muskets 
(later extended by another 3,000 muskets), conforming to the pattern he had made for the state 
of New York, but with 42”-long barrels. All of these contract muskets shared most of the same 
features. Overall length was 58”. The .69-caliber smoothbore barrel was nominally 42”, though 
the two state contracts did not rigidly enforce that dimension. The lockplate of these muskets 
bore the inscription “NEW HAVEN” within a curving scroll forward of the cock. Like the Type Ill 
1798 U.S. contract muskets, the lockplates incorporated a detachable round-bottomed brass 
pan and a round faced cock. The stock was distinguished by having a low, virtually nonexistent 
comb similar to that of the 1816 musket pattern. The New York state contract muskets are 
distinguished by having the state ownership mark “SNY” on the axis of the barrel near the 
breech. (It should be noted that the first 1,000 muskets delivered under the U.S. 1812 contract 
were also delivered to New York, but these have the mark across the breech at right angles to 
the axis of the barrel.) The Connecticut contract muskets are distinguishable by having the state- 
ownership mark “S.C.” (for “state of Connecticut” on the barrel and the top of the comb of the 
stock. On Connecticut muskets in better condition, the Connecticut coat of arms (a shield with 
three clusters of grape vines) should also be visible struck into the wood on the left side of the 
musket opposite the lock. Verifiable Connecticut and New York contract muskets should bring a 
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premium over the U.S. contract muskets.

Whitney (and P. & E.W. Blake) U.S. M1816/1822 Contract Muskets 


The U.S. M1816/1822 muskets manufactured at Whitney’s Armory were identical to those 
produced at the U.S. Armories at Springfield and Harpers Ferry. The overall length was 57- 

3/4”. The 42”-long, .69-caliber smoothbore barrels were finished with a browning solution until 
1831; after that date the metal was left in the polished “bright.” The stock and the lock reflect 
Whitney’s earlier attempts impart his design elements into the U.S. patterns. The stock had the 
low comb of his M1812 musket and the lock incorporated the rounded cock and round bottomed 
brass pan that he had championed from the French M1777 musket. The lock markings varied 
during the period that the arm was produced, though all were marked on the pointed tail with 

the vertical stamp: “NEW HAVEN” arced around the date (1825-1830), or in three vertical lines: 
“NEW / HAVEN / (date: 1831-1842).” Those made between 1825 and 1830 under the direct 
supervision of Whitney’s nephews bore the two line mark “U.S. / P. & E.W. BLAKE” forward of the 
cock; those made from 1830 to 1837 bear the “U.S” over “E. WHITNEY” with a crossed arrow 
and olive branch between; after 1837 the crossed arrow and olive branch motif was eliminated 

in favor of the simple two lines. In addition to the Whitney Armory’s federal contracts, Whitney 
executed at least one contract with the state of South Carolina in the mid-1830s for an estimated 
800 to 2,000 muskets. Basically identical in configuration to the federal contract muskets, the 
South Carolina muskets were distinguished by the substitution of “S.C.” for “U.S.” over the “E. 
WHITNEY” stamp of the lockplate. They also bear the state ownership mark “So. CAROLINA” 

on the top of the barrel. Due to their relative rarity and Confederate usage (especially if altered 

to percussion by means of a brazed bolster), the South Carolina contract arms should bring a 
considerable premium. 
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Whitney Armory U.S. M1816/M1822 Muskets, Flintlock or Altered to Percussion and 
Adapted with “Sea Fencible” Heavy Buttplates 


A number of the Whitney U.S. M1816/M1822 muskets were delivered to the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts under the terms of the 1808 Militia Act. Many of these were subsequently 
altered to percussion at the Watertown Arsenal near Boston for the state after 1850. At 
some time in their career both some of the flintlock arms and those that had been altered to 
percussion were adapted to a heavy brass buttplate with a peculiar knob at its heel. In the 
process the buttstock was usually narrowed to conform to the width of the new buttplate. 
Because many of the muskets encountered with this buttplate bore the inspection mark of 
Samuel Fuller (“SF/V” within a lozenge), these arms were initially considered to have been 
made for the Massachusetts “Sea Fencible” organizations formed during and after the War 
of 1812. That appellation, however, has been dismissed, although the exact purpose of the 
new buttplate and the date of its application are not known. These butt-plates are usually 
(but not necessarily) found on Whitney contract muskets and invariably are marked with the 
Massachusetts state ownership mark “MS” on the barrel as well as rack numbers on the 
tang of the buttplate itself. Despite the unknown purpose of these arms, they command a 
considerable premium over standard flintlock or altered to percussion Whitney muskets. 
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Whitney Armory U.S. M1816/M1822 Muskets, Altered to Percussion 


From 1850 through 1856, many of the contract muskets in store at the U.S. arsenals were altered 
from flintlock to percussion by means of the “Belgian” or “cone-in barrel” method. The system 

of alteration involved the removal of the flintlock battery from the lock, filing in the screw holes 
from those parts, substituting a percussion hammer for the cock, plugging the vent, removing the 
breech plug so as to “upset” the upper, right-hand side top of the barrel, drilling and threading 
the “upset” section for a cone, reinserting the breech plug, and screwing in a new percussion 
cone. The percussioned musket was effective but the barrel was considerably weakened by 

the process, and while some were rifled during the American Civil War, most saw service in that 
conflict as smoothbores. As a general rule, the muskets so altered generally command about 
one-third the price of the arm in original flintlock. Exceptions are those with state ownership 
marks (eg. “OHIO” in the stock), with regimental marks, or with the so-called “Sea Fencible” 
buttplate. 


Whitney Armory Muskets, 1825-1842 


Eli Whitney died in 1825. Although he had a son destined to take over the family business, Eli 
Whitney, Jr. was only 5 years old when his father passed away and could not assume legal 
possession until he turned 21 in 1842. In the interim, the company was administered by the 
senior Whitney’s trustees, Henry Edwards and James Goodrich, while the plant itself was run 
by Whitney’s nephews, Philo and Eli Whitney Blake. During their control of the factory, three 
contracts were fulfilled for the U.S. government, one awarded in August of 1822 for 15,000 
muskets (delivered between 1826 and 1830), a second awarded in March of 1830 for 8,750 
muskets (delivered between 1831 and 1836) and a final contract in January of 1840 for 3,000 
muskets (delivered between 1840 and 1842). An additional 6,750 were delivered under annual 
allotments granted by the War Department between 1835 and 1839 over and above the 
contracts for distribution to the states under the 1808 Militia Act. Although the 1840 contract had 
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originally called for U.S. M1840 muskets, in April of that year, the contract was altered so that 
Whitney’s plant could continue to deliver what it had delivered consistently from 1824, the U.S. 
M1816/1822 flintlock musket. 


Eli Whitney, Jr. Armory Rifles and Rifle-Muskets, 1842-1865 


Upon reaching the age of 21 in 1842, Eli Whitney, Jr. assumed command of his late father’s gun 
making empire. Although he realized that the armory required updating to meet the improved 
tolerances adopted by the U.S. War Department, he also realized that a profit might be made in 
turning out arms of lesser standards for independent sale to the militia or the states. As a result, 
the younger Whitney’s product line included not only several of the regulation U.S. longarms, but 
also a number of “good and serviceable” militia arms, including: 


Whitney U.S. M1841 Contract Rifle (unaltered) 


Between 1842 and 1855 Eli Whitney, Jr. received five contracts from the U.S. War Department 
to manufacture the newly adopted U.S. M1841 percussion rifle: 7,500 on October of 1842 
(delivered between 1844 and 1847), 7,500 in March of 1848, subsequently extended to 10,000 in 
January of 1849 (delivered between 1849 and 1853) 5,000 (previously contracted for by Edward 
K. Tryon) in October of 1848 (delivered contiguous with the 1848 contract for 10,000), 5,000 in 
1853 (delivered between 1853 and 1855), and 100 in 1855 (delivered that year). All except the 
final 1,100 delivered in 1855 conformed to the model made at Harpers Ferry, and of those 1,100, 
the only difference of 500 of them was the ramrod. This rifle was 49” in length, overall, having 

a 33” long browned barrel with .54 caliber rifled (7 groove) bore. The barrel bears the stamp of 
inspection at the breech, usually “U S /(inspectors’ initials) / P,” while the left flat (after mid-1848 
for Whitney rifles) should also bear the stamping “STEEL” to indicate that the barrel had been 
rolled from “cast steel.” Furniture is brass, the buttplate bearing the stamped letters, “U S.” The 
lockplate is flat with a beveled edge and bears the horizontal two line inscription “E. WHITNEY” 
/ “U S” forward of the hammer and the vertical, two line inscription “N. HAVEN” / (date) on the 
tail. (The date also appears on the breech plug tang). As originally made, the M1841 rifle was not 
adapted for a bayonet, though several modifications were made to the rifle between 1855 and 
1862 to affect that adaptation.

Whitney U.S. M1841/1855 Contract Rifle, Adapted to Saber Bayonet and Long Range 

Sights 
Before the final 600 rifles (of the 2,600 made in 1855) left the factory, the U.S. War Department 
contracted with Whitney to bring them up to the standards of the modified U.S. M1841 rifle then 
being produced or adapted at the Harpers Ferry Armory. The adaptation was two fold. First, a long 
range rear “ladder” style rear sight, having a 2-1/4” base was soldered to the top of the barrel; 
then a 1/2” long bayonet lug with 1” guide was brazed to the right side of the barrel, 2-1/2” from 
the muzzle. To permit disassembly, the old front band was removed and replaced with a shortened 
version. A new ramrod (also applied to 500 rifles without this adaptation), having an integral iron 
head cupped for the newly adopted “Minie ball” replaced the flat brass headed ramrod to complete 
the process; the rifle remained in .54 caliber with 7 grooves. Neither was the front sight modified. 
Bayonets were furnished by the Ames Manufacturing Company on a separate contract. Rifles so 
adapted at the Whitney Armory are among the rarer variants of the U.S. M1841 line and prices 
reflect that rarity. 
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Whitney U.S. M1841 Contract Rifles, Adapted to Saber Bayonets and Long Range 
Rear Sights (Colt 1862 Adaptation) 


A large number of unaltered U.S. M1841 rifles remained on hand in U.S. Arsenals when the Civil 
War broke out, primarily those of Whitney’s and Robbins & Lawrence’s manufacture. To upgrade 
these rifles, revolver maker, Samuel Colt arranged to purchase 10,500 and adapt them to 
bayonets and long-range sights. The sight that he affixed consisted of the two leaf rear sight he 
had been using on his revolving rifles, with one leaf flopping forward and one flopping backward 
from the 100 yard block. The saber bayonet lug he attached consisted of a blued clamping ring 
with integral 1/2”-long lug attached that could fastened to the barrel so that the lug projected 
from the right side. These lugs were numbered both to the bayonet and the rifle’s barrel, the 
number appearing on the lower surface of the barrel just behind the location of the clamping ring. 
Colt also bored the rifles up to .58 caliber, leaving some with 7 grooves but rerifling others with 3 
wide grooves. An estimated half of the 10,200 rifles so modified by Colt were of Whitney’s earlier 
production. Due to the Colt association, rifles so modified usually command slightly higher prices 
than other Civil War adaptations for saber or socket bayonets. 
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Whitney South Carolina Contract M1841 Rifle 


To meet the perceived needs of South Carolina during the anti-slavery debates following the 
Mexican War Annexation, Whitney produced a variant of the U.S. M1841 rifle for that state, 
delivering only 274 in 1849. The marking of this rifle differed only in having the letters “S C” on 
the plate beneath the “E. WHITNEY” stamp. Because South Carolina had previously contracted 
for 1,000 variant M1841 rifles from William Glaze & Co. in 1853 which accepted a socket 
bayonet, Whitney provided the 274 1849 dated rifles with that provision also, although the lug 
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was located under the barrel instead of atop it. Because the socket bayonet dominated the 
forward 3” of the barrel, the front sight was relocated to the top of the upper strap of the front 
band. Rifles from this contract are exceedingly rare. 
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Whitney “Good & Serviceable” M1841 Derivatives 


From parts or entire rifles rejected for his federal contracts for U.S. M1841 rifles, between 1848 
and 1860, Eli Whitney, Jr. assembled a number of rifles similar in overall characteristics to the 
federal contract rifles but differing both in quantity and in a number of minor details. At least four 
variations were produced between 1855 and 1862 and sold to various states or independent 
militia companies. Distinguishing characteristics of these four are: 


Type I. M1841 rifle adapted to saber bayonet but not to long range sights. A 1/2” long saber 
bayonet lug (either with or without the 1” guide) brazed to the right side of the barrel; long front 
band replaced with short double strapped band left over from 1855 contract. Some of this type 
(without 1” guide) are known with “OHIO” state ownership marks and are thought to be from 
among the 420 purchased by the state in 1861 from Schuyler, Hartley, & Graham. Examples are 
known with the lockplate dated 1855 and without any date or “US” stamp below “E. WHITNEY.” 


Type II. M1841 rifle adapted to saber bayonet and Sharps long range sight. 


These rifles also bear the 1/2” brazed saber bayonet lug (with the 1” guide) and the short front 
band, but they also have a Sharps M1853 “ladder” rear sight added in lieu of the standard 
notched iron block. Moreover, rifles in this configuration lack the brass patchbox lid and its 
underlying cavity for implements and greased patches. 


Type Ill. M1841 rifle adapted to socket bayonet and Sharps long range sight. 


These late-production (1859-1860) derivatives of the M1841 rifle are adapted to the Sharps long- 
range sight used on the Type II. rifles but have a patch box. Unlike standard production, however, 
it is covered with an iron lid and hingle. The trigger guard strap is also iron. Lock plates delete 
both the date from the tail and the “US” under “E. WHITNEY.” An iron stud is added below the 
barrel near the muzzle for a socket bayonet, necessitating the relocation of the brass blade front 
sight to the upper strap of the forward band. Probably fewer than 100 of this configuration were 
made, making it the most desirable of the derivative M1841 rifles. 


Type IV. M1841 rifle unadapted using modified parts. 


Rifles of this configuration use the same markings as the type III rifles but delete entirely the 
patch box and its lid (like the type II rifles). The trigger guard strap is iron and the lock screws 
seem to be the same as Whitney used for his Whitney short Enfield derivative rifles. It is 
suspected that these rifles were purchased from New York dealers and sold to Georgia during 
the secession crisis of 1860-1861, thereby enhancing their collector’s value, though in general 
Whitney M1841 derivative rifles are equal in pricing: 
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Whitney M1842 Rifled Musket Derivative 


Using rejected U.S. M1842 barrels sold at auction by the Springfield Armory, Whitney assembled 
approximately 2,000 .69 caliber rifled muskets that he exchanged with the state of New 
Hampshire in 1858 for a number of old flintlock muskets owned by that state. These rifled 
muskets exhibit a number of anomalies from the U.S. M1842 musket, although overall length 
(57-3/4”) and the barrel length (42”) remain the same as that musket, the bores are rifles with 

7 narrow grooves, and in addition to the dates and inspection marks placed at Springfield 
usually bear the state ownership mark “NEW HAMPSHIRE” on the top of the barrel. In finishing 
these rifled muskets, Whitney utilized a number of parts from other gun makers, including 
Sharps M1853 “ladder” style carbine rear sights, bands from the Robbins & Lawrence P1853 
Enfield rifle-musket contract, and internal lock parts remaining from his M1841 rifles. Parts that 
are unique to these arms include the iron nosecap and the flat lockplate. The lockplates are 
unmarked, but the barrels usually show a letter/number code common to Whitney’s production 
during this period. Despite a production of approximately 2,000 muskets, the survival rate for this 
type of arm is quite low.

Whitney P1853 “Long Enfield” Rifle-Musket Derivative 


Having secured a number of bands and other furniture from the Robbins & Lawrence contract 

for P1853 Enfield rifle-muskets, about 1859 Whitney developed a derivative of that arm that 
combined those bands with a 40”-barrel .58 caliber, rifled with 7 grooves that basically resembled 
the configuration of the U.S. M1855 rifle-musket, a copy of which Whitney was also making. The 
56”-long rifle-musket that resulted was sold to state militia companies and two states, Maryland 
purchasing 2,000 and Georgia contracting for 1,700 (of which 1,225 were delivered). Although 
several of the components of the furniture were from the Robbins & Lawrence contract, the 
nosecap was pewter (Enfield style), and the iron buttplate and brass trigger guard bow/iron strap 
were of a style peculiar to Whitney’ Enfield series. The rear sight resembled the ladder pattern of 
the U.S. M1855 rifle musket. The unique flat, unbeveled lockplate simply bears the one line stamp, 
“E. WHITNEY” forward of the hammer. 
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Whitney P1853 “Short Enfield” Rifle Derivative 


Total production of these rifles is estimated to have been between 800 and 1,000, with 
approximately half of the number going to southern states. Prices should not vary between the 
four types; however, confirmed Confederate usage will increase the value significantly. 
Type IV. Identical to Type III but with a new single leaf rear sight on a 1-1/4” long base. 
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Whitney M1855 Rifle Derivative 


At the same time that Whitney advertised his Enfield derivative series of rifle-muskets and rifles, 
he also indicated the availability of a short rifle with saber bayonet. This rifle combined rejected 
barrels made at Harpers Ferry in 1858 for the U.S. M1855 rifles with rejected, unmilled Maynard 
tape primer lockplates that had been shaved of their top “hump,” marked forward of the hammer 
with the single line stamp, “E. WHITNEY.” The buttplate and the trigger guard also conform to 
that of the U.S. M1855 rifle, but the bands are brass, remaining from Whitney’s M1841/1855 

rifle contract. Early in production these rifles used round brass lock screw washers following 

the M1855 pattern; later production used the winged brass lock screw washers that Whitney 
inherited from the Robbins & Lawrence P1853 rifle-musket contract and which he used on his 
Enfield series derivatives. At least two patterns of saber bayonet were used on this rifle. 
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Whitney M1855 Rifle-Musket Derivative 


In 1861, Whitney accepted a U.S. contract to produce 40,000 U.S. “M1855” rifle-muskets. What 
Whitney had in mind under this contract and what the War Department demanded were two 
different arms. Whitney’s product was similar to the U.S. M1855 rifle-musket but differed in a 
number of respects. The 40” barrel was .58 caliber but was rifled with 7 rather than 3 grooves 
and was adapted to the English P1853 socket bayonet he had been using on his Enfield 
derivative rifle-muskets. The initial rear sight, while similar to the U.S. M1855 type, was slightly 
shorter, having a 2-5/16” base. (On later production, Whitney substituted a shorter, 1-1/4”- 

long base with a single, pierced leaf sight.) The nosecap, moreover, was made of pewter and 
followed the Enfield pattern rather than being malleable iron of the U.S. M1855 pattern. On 

later production, Whitney also substituted brass winged lock screw washers from his Enfield 
derivative series. The lockplates for these arms were drawn from complete Maynard locks made 
at the federal armories in 1858 and 1859 but later rejected for flaws. Upon these plates Whitney 
stamped “E. WHITNEY / N. HAVEN,” as on his early Connecticut contract M1861 derivative 
rifle-muskets. Except for the letter/number code, the barrels are unmarked. Examples are known 
whose stocks bear indications of issue to the 8th Connecticut Infantry during the Civil War, 
suggesting Whitney may have sold the few made to Connecticut under his first state contract. 
Arms with these regimental marks should command a premium over unmarked arms.

Whitney M1861 Connecticut Contract Rifle-Musket Derivative 


In 1861 and 1862, Eli Whitney, Jr. entered into two contracts with his home state of Connecticut 
for respectively 6,000 and 8,000 rifle-muskets generally conforming to the U.S. M1861 rifle 
musket. A number of exceptions to the U.S. model, however, were permitted. On the first 
contract, the 40” barrels were in .58 caliber but were made with 7 groove rifling instead of 3 
groove; on the second contract, the arms were made with 3-groove rifling. Nosecaps for both 
contracts were of the U.S. M1855/1861 pattern but were cast in pewter instead of malleable 
iron. An exception was also permitted in the rear sights, which initially were the same 1-1/4” 
long base with pierced single leaf that Whitney had used on his Type IV short Enfield derivative 
rifles, though later the base was changed to conform to the pattern adopted for the U.S. M1861 
rifle-musket but still retaining the single leaf. Lockplates were M1861-style, marked forward of 
the hammer “E. WHITNEY / N. HAVEN” on early production and with an eagle surmounting a 
panoply of flags and trophies over “WHITNEYVILLE” on later production. The barrels bore the 
typical Whitney letter/number code and were adapted to the Enfield pattern socket bayonets 
rather than the U.S. M1855 socket bayonets. Later production occasionally bears the inspection 
letters “G.W.Q. 
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Whitney “High Humpback” Lockplate M1861 Rifle-Musket Derivative 


With the completion of his Connecticut contracts, Whitney combined the excess parts from its 
production with some of the unmilled and unshaved lockplates that he still had on hand from his 
M1855 Rifle Derivatives. The 56”-long rifle-muskets that resulted have 40” barrels in .58 caliber 
with 3-groove rifling and a rear sight that conforms to the U.S. M1861 pattern that Whitney began 
making in 1863. The flat, beveled unmilled lockplates bear the two line stamp “E. WHITNEY / 

N. HAVEN” that Whitney had used on his M1855 rifle-musket derivative and on the early M1861 
Connecticut contract rifle-muskets, but showing considerable wear, to the extent that the 

second line is often incomplete or missing entirely. Photograph evidence indicates that the 21st 
Connecticut Infantry received some of these rifle- muskets. They are often mistaken as a southern 
purchase, which artificially raises the asking prices. 
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Whitney “Manton” M1861 Rifle-Musket Derivative 


In order to dispose of some of his inferior arms from the second Connecticut state contract, 
Whitney assembled at least 1,300 bearing a fictitious Old English lock stamp “Manton” forward of 
the hammer and the date “1862” on its tail. In most respects this arm resembled the U.S. M1861 
rifle musket, complete with 3-groove rifling in its .58-caliber, 40” barrel with typical Whitney 
letter/number code near the muzzle (and often also marked “G.W.Q. on its left flat). Nosecaps, 

in typical Whitney style, were case from pewter instead of being formed from malleable iron. The 
rear sight closely follows the M1861 pattern but lacks the step on its side walls since it utilized a 
simple pierced leaf instead of the compound double leaf of the M1861 rifle-musket. These arms 
were disposed of in the New York City market after the 1863 Draft Riot and issued to the New 
York National Guard. 
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Whitney “Direct Vent” M1861 Rifle-Musket Derivatives 


In his continued efforts to dispose of surplus and rejected parts from his Connecticut and federal 
contracts, Whitney devised in 1863 a rifle-musket generally conforming to the M1861 rifle-musket 
except in two notable features. The bolster, instead of projecting considerably away from the 
barrel and having a clean-out screw was relatively short and flat faced. The process of making 
this bolster eliminated one production sequence, since it was not possible to drill the hole for the 
cone directly to the barrel. To accommodate the new cone position, the lockplates were made 
flat, without the bevel, and inletted flush with the stock. Lockplates bear the eagle surmounting 
the panoply of flags and trophies over “WHITNEYVILLE” stamp forward of the hammer, and are 
known with “1863” on the tail or without any date. The rear sight is the same as used on the 
“Manton” rifle-musket derivative. Arms with barrels than 40”, 39”, and 30” exist, all in .58 caliber 
with 3-groove rifling; however, the shortest of these may be post-war modifications for cadet use. 
Quantities made are not known, but surviving examples suggest limited production, probably to 
use faulty parts from the 1863 federal contract. 
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Whitney U.S. M1861 Contract Rifle-Musket 


In October of 1863, Whitney secured a contract with the U.S. War Department to produce 15,000 
U.S. M1861 rifle-muskets. The arms manufactured under this contract conform in all respects to 
the Springfield Model adopted in 1861. The 40” barrel is in .58 caliber and rifled with 3 grooves; 
its rear sight conforms to the two-leaf model with stepped side walls. Nosecap is M1861 style 
and made of malleable iron. Socket bayonets furnished with them conform to the U.S. M1855/ 
M1861 pattern. Marks include “US” on buttplate and standard inspection marks on barrel 

and stock. Lockplate marked with eagle surmounting letters “US” forward of the hammer and 
“WHITNEYVILLE” on the forward projection of the plate; date, “1863” or “1864” stamped on tail 
of the plate. 
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Whitney U.S. Navy Contract Rifle 


In July of 1861, Whitney entered a contact with the U.S. Navy to produce 10,000 rifles of the 
“Plymouth Pattern.” So called after the U.S. Navy warship whereupon the first Harpers Ferry 

trial rifles had been developed, the new Navy rifle borrowed many of its characteristics from 

the French M1846 “carbine a tige.” Overall length was 50” with a 34”-long barrel bearing a 
saber bayonet lug with guide extending nearly to the muzzle on its right side. The bore was .69 
caliber, rifled with three broad lands and grooves. The rear sight copied the French M1846 and 
M1859 styles, i.e. it has an elevating ladder but no sidewalls. On early production the sights are 
serially numbered to the rifle’s serial number (appearing on the breech plug tang). Barrels bear 
the standard U.S. inspection marks on the left quarter flat and the production date (“1863” or 
“1864” ) on the top of the barrel near the breech. Two lock markings have been encountered. 
The earlier production uses flat beveled plate marked with the date “1863” on its tail and an 
eagle surmounting a panoply of flags and trophies over the name “WHITNEYVILLE.” In later 
(after serial no. 3,000) the lock’s tail is marked “1864” and the stamping forward of the hammer 
matches that on the U.S. M1861 Whitney contract rifle-muskets, i.e. a small eagle over “U S” and 
“WHITNEYVILLE” in the forward projection of the plate. Inspector’s initials (F.C.W.) appear on the 
barrel and in a cartouche on the stock. 
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The Whitney Arms Company, 1865-1888 


With the close of the American Civil War, Eli Whitney, Jr. again turned his eyes to the manufacture 
of inexpensive arms from parts remaining on hand from his Civil War contracts. Extra barrels 
were turned into inexpensive muzzleloading shotguns, and a few breechloading designs were 
toyed with. Following Remington’s example, Whitney soon realized that a substantial profit could 
be made in the production of single-shot martial arms for foreign governments. The result was a 
series of breechloading arms that copied many salient features of the Remington line, including 

a direct copy after the expiration of the Remington patent for the “rolling block” mechanism. Not 
until the late 1870s did Whitney acquire the rights to several patents that led to the production 

of a lever-action repeating rifle. During the post-war period, revolver production, which had 
begun with evasions of Colt’s patents in the decade prior to the Civil War, mushroomed with the 
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production of small spur-trigger rimfire cartridge revolvers. Despite the variety of arms produced, 
by 1883 Whitney was considering the sale of his company. Business reverses over the next five 
years necessitated the sale of the firm to Winchester in 1888. Primarily interested securing in the 
patent rights for Whitney’s lever-action series of rifles, Winchester closed the plant and moved its 
machinery to New Haven. After 90 years of production, the Whitneyville Armory ceased to exist. 


Single Barreled Percussion Shotgun 
This firearm was manufactured by Whitney out of surplus .58 caliber rifle barrels that were 
opened up and converted to smoothbore .60-caliber shotgun barrels. They are offered in lengths 
of 28” to 36” and are marked “Whitney Arms Co., Whitneyville, Conn. Homogeneous Wrought 
Steel.” The finish is blued, with varnished walnut stocks that are crudely checkered. There were 
approximately 2,000 manufactured between 1866 and 1869. These guns are rarely encountered 
on today’s market. 
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Double-Barreled Percussion Shotgun 
The specifications for this version are similar to that of the single barrel except that there are two 
side-by-side barrels with double locks and hammers and double triggers. They are slightly more 
common than the single barreled version.

Swing-Breech Carbine 
This is a single-shot breechloading carbine chambered for the .46-caliber rimfire cartridge. It has 
a 22” round barrel with a button-released breechblock that swings to the side for loading. The 
finish is blued, with a walnut stock. There were fewer than 50 manufactured in 1866. 
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Whitney-Cochran Carbine 
This is a single-shot breechloading carbine chambered for the .44 rimfire cartridge. It has 
a 28” round barrel with a lever-activated breechblock that raises upward for loading. It was 
manufactured under license from J.W. Cochran. The finish is blued, with a walnut stock. There is 
a saddle ring on the left side of the frame. It is marked “Whitney Arms Co. - Whitneyville, Conn.” 
This gun was produced for the 1867 Government Carbine Trials. There were fewer than 50 
manufactured in 1866 and 1867. 
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Excelsior 
This is a single-shot rifle chambered for the .38, .44, or .50 rimfire cartridges. It is found 
with various-length octagonal or round barrels. The finish is blued, with a walnut stock and 
forearm held on by one barrel band. The breechblock pivots downward for loading. There is 
a center-mounted hammer. It is marked “Whitney Arms Co. Whitneyville Conn.” The shorter 
barreled carbine versions have a saddle ring on the frame. There were approximately 200 
manufactured between 1866 and 1870.

Whitney-Howard Lever Action (Thunderbolt) 
This is a single-shot breechloader that is chambered for the .44 rimfire cartridge. It has also been 
noted as a shotgun chambered for 20 gauge smoothbore with barrels from 30” to 40” in length. 
The rifle version has barrel lengths from 22” to 28”. The breechblock is opened by means of a 
combination lever and trigger guard. There is also a carbine version with barrel lengths of 18.5” 
or 19”. There were approximately 2,000 manufactured totally between 1866 and 1870.

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Carbine 
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Whitney Phoenix 
There is little known about the origin of this model. It is built on a patent issued to Whitney in 
1874. There are a number of variations that are all marked “Phoenix, Patent May 24, 74.” The 
Whitney name is not marked on any of the versions. They are all single-shot breechloaders with 
a breechblock that lifts to the right side and upward for loading. The barrels are all blued, with 
either case colored or blued receivers and walnut stocks. There were approximately 25,000 total 
manufactured between 1867 and 1881. The models and values are listed. 
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Gallery Rifle 


This version is chambered for the .22 rimfire caliber and has a 24” half-octagonal barrel. Its 
production was quite limited. 
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Shotgun 
This is a smoothbore version chambered for 10, 12, 14, 16, or 22 gauge. It has smoothbore 
barrels between 26” and 32” in length. There were approximately 5,000 manufactured. 
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Military Rifle 

This version is chambered for the .433, .45, or .50 caliber centerfire cartridges. It has a 35” 
round barrel with a full-length, two-piece walnut stock held on by three barrel bands. There were 
approximately 15,000 manufactured. Many were sent to Central or South America. 
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Schuetzen Rifle 

This is a target-shooting version chambered for the .38, .40, or .44 centerfire cartridges. It has 
either a 30” or 32” octagonal barrel with a Schuetzen-type walnut stock and forearm that features 
hand checkering. It has a nickel-plated, Swiss-style buttplate and adjustable sights with a spirit 
level. This model has been noted with double-set triggers. There were few manufactured. 
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Civilian Carbine 


This version is chambered for the .44 caliber centerfire and has a 24” round barrel. The finish 
is blued, with a case colored frame and a walnut stock and forearm held on by one barrel band. 
It has military-type sights, buttplate, and a saddle ring mounted on the frame. There were 
approximately 500 manufactured. 
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Military Carbine 

This version is chambered for the .433, .45, or .50 centerfire cartridges. It has a 20.5” round 
barrel and was manufactured for Central and South America. It is very rarely encountered on 
today’s market. 
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Whitney-Laidley Model I Rolling Block 


Whitney acquired manufacturing rights for this model from the inventors T. Laidley and C.A. 
Emery, who had received the patent in 1866. Whitney immediately started to modify the action 
to become competitive with the Remington Rolling Block. There were approximately 50,000 
manufactured total between 1871 and 1881. There are a number of variations of this model. 
Military Carbine 

There were approximately 5,000 manufactured chambered for the .433, .45, or .50 centerfire 
cartridges. It has a 20.5” round barrel with military-type sights and a saddle ring on the receiver. 
The finish is blued, with a case colored frame and a walnut stock. Most of them were shipped to 
Central or South America. 
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Civilian Carbine 

This version is chambered for .44 rimfire or centerfire and .46 rimfire. It has either an 18.5” or 
19.5” barrel. It is blued, with a case colored frame. The stock is walnut. A nickel-plated version is 
also available. There were approximately 1,000 of this version manufactured. 
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Military Rifle 
This version is chambered the same as the Military Carbine but has either a 32.5” or 35” round 
barrel with a full-length two-piece stock held on by three barrel bands. The finish is blued, with a 


case colored receiver and a walnut stock. There were approximately 30,000 manufactured. Most 
were shipped to Central or South America. 
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Gallery Rifle 
This is a .22 caliber sporting-rifle version with a 24” octagonal barrel. The finish is similar to the 
Military Rifle. There were approximately 500 manufactured.

Sporting Rifle 
This version is chambered for .38, .40, .44, .45, or .50 centerfire, as well as .32, .38, 
or .44 rimfire. It features barrel lengths from 24” to 30” in either round or octagonal 
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configurations. The finish is similar to the Military Rifle, and there were approximately 5,000 
manufactured. 
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Creedmoor No. 1 Rifle 

This version is chambered for the .44 caliber cartridge and has a 32” or 34” barrel that is either 
round or octagonal in configuration. It has a blued finish with case colored frame and a hand 
checkered, select walnut stock and forearm. It features vernier adjustable sights with a spirit 
level. It is marked “Whitney Creedmoor.” There were fewer than 100 manufactured. 
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Creedmoor No. 2 Rifle 
This version is similar to the No. 1 Rifle except that it is chambered for the .40 caliber cartridge 
with either a 30” or 32” barrel. 
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Whitney-Remington Model 2 Rolling Block 
When Remington’s patent for the Rolling Block action expired, Whitney was quick to reproduce 
the action, labeling it his “New Improved System.” It is essentially quite similar to Remington’s 
Rolling Block and is easily recognized when compared with the Model 1 because it has only two 
parts — the hammer and the breechblock. The frame is also rounded. The tang on this model is 
marked “Whitney Arms Company, New Haven Ct USA.” There were approximately 50,000 total 
manufactured between 1881 and 1888. There are a number of variations are listed. 


Shotgun 
This is a smoothbore version chambered for 12, 14, 16, or 20 gauge. It is offered with barrel 
lengths between 26” and 30”. Twenty inch barrels have also been noted. 
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Military Carbine 

This version is chambered for the .433 and .45 centerfire cartridges. It has a 20.5” barrel 
and is blued, with a case colored receiver and walnut stock. There were approximately 5,000 
manufactured. Most were sent to South or Central America.

Civilian Carbine 
This version is chambered for the .44 rimfire or centerfire cartridge with an 18.5” round barrel. 
The finish is similar to the Military Carbine. There were approximately 2,000 manufactured. 
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Military Rifle 

This version is chambered for the .433, .45, or .50 centerfire cartridge. It has a 32.5” or 
35” barrel. It is finished similarly to the Military Carbine. There were approximately 39,000 
manufactured. 
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No. 1 Sporting Rifle 

This version is chambered for various popular sporting cartridges and is offered with barrel 
lengths from 26” to 30”, either round or octagonal in configuration. The finish is blued, with 
a case colored receiver and a varnished walnut stock. There were many options available 
that could radically affect the value, and a qualified appraisal would be advisable. There were 
approximately 3,000 manufactured. 
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No. 2 Sporting Rifle 


This is a smaller version of the No. 1 Rifle, chambered for the .22 rimfire, .32, .38, and .44-40 
centerfire cartridges. Again, a qualified appraisal would be helpful, as many options can affect 
the value.

Whitney-Burgess-Morse Rifle 
This is a lever action repeating rifle chambered for the .45-70 Government cartridge. There 
are three variations. All have a magazine tube mounted beneath the barrel with blued finishes 
and walnut stocks. The barrels are marked “G. W. Morse Patented Oct. 28th 1856.” The 
tang is marked “A. Burgess Patented Jan. 7th, 1873, Patented Oct 19th 1873.” There were 
approximately 3,000 total manufactured between 1878 and 1882. The variations are listed. 


Sporting Rifle 
This version has a 28” octagonal or round barrel. The magazine tube holds 9 rounds. There 
are a number of options available that can increase the value drastically; and we recommend 
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competent, individual appraisal. Value given is for a standard model.

Military Rifle 

This version has a 33” round barrel with a full-length forearm held on by two barrel bands. It 
features military sights and has an 11-round tubular magazine. It has a bayonet lug and sling 
swivels. This variation is also found chambered for the .43 Spanish and .42 Russian cartridges. 
There were approximately 1,000 manufactured.

Carbine 

This version has a 22” round barrel with a full-length forearm held on by one barrel band. It has 
a 7-round tubular magazine and a saddle ring attached to the frame. There were approximately 
500 manufactured.

Whitney-Kennedy Rifle 


This is a lever action repeating rifle that was manufactured in two sizes. It has a magazine tube 
mounted under the barrel and a blued finish with a case colored lever. The stock is walnut. The 
barrel is marked “Whitney Arms Co New Haven, Conn. U.S.A.” Occasionally, the word “Kennedy” 
is marked after the Whitney name. There are two major variations. One features a standard-type 
action lever; and the other, the same “S” -shaped lever that is found on the Burgess model. This 
version would be worth approximately 10 percent additional. As with many of the rifles of this era, 
there were many options available that will affect the values. We strongly recommend securing 

a qualified appraisal for all but the standard models if a transaction is contemplated. There were 
approximately 15,000 manufactured between 1879 and 1886. The variations of the Whitney- 
Kennedy and their values are listed. 


Small Frame Sporting Rifle 

This version is chambered for the .32-20, .38-40, and the .40-40 cartridges. It has a 24” barrel 
that is either round or octagonal in configuration. Examples will be noted with either a full-length 
or half-length tubular magazine.

Large Frame Sporting Rifle

This is an unusual revolver that is chambered for .28 caliber percussion. It has a manually 
rotated, 6-shot hooded cylinder that has etched decorations. The octagonal barrel is offered 
in lengths of 3” to 6”. There is a button at the back of the frame that unlocks the cylinder so 
that it can be rotated. The finish is blued, with a brass frame and two-piece rounded walnut 
grips. It is marked “E. Whitney N. Haven Ct.” There were approximately 200 manufactured 
between 1850 and 1853.

Two Trigger Pocket Revolver 


This is a conventional-appearing pocket revolver with a manually rotated cylinder. There is a 
second trigger located in front of the conventional trigger guard that releases the cylinder so 
that it can be turned. It is chambered for .32 caliber percussion and has an octagonal barrel 
from 3” to 6” in length.

Prices given here are for, the most part, standard guns without optional features that were so 
often furnished by the factory. These optional or extra-cost features are too numerous to list and 
can affect price of shotgun or rifle to an enormous degree. In some cases, these options are one 
of a kind. Collectors and those interested in Winchester firearms have the benefit of some original 
factory records. These records are now stored in Cody Firearms Museum, Buffalo Bill Historical 
Center, P.O. Box 1000, Cody, Wyoming (307) 587-4771. For a $25 fee, museum will provide factory 
letters containing original specifications of certain Winchester models using original factory records. 
CAUTION: Buyers should confirm by Cody letter any special-order feature on any Winchester within 
the Cody record range before paying a premium for a scarce feature. 


Hunt Repeating Rifle 


Walter Hunt described his repeating rifle as the Volition Repeater. Hunt was granted U.S. 
patent number 6663 in August 1849 for his repeating rifle that was to pave the way for future 
generations of Winchester repeating rifles. Hunt’s rifle design was unique and innovative 
as was his patent number 5701 for a conical lead bullet that was to be fired in his rifle. 
This ingenious bullet had a hole in its base filled with powder and closed by a disc with an 
opening in the middle to expel the ignition from an independent priming source that used 
priming pellets made of fulminate of mercury. The rifle actually worked but only the patent 
model was built; it is now in the Cody Firearms Museum. 

Jennings 
Second in the evolutionary line of Winchester rifles is the Jennings. Made by Robbins & 
Lawrence of Windsor, Vermont, this rifle incorporated the original concept of the Hunt design 
with the additional improvements utilized by Lewis Jennings. The Jennings rifle is important 
not only as a link in the chain of repeating-rifle development but also because it introduced 
Benjamin Henry Tyler to the concept of the tubular magazine lever-action repeating rifle. The 
Jennings rifle was built in three separate and distinct models. While total production of the 
three types was contracted for 5,000 guns, it is probable that only about 1,000 were actually 
produced. 


First Model 
The First Model Jennings was built in a .54 caliber, breech-loading, single-shot configura- 
tion with a ring trigger, oval trigger guard, and 26” barrel. A ramrod was fixed to the under- 
side of the barrel as well. This variation was made from 1850 to 1851.

Second Model 
The Second Model Jennings was produced adopting the improvements made by Hor- 
ace Smith. This Second Model is a breech-loading repeating rifle with an under barrel 
magazine tube and a 26” barrel. The frame is sculpted, unlike the First Model. The ring 
trigger is still present, but the trigger guard was removed as part of the design change. 
The caliber remained a .54, and the rifle was fitted with a 25” barrel. The Second Model 
was produced in 1851 and 1852.

Third Model 
The Third Model represents an attempt by investors to use the remaining parts and 
close out production. The .54 caliber Third Model was a muzzleloading rifle with a 
ramrod mounted under the barrel and a 26-1/2” barrel. The frame was the same as that 
used on the First Model, but the trigger was more of the conventional type. The trigger

guard had a bow in the middle giving this model a distinctive appearance. This variation 
was produced in 1852 and marks the end of the early conceptual period in repeating 
rifle development.

Smith & Wesson Volcanic Firearms 


An interesting connection in the evolution of the lever-action repeating firearm is found in the 
production of a small group of pistols and rifles built in Norwich, Connecticut, by Horace Smith 
and Daniel Wesson under the firm name of Smith & Wesson. The company built two types of 
Volcanic pistols. One was a large-frame model with an 8” barrel and chambered in .41 caliber. 
About 500 of these large frames were produced. The other pistol was a small-frame version 
with a 4” barrel chambered in .31 caliber. Slightly more of these small-frame pistols were 

built, about 700, than the large-frame version. In both variations the barrel, magazine, and 
frame were blued. Smith & Wesson also produced a lever-action repeating rifle. These rifles 
are exceedingly rare with fewer than 10 having been built. They were chambered for the .528 
caliber and were fitted with 23” barrels. Because of the small number of rifles built, no value is

Volcanic Firearms (Volcanic Repeating Arms Company) 


With the incorporation of the Volcanic Repeating Arms Company, a new and important individual 
was introduced who would have an impact on the American arms industry for the next 100 years: 
Oliver F. Winchester. This new company introduced the Volcanic pistol using the improvements 
made by Horace Smith and Daniel Wesson. Volcanic firearms are marked on the barrel, “THE 
VOLCANIC REPEATING ARMS CO. PATENT NEW HAVEN, CONN. FEB. 14, 1854.” The Volcanic 
was offered as a .38 caliber breechloading tubular magazine repeater with blued barrel and 
bronze frame. These pistols were available in three barrel lengths.

Volcanic Firearms (New Haven Arms Company) 


In 1857 the New Haven Arms Company was formed to continue the production of the former 
Volcanic Repeating Arms Company. Volcanic firearms continued to be built but were now marked 
on the barrel, “NEW HAVEN, CONN. PATENT FEB. 14, 1854.” The Volcanic pistols produced by 
the New Haven Arms Company were built in .30 caliber and used the same basic frame as the 
original Volcanic. These pistols were produced in 3-1/2” and 6” barrel lengths.

New Haven Arms introduced, for the first time, a Volcanic rifle that featured a full-length slotted 
magazine tube with a spring-activated thumbpiece follower that moved along the entire length 
of the magazine tube.

With development of B. Tyler Henry’s improvements in metallic rimfire cartridge and his additional 
improvements in Volcanic frame, direct predecessor to Winchester lever-action repeater was 

born. New cartridge was .44 caliber rimfire. Henry rifle featured 24” octagon barrel with tubular 
magazine holding 15 shells. Rifle had no forearm. Furnished with walnut buttstock with two styles 
of buttplates: early rounded heel crescent shape seen on guns produced from 1860 to 1862; later 
sharper heel crescent butt found on guns built from 1863 to 1866. Early models produced from 
1860 to 1861 were fitted with an iron frame; later models built from 1861 to 1866 were fitted with 
brass frames. About 14,000 Henry rifles were made during entire production period; only about 300 
were iron frame rifles.

Martially Inspected Henry Rifles 


Beginning in 1863, Federal Government ordered 1,730 Henry Rifles for use in Civil War. Most 
of these government-inspected rifles fall into serial number range 3000 to 4000, while balance 
are close to this serial-number range. They are marked “C.G.C.” for Charles G. Chapman, 
government inspector. These Henry rifles were used under actual combat conditions and for 
that reason it is doubtful there are any rifles that would fall into excellent condition category. 
Therefore, no price is given. NOTE: There are many counterfeit examples of these rifles. It is 
strongly advised that an expert in this field be consulted prior to sale.

Winchester’s Improvement Carbine 


Overall length 43-1/2”; barrel length 24”; caliber .44 rimfire. Walnut stock with a brass 
buttplate; the receiver and magazine cover/fore-end of brass; the barrel and magazine tube 
blued.

Model 1866 


In 1866, New Haven Arms Company changed its name to Winchester Repeating Arms Company. 
First firearm to be built under Winchester name was Model 1866. This first Winchester was a 
much-improved version of Henry. New magazine tube, developed by Nelson King Winchester’s 
plant superintendent, was a vast improvement over slotted magazine tube used on Henry and its 
predecessor. Old tube allowed dirt to enter through slots and was weakened because of it. King’s 
patent, assigned to Winchester, featured a solid tube that was much stronger and reliable. His 
patent also dealt with an improved loading system for the rifle. Rifle now featured loading port on 
right side of receiver with spring-loaded cover. Frame continued to be made from brass. Model 
1866 was chambered for .44 caliber Flat Rimfire or .44 caliber Pointed Rimfire. Both cartridges 
could be used interchangeably. 


Barrel on Model 1866 marked with two different markings. First, which is seen on early guns up 
to serial number 23000 reads, “HENRY’S PATENT-OCT. 16, 1860 KING’S PATENT-MARCH 29, 
1866”. Second marking reads, “WINCHESTER’S-REPEATING-ARMS.NEW HAVEN, CT. KING’S- 
IMPROVEMENT-PATENTED MARCH 29, 1866 OCTOBER 16, 1860”. There are three basic 
variations of Model 1866: 

1. Sporting Rifle round or octagon barrel. Approximately 28,000 produced. 

2. Carbine round barrel. Approximately 127,000 produced. 

3. Musket round barrel. Approximately 14,000 produced. 


Rifle and musket held 17 cartridges; carbine capacity of 13 cartridges. Unlike Henry, Model 
1866s were fitted with walnut forearm. Model 1866 discontinued in 1898 with approximately 
170,000 guns produced. Model 1866 sold in various special order configurations such as: barrels 
longer or shorter than standard, including engraved guns. Prices listed represent only standard- 
model 1866s.

Model 1873 


This Winchester rifle was one of the most popular lever-actions the company ever produced. This 
is the “gun that won the West” and with good reason. It was chambered for the more powerful 
centerfire cartridge, the .44-40. Compared to the .44 Henry, this cartridge was twice as good. 
With the introduction of the single-action Colt pistol in 1878, chambered for the same cartridge, 
the individual had the convenience of a pistol for protection and the accuracy of the Winchester 
for food and protection. The .44-40 was the standard cartridge for the Model 1873. Three 
additional cartridges were offered but were not as popular as the .44. The .38-40 was first offered 
in 1879 and the .32-20 was introduced in 1882. In 1884 the Model 1873 was offered in .22 caliber 
rimfire with a few special order guns built in .22 extra long rimfire. Approximately 19,552 .22 
caliber Model 1873s were produced. 


Early model 1873s were fitted with an iron receiver until 1884, when a steel receiver was 

introduced. The Model 1873 was offered in three styles: 

1. Sporting Rifle, 24” round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. Equipped standard with a crescent 
iron buttplate, straight-grip stock and capped forearm. 

2. Carbine, 20” round barrel. Furnished standard with a rounded iron buttplate, straight-grip 
stock, and carbine style fore-end fastened to the barrel with a single barrel band. 

3. Musket, 30” round barrel. Standard musket is furnished with a nearly full-length forearm 
fastened to the barrel with three barrel bands. The buttstock has a rounded buttplate. 


The upper tang was marked with the model designation and the serial number was stamped 
on the lower tang. Caliber stampings on the Model 1873 are found on the bottom of the frame 
and on the breech end of the barrel. Winchester discontinued the Model 1873 in 1919, after 
producing about 720,000 guns.The Winchester Model 1873 was offered with a large number of 
extra-cost options that greatly affect the value of the gun. For example, Winchester built two 
sets of special Model 1873s: the 1-of-100 and the 1-of-1000. Winchester sold only eight 1-of- 
100 Model 1873s, and 136 of the 1-of-1000 guns that were built. In recent years some of these 
special guns were sold at auction and brought prices well in excess of $100,000. 


First Model Rifle 
The primary difference between the various styles of the Model 1873 is found in the ap- 
pearance and construction of the dust cover. The First Model has a dust cover held in place 
with grooved guides on either side. A checkered oval finger grip is found on top of the dust 
cover. The latch that holds the lever firmly in place is anchored into the lower tang with visible 
threads. On later First Models, these threads are not visible. First Models appear from serial 
number 1 to about 31000.

Model 1873 .22 Rimfire Rifle 
Winchester’s first .22 caliber rifle and the first .22 caliber repeating rifle made in America was 
introduced in 1884 and discontinued in 1904. Its drawback was the small caliber. The general 
preference during this period of time was for the larger-caliber rifles. Winchester sold a little more 
than 19,000 .22 caliber Model 1873s.

Model 1876 

Winchester’s Model 1876, sometimes referred to as the Centennial Model, was the 

company’s response to the public’s demand for a repeater rifle capable of handling larger 

and more potent calibers. Many single-shot rifles were available at this time to shoot more 
powerful cartridges, and Winchester redesigned the earlier Model 1873 to answer this need. 

The principal changes made to the Model 1873 were a larger and stronger receiver to handle 

more powerful cartridges. Both the carbine and the musket had their forearms extended to 

cover the full length of the magazine tube. The carbine barrel was increased in length from 

20” to 22”, and the musket barrel length was increased from 30 to 32”. The Model 1876 was 

the first Winchester to be offered with a pistol-grip stock on its special Sporting Rifle. The 

Model 1876 was available in these calibers: .45-77 W.C.F., .50-95 Express, .45-60 W.C.F., 

-40-60 W.C.F. The Model 1876 was offered in four different styles: 

1. Sporting Rifle, 28” round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. This rifle was fitted with a 
straight-grip stock with a crescent iron buttplate. A special sporting rifle was offered with a 
pistol-grip stock. 

2. Express Rifle, 26” round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. The same sporting rifle stock was 
used. 

3. Carbine, 22” round barrel with full-length forearm secured by one barrel band and straight 
grip stock. 

4. Musket, 32” round barrel with full-length forearm secured by one barrel band and straight 
grip stock. Stamped on the barrel is the Winchester address with King’s patent date. The 
caliber marking is stamped on bottom of the receiver near the magazine tube and the 
breech end of the barrel. Winchester also furnished the Model 1876 in 1-of-100 and 1-of- 
1000 special guns. Only eight 1-of-100 1876s were built and 54 1-of-1000 76s were built. As 
with their Model 1873 counterparts, these rare guns often sell in the $75,000 range or more. 
Approximately 64,000 Model 1876s were built by Winchester between 1876 and 1897. As 
with other Winchesters, the prices given are for standard guns.

Winchester Hotchkiss Bolt-Action Rifle 


This model is also known as the Hotchkiss Magazine Gun or the Model 1883. This rifle was 

designed by Benjamin Hotchkiss in 1876, and Winchester acquired the manufacturing rights 

to the rifle in 1877. In 1879 the first guns were delivered for sale. The Hotchkiss rifle was 

a bolt-action firearm designed for military and sporting use. It was the first bolt-action rifle 

made by Winchester. The rifle was furnished in .45-70 Government, and although the 1884 

Winchester catalog lists a .40-65 Hotchkiss as being available, no evidence exists that such 

a chamber was ever actually furnished. The Model 1883 was available in three different 

styles: 

1. Sporting Rifle, 26” round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel fitted with a rifle-type stock that 
included a modified pistol grip or straight-grip stock. 

2. Carbine, 24” round or 22-1/2” round barrel with military-style straight-grip stock. 

3. Musket, 32” or 28” round barrel with almost full-length military-style straight-grip stock. 
Winchester produced the Model 1883 until 1899, having built about 85,000 guns.

The 
sporting rifle remains unchanged from the First Model with the above exceptions. The 
carbine has a 22-1/2” round barrel with a nickeled forearm cap. The musket now has a 
28” barrel. Serial number range for the Second Model runs from 6420 to 22521.

Model 1885 (Single-Shot) 


The Model 1885 marks an important development between Winchester and John M. Browning. 
The Single-shot rifle was the first of many Browning patents that Winchester would purchase 
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and provided the company with the opportunity to diversify its firearms line. The Model 1885 was 
the first single-shot rifle built by Winchester. The company offered more calibers in this model 
than any other. A total of 45 centerfire calibers were offered from the .22 extra long to the 50-110 
express, as well as 14 rimfire caliber from .22 B.B. cap to the .44 flat Henry. Numerous barrel 
lengths, shapes and weights were available as were stock configurations, sights, and finishes. 
These rifles were also available in solid frame and takedown styles. One could almost argue that 
each of the 139,725 Model 1885s built are unique. Many collectors of Winchester Single-Shot 
specialize in nothing else. For this reason it is difficult to provide pricing that will cover most of 
the Model 1885s that the collector will encounter. However the prices given here are for standard 
guns in standard configurations. 


The Model 1885 was offered in two basic frame types: 

A. The High Wall was the first frame type produced and is so called because the frame covers 
the breech and hammer except for the hammer spur. 

B. The breech and hammer are visible on the Low Wall frame with its low sides. This frame type 
was first introduced around the 5000 serial number range. 


Both the High Wall and the Low Wall were available in two type frame profiles; the Thickside 
and the Thinside. The Thickside frame has flat sides that do not widen out to meet the stock. 
The Thickside is more common on the low wall rifle and rare on the High Walls.The Thinside 
frame has shallow milled sides that widen out to meet the stock. Thinside frames are 
common on High Wall guns and rare on Low Wall rifles. 

1. The standard High Wall rifle was available with octagon or round barrel with length determined 
by caliber. The buttstock and forearm were plain walnut with crescent buttplate and blued 
frame. 

2. The standard Low Wall featured a round or octagon barrel with length determined by caliber 
and plain walnut stock and forearm with crescent buttplate. 

3. The High Wall musket most often had a 26” round barrel chambered for the .22 caliber 
cartridge. Larger calibers were available as were different barrel lengths. The High Wall Musket 
featured an almost full length forearm fastened to the barrel with a single barrel band and 
rounded buttplate. 

4. The Low Wall musket is most often referred to as the Winder Musket named after the 
distinguished marksman, Colonel C.B. Winder. This model features a Lyman receiver sight and 
was made in .22 caliber. 

5. The High Wall Schuetzen rifle was designed for serious target shooting and was available with 
numerous extras including a 30” octagon barrel and medium weight without rear sight seat; 
fancy walnut checkered pistol grip Schuetzen-style buttplate; checkered forearm; double set 
triggers; spur finger lever, and adjustable palm rest. 

6. The Low Wall carbine was available in 15”, 16”, 18”, and 20” round barrels. The carbine 
featured a saddle ring on the left side of the frame and a rounded buttplate. 

7. The Model 1885 was also available in a High Wall shotgun in 20 gauge with 26” round barrel 
and straight grip stock with shotgun style rubber buttplate. The Model 1885 was manufactured 
between 1885 and 1920 with a total production of about 140,000 guns. 


CALIBER NOTE: As stated above it is difficult to provide pricing on specific rifles, especially 
calibers, because of the wide range of variables. However, the collector may find it useful to 
know that the most common rimfire calibers were the .22 Short, .22 WCF, and .22 Long, in 
that order, with the .22 Long Rifle a distant fourth. The most common centerfire chambers 
were the .32 WCF and the .32-40. Other popular centerfire calibers were the .38-55, .25- 
20, .44 WCF, .32 Long WCF, and the .45-70. There were a number of chamberings that are 
extremely rare (one of each built). It is strongly recommended that research is done prior to

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Model 1886 


Based on a John Browning patent, the Model 1886 was one of the finest and strongest lever- 
actions ever utilized in a Winchester rifle. Winchester introduced the Model 1886 in order to take 
advantage of the more powerful centerfire cartridges of the time. 


Model 1886 Rifles and carbines were furnished with black, walnut stocks, case hardened 
frames, and blued barrels and magazine tubes. In 1901 Winchester discontinued the use of 
case hardened frames on all its rifles and used blued frames instead. For this reason, case 
hardened Model 1886 rifles will bring a premium. Winchester provided a large selection of extra 
cost options on the Model 1886, and for rifles with these options, a separate evaluation should 
be made by a reliable source. The Model 1886 was produced from 1886 to 1935 with about 
160,000 in production. 


The rifle was available in 10 different chambers: 


.45-70 U.S. Government .50-110 Express

The most popular caliber was the .45-70 Government. Prices of the Model 1886 are influenced 

by caliber, with the larger calibers bringing a premium. The 1886 was available in several different 

configurations. 

1. Sporting Rifle, 26”, round, octagon and half-octagon barrel, full or half magazine and 
straight-grip stockwith plain forearm. 

2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, 26” round or octagon barrel, half or full magazine and fancy checkered 
walnut pistol-grip with checkered forearm. 

3. Takedown Rifle, 24” round barrel, full or half magazine with straight-grip stock fitted with 
shotgun rubber buttplate and plain forearm. 

4. Extra Lightweight Takedown Rifle, 22” round barrel, full or half magazine with straight-grip 
stock fitted with shotgun rubber buttplate and plain forearm. 

5. Extra Lightweight Rifle, 22” round barrel, full or half magazine with straight-grip stock fitted 
with a shotgun rubber buttplate and plain forearm. 

6. Carbine, 22” round barrel, full or half magazine with straight-grip stock and plain forearm. 

7. Musket, 30” round barrel, musket-style forearm with one barrel band. Military-style sights. 

About 350 Model 1886 Muskets were produced.

Model 71 


When Winchester dropped the Model 1886 from its line in 1935, the company replaced its large- 
bore lever-action rifle with the Model 71 chambered for the .348 caliber. The Model 71 is similar in 
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appearance to the Model 1886 with some internal parts strengthened to handle the powerful .348 

cartridge. The rifle was available in three basic configurations: 

1. Standard Rifle, 24” round barrel, 3/4 magazine, plain walnut pistol-grip stock and semi- 
beavertail forearm. 

2. Standard Rifle (Carbine), 20” round barrel, 3/4 magazine, plain walnut pistol-grip stock and 
semi-beavertail forearm. 

3. Deluxe Rifle, 24” round barrel, 3/4 magazine, checkered walnut pistol-grip stock and 
checkered semi-beavertail forearm. The frames and barrels were blued on all models of this 
rifle. 

4. Deluxe Rifle (Carbine), 20” round barrel, 3/4 magazine, checkered walnut pistol-grip stock 
and checkered semi-beavertail forearm. The frames and barrels were blued on all models of 
this rifle. 

The Model 71 was produced from 1935 to 1957, with about 47,000 built.

Model 1892 


The Model 1892 was an updated successor to the Model 1873 using a scaled down version of the 

Model 1886 action. The rifle was chambered for the popular smaller cartridges of the day, namely 

the .25-20, .32-20, .38-40, .44-40, and the rare .218 Bee. The rifle was available in several different 

configurations. 

1. Sporting Rifle, solid frame or takedown (worth an extra premium of about 20 percent), 24” 
round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel with 1/2, 3/3 or full magazines. plain straight-grip 
walnut stock with capped forearm. 

2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, solid frame or takedown (worth an extra premium of about 20 
percent), 24” round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel with 1/2, 3/3 or full magazines. 
Checkered walnut pistol-grip walnut stock with checkered capped forearm. 

3. Carbine, 20” round barrel, full or half magazine, plain walnut straight-grip stock with one 
barrel band forearm. Carbines were offered only with solid frames. 

4. Trapper’s Carbine, 18”, 16”, 15”, or 14” round barrel with the same dimensions of standard 
carbine. Federal law prohibits the possession of rifles with barrel lengths shorter then 16”. 
The Model 1892 Trapper’s Carbine can be exempted from this law as a curio and relic with 
federal permit providing the trapper is an original trapper and left the factory with the short 
trapper barrel. 

5. Musket, 30” round barrel with full magazine. Almost full length forearm held by two barrel 
bands. Buttstock is plain walnut with straight grip. 


The Model 1892 was built between 1892 and 1932 with slightly more than 1 million sold. The 
Model 1892 carbine continued to be offered for sale until 1941.

Based on a John M. Browning patent, the Model 1894 was the most successful centerfire rifle 
Winchester ever produced. This model is still in production, and the values given here reflect 

those rifles produced before 1964, or around serial number 2550000. The Model 1894 was the 
first Winchester developed especially for the smokeless powder and was chambered for these 
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cartridges: .32-40, .38-55, .25-35 Winchester, .30-30 Winchester, and the .32 Winchester Special. 

The rifle was available in several different configurations: 

1. Sporting Rifle, 26” round, octagon or half-octagon barrel, in slid frame or takedown. Full, 

2/3, or 1/2 magazines were available. Plain walnut straight or pistol-grip stock with crescent 
buttplate and plain capped forearm. 

2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, 26” round, octagon or half-octagon barrel, in slid frame or takedown. 
Full, 2/3, or 1/2 magazines were available. Fancy walnut checkered straight or pistol-grip stock 
with crescent buttplate and checkered fancy capped forearm. 

3. Extra Lightweight Rifle, 22” or 26” round barrel with half magazine. plain walnut straight-grip 
stock with shotgun buttplate and plain capped forearm. 

4. Carbine, 20” round barrel, plain walnut straight-grip stock with carbine style buttplate. 
Forearm was plain walnut uncapped with one barrel band. Carbines were available with solid 
frame only. Carbines made prior to 1925 were fitted with a saddle ring on the left side of the 
receiver and worth a premium over carbines without a saddle ring. 

5. Trappers Carbine, 18”, 16”, 15”, or 14”. Buttstock, forearm, and saddle ring specifications 
same as standard carbine. All Model 1894s were furnished with blued frames and barrels, 
although case hardened frames were available as an extra-cost option. Case colored Model 
1894s are rare and worth a considerable premium, perhaps as much as 1,000 percent. Guns 
with extra-cost options should be evaluated by an expert to determine proper value. Between 
1894 and 1963, approximately 2,550,000 Model 1984s were sold. 


NOTE: Antique Winchester Model 1894s (pre-1898 manufacture) will bring a premium of 10 
percent. First year production guns, October 1894 to December 1894, documented by the Cody 
Museum will command a 100 percent premium.

Model 1895 


The Model 1895 was the first nondetachable box magazine rifle offered by Winchester. Built on a 
John M. Browning patent, this rifle was introduced by Winchester to meet the demand for a rifle 
that could handle the new high-power, smokeless hunting cartridges of the period. The Model 
1895 was available in these calibers: .30-40 Krag, .38-72 Winchester, .40-72 Winchester, .303 
British, .35 Winchester, .405 Government, 7.62 Russian, .30-03, and .30-06. The rifle gained fame 
as a favorite hunting rifle of Theodore Roosevelt. Because of its box magazine, the Model 1895 
has a distinctive look like no other Winchester lever-action rifle. The rifle was available in several 
different configurations: 

1. Sporting Rifle, 28” or 24” (depending on caliber) round barrel, plain walnut straight-grip stock 
with plain fore-end. The first 5,000 rifles were manufactured with flat-sided receivers, and the 
balance of production were built with the receiver sides contoured. After serial-number 60000, 
a takedown version was available. 

2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, 28” round barrel, fancy walnut checkered straight-grip stock and fancy 
walnut checkered forearm. Rifles with serial numbers below 5000 had flat sided frames. 

3. Carbine, 22” round barrel, plain walnut straight-grip stock with military-style hand guard 
forend. Some carbines are furnished with saddle rings on left side of receiver. 

4. Musket: 

A. Standard Musket, 28” round, plain walnut straight-grip 
stock with musket style fore-end with two barrel bands. 

B. U.S. Army N.R.A. Musket, 30” round barrel, Model 1901 
Krag-Jorgensen rear sight. Stock similar to the standard 
musket. This musket could be used for “Any Military Arm” 
matches under the rules of the National Rifle Association. 

C. N.R.A. Musket, Models 1903 and 1906, 24” round barrel 
with special buttplate. Also eligible for all matches under 
“Any Military Arm” sponsored by the NRA. This musket 
was fitted with the same stock as listed above. 

D. U.S. Army Musket, 28” round barrel chambered for the 
.30-40 Krag. Came equipped with or without knife bayonet. 
These muskets were furnished to the U.S. Army for use 
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during the Spanish-American War and are “US” marked on 
the receiver. 

E. Russian Musket, similar to standard musket but fitted 
with clip guides in the top of the receiver and with bayonet. 
Approximately 294,000 Model 1895 Muskets were sold to 
the Imperial Russian Government between 1915 and 1916. 
The first 15,000 Russian Muskets had 8” knife bayonets, 
and the rest were fitted with 16” bayonets.

Breechloading Double-Barrel Shotgun 


Winchester imported an English-made shotgun sold under the Winchester name between 1879 
and 1884. The gun was available in 10 and 12 gauge with 30” or 32” Damascus barrels. It was 
sold in five separate grades referred to as “classes.” The lowest grade was the “D” and the best 
grade was called the “Match Grade.” These were marked on the sidelocks. The center rib was 
stamped “Winchester Repeating Arms Co., New Haven, Connecticut, U.S.A.” Prices shown for 
“D” grade. Add 10 percent for “C” grade; 20 percent for “B” grade; and 30 percent for “A” grade. 
About 10,000 of these guns were imported by Winchester.

Model 1887 Shotgun 


Winchester enjoyed a great deal of success with its imported English shotgun, and the company 
decided to manufacture a shotgun of its own. In 1885 it purchased the patent for a lever-action 
shotgun designed by John M. Browning. By 1887 Winchester had delivered the first model 

1887 in 12 gauge and shortly after offered the gun in 10 gauge. Both gauges were offered with 
30” or 32” Full choked barrels, with the 30” standard on the 12 gauge and 32” standard on the 
10 gauge. A Riot Gun was offered in 1898 both in 10, and 12 gauge with 20” barrels choked 
cylinder. Both variations of the Model 1887 were offered with plain walnut pistol-grip stocks with 
plain fore-end. The frame was case hardened and the barrel blued. Between 1887 and 1901 
Winchester sold approximately 65,000 Model 1887 shotguns.

Model 1897 


The Model 1897 replaced the Model 1893, and while similar to the Model 1893, the new 
model had several improvements such as a stronger frame, chamber made longer to handle 
2.75” shells, frame top was covered to force complete side ejection, the stock was made 
longer and with less drop. The Model 1897 was available in 12 or 16 gauge with the 12 gauge 
offered either in solid or takedown styles and the 16 gauge available in takedown only. The 
Model 1897 was available with barrel lengths of 20”, 26”, 28”, 30” and 32” and in practically 
all choke options from full to cylinder. The shotgun could be ordered in several different 
configurations: 

1. Standard Gun, 12 or 16 gauge, 30” barrel in 12 gauge and 28” barrel in 16 gauge, with plain 
walnut modified pistol-grip stock and grooved slide handle.

8. Trench Gun, same as Riot Gun but fitted with barrel hand guard and bayonet.

Model 1890 


The Model 1890 was the first slide-action rifle ever produced by Winchester. Designed 

by John and Matthew Browning, this rifle was chambered for the .22 Short, Long, and 

Winchester Rimfire cartridges (the WRF cartridge was developed by Winchester specifically 

for the Model 1890) not on an interchangeable basis. In 1919 the .22 LR cartridge was 

offered as well. The rifle was a slide-action top ejecting rifle with an 18” under barrel 
magazine tube. All Model 1890s were furnished standard with plain walnut straight stocks 
with crescent buttplate and 12 groove slide handle. This rifle was one of the company’s 

best selling small caliber firearms and was in worldwide use. The Model 1890 came in three 

separate and distinct variations that greatly affect its value: 

1. First Model, solid frame, 24” octagon barrel, case hardened frame, and fixed rear sight. 
Approximately 15,552 of these First Model guns were produced, and their distinctive feature 
is concealed locking lugs and solid frame. Serial numbered on the lower tang only. Built from 
1890 to 1892. 

2. Second Model, takedown, 24” octagon barrel, case hardened frame, and adjustable rear sight. 
Serial numbered from 15553 to 112970 (on lower tang only) these Second Model guns feature 
the same concealed locking lugs but with the added takedown feature. A Deluxe version was 
offered with fancy walnut checkered straight- or pistol-grip stock and grooved slide handle. 

2A. Second Model (blued frame variation), same as above but with blued frame. Serial numbered 
from 112971 to 325250 (on lower tang until 232328, then also on bottom front end of receiver) 
these blued frame Second Models are much more numerous than the case hardened variety. 
A Deluxe version was offered with fancy walnut checkered straight- or pistol-grip stock and 
grooved slide handle. 

3. Third Model, takedown, 24” octagon barrel, blued frame, adjustable rear sight. Serial 
numbered from 325251 to as high as 853000 (numbered on both the lower tang and bot- 
tom front of receiver) the distinctive feature of the Third Model is the locking cut made on 
the front top of the receiver to allow the breech bolt to lock externally. A Deluxe version was 
offered with fancy walnut checkered stock, straight or pistol grip with grooved slide handle. 
Winchester offered many extra-cost options for this rifle that will greatly affect the value. 
Secure an expert appraisal before proceeding. The Model 1890 was produced from 1890 to 
1932 with approximately 775,000 guns sold.

CALIBER NOTE: As stated above it is difficult to provide pricing on specific rifles, especially 
calibers, because of the wide range of variables.

Model 1906 


In 1906 Winchester decided to offer a lower-cost version of the Model 1890. The Model 1906 
used the same receiver but was fitted with a 20” round barrel and plain gumwood straight-grip 
stock. When the Model 1906 was first introduced, it sold for two-thirds of the price of the Model 
1890. For the first two years the gun was chambered for the .22 Short cartridge only. In 1908 the 
rifle was modified to shoot .22 Short, Long, and LR cartridges interchangeably. This modification 
ensured the Model 1906’s success, and between 1906 and 1932 about 800,000 were sold. 

All Model 1906s were of the takedown variety. The Model 1906 is available in three important 
variations: 

1.22 Short Only, 20” round barrel, straight-grip gumwood stock and smooth slide handle. These 
were built from serial number 1 to around 113000. 2.Standard Model 1906, 20” round barrel, 
straight-grip gumwood stock with 12 groove slide handle. Serial numbered from 113000 to 
852000. 3.Model 1906 Expert, 20” round barrel, pistol-grip gumwood stock with fluted smooth 
slide handle. Expert was available from 1918 to 1924 and was offered in three different finishes 
regular blued finish, half nickel (receiver, guard, and bolt), and full nickel (receiver, guard, bolt, and 
barrel nickeled).

Winchester developed the Model 61 in an attempt to keep pace with its competitors’ 
hammerless .22 rifles. The Model 61 featured a 24” round or octagonal barrel and could 
be ordered by the customer in a variety of configurations. Collector interest in this rifle is 
high because of the fairly large number of variations. The Model 61 is often considered a 
companion to the Winchester Model 12 and Model 42 shotguns. The following is a list of 
chamber and barrel variations found in this model: 

24” round barrel, .22 Short, Long, LR 

24” octagonal barrel, .22 Short only add 150 percent.

Model 62 and 62A 


When the Model 1890 and Model 1906 were dropped from the Winchester product line 

in 1932, the company introduced the Model 62 to take their place. An updated version of 
the earlier slide-action .22 rifles, the Model 62 was fitted with a 23” round barrel and was 
capable of shooting .22 Short, Long and LR cartridges interchangeably. Winchester offered 
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a Gallery version of the Model 62 that was chambered for .22 Short only. Some of these 
Gallery guns have “Winchester” stamped on the left side of the receiver. Winchester Model 
62 Gallery rifles have a triangular loading port on the loading tube that the standard models 
did not have. A change in the breech bolt mechanism brought about a change in the name 
designation from Model 62 to Model 62A. This occurred around serial number 98000. The 
letter “A” now appears behind the serial number. This model stayed in production until 1958 
and collectors will concede a premium for guns built prior to WWII with small slide handles.

Model 1903 


The first semi-automatic rifle produced by Winchester was designed by T.C. Johnson. This rifle 

was offered in a takedown version only and was available in a 20” round barrel chambered for 

the .22 Winchester Automatic Rimfire. This ammunition is no longer produced and when found 

is very expensive. The tubular magazine is located in the buttstock and holds 10 cartridges. The 

rifle was available in two different configurations:

Model 63 


The Model 63 took the place of the Model 1903 in 1933 in an attempt by Winchester to 
solve the problem of having to use a special .22 caliber cartridge in the gun to operate 

the blowback system. It is a very high quality semi-automatic rifle. Many collectors and 
shooters considered it the best rimfire semi-automatic rifle ever produced.The Model 63 was 
chambered for the .22 LR cartridge and was available in a 20” barrel for the first four years 
or until about serial number 9800. Thereafter, the model was offered with a 23” round barrel 
for the remainder of the production period. The gun was fitted with a plain walnut pistol-grip 
stock and forearm.

Model 52 


One of the finest small-caliber bolt-action rifles ever built, the Model 52 was Winchester’s 
answer to the increased demand for a military-style target rifle following WWI. The Model 52 
was a well-made quality-built bolt-action rifle. The rifle was chambered for the .22 LR cartridge. 
Designed by T.C. Johnson, this rifle was built in several different configurations over its 
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production life: 

1. Model 52 with finger groove in fore-end and one barrel band. Produced from 1920 to 1929.

5. Model 52C Target Rifle, same as above with addition of an easily adjustable vibration-free 
trigger mechanism. Made from 1947 to 1961. 

6. Model 52D Target Rifle, this is a single-shot rifle with free-floating barrel and new design 
stock with adjustable hand-stop channel. 

7. Model 52 Bull Gun, same as target rifle but fitted with extra heavyweight barrel. Made 
from 1939 to 1960. The Bull Barrel measures 1.125” at the receiver juncture while the 
heavyweight measures 1”. Both barrels measure .875” at the muzzle. 

8. Model 52 International Match, a free-style stock with thumb hole and adjustable buttstock 
and fore-end introduced in 1969. International Prone model with no thumb hole or 
adjustable buttplate and fore-end was introduced in 1975. Both discontinued in 1980. 

9. Model 52 Sporter, 24” round barrel, select walnut checkered pistol-grip stock with cheekpiece 
and fore-end with black plastic tip.

The Model 54 was to centerfire cartridges what the Model 52 was to rimfire cartridges. The 
Model 54 was also a quality-made bolt-action rifle with a nondetachable box magazine and 
was chambered for a variety of calibers: .270, .30-06, .30-30, 7mm, 7.65, 9.mm, .250-3000, .22 
Hornet, .220 Swift, and .257 Roberts. This was Winchester’s first bolt-action rifle built for heavy, 
high velocity ammunition. The rifle was available in several different styles: 

1. Standard Rifle, 24” or 20” round barrel (except .220 Swift which was 26”), plain walnut 

checkered pistol-grip stock and fore-end. 

2. Carbine, 20” round barrel, plain walnut pistol-grip stock with finger groove on each side of 
fore-end. 

. Sniper’s Rifle, 26” round heavyweight barrel, plain walnut pistol-grip stock and fore-end. 

. N.R.A. Rifle, 24” round barrel, select walnut checkered pistol-grip stock and fore-end.

Model 70 


Considered by many as the finest bolt-action rifle ever built in the United States, the pre- 
1964 Model 70 is highly sought after by shooters and collectors alike. Its smooth, strong 
action has no peer. It is often referred to as “The Riflemen’s Rifle.” The Model 70 is an 
updated and improved version of the Model 54 and features a hinged floorplate, new speed 
locks, new safety design that does not interfere with telescope, manually releasable bolt 
stop, more attractive buttstock and fore-end, and forged steel trigger guard. Like many 
Winchesters, the Model 70 was available with several extra-cost options that should be 
evaluated by an expert. The values listed are given for pre-1964 Model 70s with serial 
numbers from 1 to 581471. This rifle was available in several different styles: 

1. Standard Grade, 24” round barrel (except 26” round barrel for .220 Swift and .300 H&H 
Magnum—25” round barrel for .375 H&H Magnum after 1937), plain walnut checkered pistol 
stock and fore-end. Built from 1936 to 1963. 

2. Standard Grade Carbine, 20” round barrel, chambered for .22 Hornet, .250-3000, .257

3. Super Grade Rifle, same barrel and calibers as Standard Grade, select walnut checkered 
and capped pistol-grip stock with cheekpiece and checkered fore-end with plastic tip. Built 
from 1936 to 1960. 

4. Featherweight, 22” round barrel chambered for .243, .264, .270, .308, .30-06, and .358. 
Fitted with aluminum trigger guard, aluminum buttplate, and aluminum floor plate. Later 
versions with plastic buttplate. Built from 1952 to 1963. 

5. Featherweight Super Grade, same as above except not chambered for the .358 cartridge, 
but fitted with Super Grade stock. Built from 1952 to 1963. 

6 National Match, same as Standard Grade but fitted with target type stock and telescope 
bases. Chambered for .30-06 only. Discontinued in 1960. 

7. Target, 24” round medium-weight barrel with same stock as National Match in .243 and .30- 
06 calibers. Discontinued in 1963. 

8. Varmint, 26” round heavy barrel, with heavier varmint stock, chambered for .243 and the rare 
.220 Swift. Built from 1956 to 1963. 

9. Westerner, 26” round barrel with Standard Grade stock, chambered for .264 Winchester 
Magnum. Built from 1960 to 1963. Fitted with a solid rubber pad for early production guns 
and a vented pad for later guns. 

10. Alaskan, 25” round barrel, with Standard Grade stock, chambered for .338 Winchester 
Magnum and .375 H&H Magnum. Built from 1960 to 1963. Fitted with a solid rubber pad 
marked Winchester for early production guns and a vented pad both marked Winchester for 
later guns. 

11. Bull Gun, 28” round barrel, same stock as National Match, chambered for .30-06 and 
.300 H&H Magnum. Built from 1936 to 1963. The standard calibers offered for the Model 
70 are these, in order of rarity: .300 Savage, .35 Rem., .458 Win Magnum, 7mm, .358 
Win., .250-3000 Savage, .300 Win Magnum, .338 Win. Magnum, .375 H&H Magnum, .257 
Roberts, .220 Swift, .22 Hornet, .264 Win. Magnum, .300 H&H Magnum, .308 Win., .243 
Win., .270 W.C.F., .30-06. 


Prices for the Model 70 are, in many cases, based on the caliber of the rifle; the more rare the 
caliber, the more premium the gun will command. Beware of fakes. There are some unscrupulous 
individuals who specialize in faking Model 70s, including chambering them to rare calibers. Many 
pre-1964 Model 70s are still available in new condition in the original box with all papers. Add 25 
to 50 percent if the box is serial numbered to the gun. Use caution prior to purchase of NIB guns 
due to fake boxes and papers. 


PRICING NOTE: The asterisk (*) signifies the value of the rifle with respect to a usable action. 
Model 70 unaltered receivers bring $500 regardless of the condition of the barrel and stock. If the 
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receiver is unusable then the rifle is worth the value of its usable parts, i.e. less than $500. 


For Model 70s with “X” or “D” prefix add a collector premium of 10 percent. These letters 
indicate that there were two rifles mistakenly stamped with the same serial number.

Model 12 


This model was designed by T.C. Johnson and was the first slide-action hammerless shotgun 
built by Winchester. The Model 12 enjoyed great success in its 68-year history, and over two 
million were sold. This was a high quality, well-made shotgun that is still in use in the hunting and 
shooting fields across the country. All Model 12s were of the takedown variety. The Model 12 
was dropped from regular product line in 1963, but a special model was produced in the Custom 
Shop until 1979. In 1972 Winchester resurrected the Model 12 in its regular production line in 12 
gauge only and ventilated rib. This reintroduced Model 12 was dropped in 1980. The prices listed 
are for guns made prior to 1964 or for guns with serial numbers below 1968307. This shotgun 
was offered in several different styles: 


1. Standard Grade, 12, 16, 20, and 28 gauge, with plain, solid rib, or vent rib round barrels 
of standard lengths (26”, 28”, 30”, 32”), plain walnut pistol-grip stock with grooved slide 
handle. Built from 1912 to 1963. 

2. Featherweight, same as above with lightweight alloy trigger guard. Built between 1959 
and 1962. 

3. Riot Gun, in 12 gauge only with 20” round choked cylinder, stock same as Standard 
Grade. Built between 1918 and 1963. 

4. Trench Gun, chambered for 12 gauge only with 20” round barrel with ventilated hand 
guard over barrel, fitted with bayonet lug. All metal surfaces are “Parkerized,” and these 
shotguns should be U.S. marked as a military firearm. Introduced in 1918 and built for 
U.S. Armed Forces on special order. 

5. Skeet Grade, chambered for 12, 16, 20, and 28 gauge with 26” round barrel with solid 
or ventilated rib, select walnut checkered pistol stock and special checkered extension 
slide handle (longer than standard). Built from 1933 to 1963. 

6. Trap Grade, chambered for 12 gauge only with 30” round barrel with solid rib or 
ventilated rib, select walnut pistol or straight-grip stock, checkered extension slide 
handle. Built from 1914 to 1963. 

7. Heavy Duck Gun, chambered in 12 gauge only with 30” or 32” round barrel with plain, 
solid, or ventilated rib, plain walnut pistol-grip stock fitted with Winchester solid red 
rubber recoil pad, plain grooved slide handle. Built from 1935 to 1963. 

8. Pigeon Grade, chambered for 12, 16, 20, and 28 gauges with standard barrel lengths 
and choice of ribs. This was a special order shotgun and will be seen in many different 
variations, most of these guns were factory engraved. Built 1914 to 1963. 


The Model 12 shotgun will be seen in many different combinations of gauges, barrel lengths, 

ribs and stocks, all of which determine value. The more rare a particular combination, the 

higher the price. The buyer is urged to be extremely cautious before purchasing the more rare 
combinations, such as a 28 gauge. The best advice is to seek assistance from an expert and get 
as many opinions as possible. The prices listed are for guns in standard configurations. NOTE: 
The following applies to all models. For 16 gauge add 10 percent. For 20 gauge add 50 percent. 
For 28 gauge add 600 percent. For guns with solid rib add 20 percent. For guns with Winchester 
Special ventilated rib add 30 percent. For guns with milled rib add 40 percent. Add 20 percent for 
32” barrels on any Model 12 model. Add 30 percent premium for original box and papers.

MODEL 21 


The Model 21 was Winchester’s finest effort with regard to quality, reliability, and strength. 
Developed in the late 1920s the introduction of this fine side-by-side shotgun was delayed 

by the company’s financial troubles. When Winchester was purchased by the Olin family, 

the Model 21 was assured the attention it richly deserved due to John M. Olin’s love for the 
gun. Despite the Model 21 being offered as a production gun it was, in fact, a hand-built 
custom-made shotgun. Almost each Model 21 built has a personality of its own because 

each shotgun is slightly different with regard to chokes, barrel lengths, stock dimensions, 

and embellishments. The gun was introduced in 1931. From 1931 to 1959 the Model 21 was 
considered a production line gun and about 30,000 were sold. In 1960, when the Custom 
Shop was opened, the Model 21 was built there using the same procedures. Sales during the 
Custom Shop era were about 1,000 guns. Winchester changed the name of some of the Model 
21 styles but the production methods stayed the same. In 1981 Winchester sold its firearms 
division to U.S. Repeating Arms Company including the right to build the Model 21. Again the 
production procedures stayed the same as did many of the former employees. U.S. Repeating 
Arms expanded and changed some of the style designations for the Model 21. Production was 
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discontinued in about 1991. No sales figures are available for this time period. Collectors and 

shooters will be given the price breakdown for all three eras of production separately. 

NOTE: Fewer than 50 .410 Model 21s were built between 1931 and 1959 in all grades. The number 

of 28 gauge Model 21s built is unknown but the number is probably no greater than the .410 bore. 

Model 21 — 1931 to 1959 

The Model 21 was available in several different styles and configurations: 

1. Standard Grade, chambered in 12, 16, and 20 gauge with barrel length from 26”, 28”, 30”, 
and 32” with matted rib or ventilated rib, select walnut checkered pistol- or straight-grip 
stock with checkered beavertail fore-end. Built from 1931 to 1959. 

2. Tournament Grade, same as above with special dimension stock. Marked 
“TOURNAMENT” on bottom of trigger plate. Built from 1933 to 1934. 3.Trap Grade, same 
as above with slightly better-grade wood and stock made to customers’ dimensions. 
Marked “TRAP” on trigger plate. Built from 1932 to 1959. 

4. Skeet Grade, same as above with the addition of the 28 gauge, stock furnished with 
checkered butt. Marked “SKEET” on trigger plate. Built from 1936 to 1959. 

5. Duck Gun, chambered for 12 gauge 3” magnum shells, 30” or 32” barrels, Standard Grade 
stock except for shorter length of pull. Marked “DUCK” on trigger plate. Built from 1940 to 
1952. 

6. Magnum Gun, chambered for 3” 12 or 20 gauge, same stock as Duck Gun. Not marked on 
trigger plate. Built from 1953 to 1959. 

7. Custom Built/Deluxe Grade, chambered for 12, 16, 20, 28, and .410, barrel lengths from 
26” to 32”, stock built to customers specifications using fancy walnut. Marked “CUSTOM 
BUILT” on top of rib or “DELUXE” on trigger plate. These grades are frequently but not 
always engraved. Built from 1933 to 1959. 


NOTE: Some early Model 21s were furnished with double triggers, extractors, and splinter fore- 
ends. This combination reduces the price of the gun regardless of grade. Deduct about 25 percent.

Records for Model 21s built during the 1930s may be missing. Special-order guns may have 
incomplete records. In such cases, a written appraisal from an authoritative collector or dealer 
may be helpful.

Custom Shop Model 21s—1960 to 1981 

When Winchester moved the production of the Model 21 into the Custom Shop, the number of 

styles was greatly reduced. There were now three distinct styles: 

1. Custom Grade, chambered in 12, 16, 20, 28 gauge and .410 bore in barrel lengths from 26” to 
32”. Matted rib, fancy walnut checkered pistol- or straight-grip stock with checkered fore-end. 
Guns with pistol grips furnished with steel grip cap. A small amount of scroll engraving was 
provided on the frame of this grade. 

2. Pigeon Grade, same chambers and barrel lengths as above with the addition of choice of 
matted or ventilated rib, leather-covered recoil pad, style “A” carving on stock and fore-end, 
and gold engraved pistol grip cap. The frame was engraved with the 21-6 engraving pattern. 

3. Grand American Grade, same chambers and barrel lengths as Pigeon Grade with the addition 
of “B” carving on the stock and fore-end, 21-6 engraving with gold inlays, extra set of 
interchangeable barrels with extra fore-end. All of this was enclosed in a leather trunk case. 

EDITOR’S COMMENT: According to Ned Schwing’s excellent book, “Winchester’s Finest, The 

Model 21”, there were only eight 28 gauge and five .410-bore models made during the Custom 

Shop production era from 1960 to 1981. Any price estimates would be highly speculative.

ENGRAVED MODEL 21S 


Winchester catalogued a number of special-order engraving patterns which ranged from a small 
amount of scroll (#1) to full-coverage game scene and scroll (#6). In addition, there were a few 
guns engraved on special order to the customer’s request. Engraved guns are extremely rare, 
and the value added will vary with the rarity of the gauge and the date of manufacture. The 
following table represents the value added for various standard engraving patterns on 12 gauge 
guns for the “Custom Shop” (1960-1982) and “Pre-Custom Shop” (1932-1959) periods. However, 
it is advisable to seek the opinion of an authorative collector or dealer prior to a sale.

Custom Shop Model 21s — 1982 to 1993 


When U.S. Repeating Arms Company took over the production of the Model 21, the Pigeon 
Grade was dropped from the line. The Grand American Grade was retained with all the 
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features of its predecessor but with the addition of a small-bore set featuring a 28 gauge 

and .410 bore set of barrels. Two new grades were introduced in 1983: the Standard Custom 
Grade and the Special Custom Built. In addition to these grades, the factory would undertake 
to build for its customers whatever was desired. Due to the unique nature of these guns, it is 
advised that an expert appraisal be sought to establish a value. While the changeover from 
Winchester to U.S. Repeating Arms was a transfer of business assets and the craftsmen 

and personnel remained the same, collectors are reluctant to assign the same values to U.S. 
Repeating Arms Model 21s as those produced by Winchester. No official production figures 
are available for U.S.R.A. Model 21s, but the number is most likely small; perhaps around 
200 guns.

CURRENT MODEL 21 PRODUCTION 


In 1995, Connecticut Shotgun Mfg. Co. purchased the assets of the Winchester Model 21 
Custom Shop. Beginning in 2002, Winchester licensed CSMC to build Model 21s on a custom- 
order basis in a wide variety of grades and models, made to the buyer’s specifications. For more 
information, see the listing for Connecticut Shotgun Mfg. Co. in this edition. 


Model 24 


The Model 24 was Winchester’s attempt to develop a medium-priced double-barrel 
shotgun. Like the Model 21, it was a top lever breakdown model that was available in 12, 
16, and 20 gauge in various barrel lengths from 26” to 30”. Offered in a Standard model 
only with double triggers, raised matted rib, plain walnut pistol- or straight-grip stock with 
semi-beavertail fore-end, the Model 24 was introduced in 1939 and was discontinued in 
1957 with about 116,000 guns sold. NOTE: Add 10 percent for 16 gauge. Add 25 percent 
for 20 gauge.

Model 37 


This model was developed to keep pace with Winchester’s competitors in the low-price 
single-barrel exposed-hammer shotgun market. The shotgun was available in 12, 16, 20, 28 
gauge and .410 bore with barrel lengths from 26” to 30”. The stock was plain walnut with 
pistol grip and semi-beavertail fore-end. This model was not serial numbered. Introduced 

in 1936 it stayed in the company line until 1963, having sold slightly over 1,000,000 guns.

Commentary and values by Bud Bugni. 


First slide-action shotgun ever developed exclusively for .410 bore. Invented by William 
Roemer, Model 42 was in effect, at least in outward appearance, a miniature Model 12. 
This shotgun was quality-built, fast-handling, racy looking shotgun that many refer to as 
“Everybody’s Sweetheart”. Model 42 was first American .410 bore chambered for new 3” 
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shell as well as 2.5” shell. Model 42 offered in several different configurations throughout 

its production. These configurations will greatly influence value: 

1. Standard Grade: 26” or 28” plain or solid rib barrel, plain walnut pistol-grip stock with 
grooved slide handle. Fitted with composition buttplate. Straight grip offered on Standard 
Grade on special order basis, but is extremely rare. Built from 1933 to 1963. 

2. Skeet Grade: 26” or 28” plain, solid rib or ventilated rib barrel. Select walnut checkered 
pistol or straight-grip stock with checkered extension slide handle. Skeet Grade offered 
in Full, Modified, Improved Cylinder, Cylinder as well as Skeet chokes. Built from 1933 to 
1963. 

3. Trap Grade: 26” or 28” plain or solid rib barrel. Fancy walnut special checkered pistol or 
straight-grip stock with special checkered extension slide handle. Trap Grade checker- 
ing pattern has one closed diamond on each side of pistol grip or, in case of straight grip, 
diamond is located on underside of grip. Extension slide handle has two uncut diamonds 
on each side. Most were stamped “TRAP” on bottom of receiver under serial number. Built 
from 1934 to 1939. 

4. Deluxe Grade: continuation of Trap Grade. Available with ventilated rib in 1954. Some 
early models stamped “DELUXE” on bottom of receiver. This stamping is seldom seen and 
pr obably discontinued around 1949. Built from 1940 to 1963. 5.Pigeon Grade: same as 
above Deluxe Grade, but engraved with pigeon on lower magazine tube. Very few of this 
grade were built by Winchester and majority were done in late 1940s. Authentic Pigeon 
Grade 42s appear to have been built between 1945 and 1949. Some estimate less than 50 
were produced. This is a rare Model 42. Seek an expert opinion before sale. 


As of late, | have heard horror stories from sincere, honest, decent folks who have purchased 
misrepresented guns from either unscrupulous sellers or sellers who simply do not know their 
products. In some cases there are no return privileges, or buyer was unable to authenticate his 
purchase in a timely manner. This often has resulted in a heavy financial loss and that’s a dish 
served cold. Contributors are listed in Standard Catalog of Firearms. These knowledgeable and 
dedicated people are eager to assist readers, or refer them to sources who can.—Bud Bugni 
NOTE: Engraved Model 42s will occasionally be seen. Collectors are urged to seek expert advice 
on these rare and expensive guns. Model 42 produced from 1933 to 1963. About 164,000 were 
sold. Factory service and repair for this model were discontinued in February of 1972. 

EXTRA BARRELS: Winchester offered extra interchangeable barrels for its Model 42s at 
customer’s request beginning in 1934. These extra sets of barrels are a rare option. Both barrels 
should have same barrel markings and matching serial numbers before originality can be 
considered. Values are difficult to determine, but as a general rule add 60 percent to price of a 
Model 42 if it has factory-original extra barrel. 

EDITOR’S COMMENT: Contrary to traditional views, Winchester did install factory ventilated ribs 
on its Model 42. Former employees and factory drawings substantiate this fact. However, subject 
of what is a factory rib and what is not has been covered in great detail in an excellent book on 
Model 42. Seek expert advice before selling or purchasing any Model 42 with ventilated rib. 
NOTE: Pigeon Grade Model 42s with documentation on expert authentication add 100 percent. 
Must be individually appraised. Proceed with caution. 

CUTTS COMPENSATOR GUNS: Approximately 66 original Cutts Compensator guns were 
produced in the Winchester factory, making this one of the rarest options on Model 42. New 
information reveals that Cutts Compensators were available on Model 42 as early as 1950. 
This offering appeared in Winchester retail price list dated December 15, 1950. Considering 
this, since ventilated ribs were not offered on M42 until 1954, one may see an original “Cutts 
Gun” with plain or solid rib barrel minus a choke mark. NOTE: Add 25 percent for original Cutts 
guns; deduct 50 percent for non-original Cutts guns.

This was Winchester’s first self-loading shotgun and was developed by T.C. Johnson in order 

to keep pace with the Remington Auto-Loading Shotgun Model 11, which was developed by 

John M. Browning with help from T.C. Johnson. Because of the delays involved in developing 

a brand new design, the Model 1911 was introduced on October 7, 1911. The shotgun was 

a recoil operated mechanism, had a tubular magazine and had the takedown feature. The 

shotgun was available in two styles: 

1. Plain Model 1911, 26” or 28” barrel, 12 gauge, choked full, modified, or cylinder, plain birch 
laminated pistol-grip stock and fore-end with hard rubber buttplate. 

2. Fancy Model 1911, same as above with fancy birch laminated stock. 


Because of the hurry in getting the model ready for production, the shotgun demonstrated design 
weakness and never proved satisfactory. It was discontinued in 1925 with about 83,000 guns

Introduced in 1940 and 
discontinued in 1941, Winchester sold about 12,000 guns.

Model 50 

The Model 50 was the company’s third attempt to produce a satisfactory self-loading repeating 

shotgun. Winchester went to the short recoil system, utilizing a floating chamber design. This 

model was available in several different styles: 

1. Standard Grade, 12 or 20 gauge with plain or ventilated rib in lengths from 26” to 30”, plain 
walnut checkered pistol-grip stock and fore-end. 

2. Skeet Grade, 12 or 20 gauge with 26” ventilated rib barrel. Walnut checkered pistol-grip stock 
and fore-end. 

3. Trap Grade, 12 gauge with 30” ventilated rib barrel, walnut checkered Monte Carlo stock and 
fore-end. 

4. Pigeon Grade, 12 or 20 gauge with barrel lengths to customers’ specifications. Fancy walnut 
checkered stock and fore-end. Made on special orders only. 

5. Featherweight, a lighter version of all the above except Trap Grade. 

This model begins with serial number 1000. This model was successful and was built between 

1954 and 1961. Winchester sold about 200,000 guns.

The fourth and final pre-1964 Winchester self-loading shotgun, featured a steel and fiberglass 
barrel with aluminum alloy receiver. The gun was available in 12 gauge only with barrel lengths 
from 26” to 30” with a variety of chokes. In 1961 Winchester introduced the “Versalite” choke 
tube, which gave the shooter a choice of Full, Modified, or Improved Cylinder chokes in the same 
barrel. This model was available in two different styles: 
1. Standard Grade, plain walnut checkered pistol-grip stock and fore-end. 
2. Pigeon Grade, select walnut checkered pistol-grip and fore-end. 

Winchester sold about 82,000 of these guns between 1960 and 1965. 
NOTE: This shotgun was also made in 10 gauge (very rare), 20 gauge and 14 gauge. If any of 
these very low production or prototype guns are encountered, use extreme caution and seek an 
expert appraisal.

If a Winchester commemorative rifle has 
been cocked leaving a line on the hammer or the lever, many collectors will show little or no 
interest in its acquisition. If they have been fired, they will realize little premium over a standard, 
Post-1964 Model 94. A number of commemorative’s have been ordered by outside concerns and 
are technically not factory issues. Most have less collectibility than the factory-issued models. 
There are a number of concerns that specialize in marketing the total range of Winchester 
commemorative rifles. Listed are the factory-issue commemorative’s with their current value, 
issue price and the number manufactured.
